France feem'd 
to enjoy a ſerene Quality , and Hal- 
cyon Days, from the Year 1610. to 
1614. Fortune ſmiling on the Greener 
Years of Lews XIII. as loth to diſturb 
and ruffle the Tender Paſſions of the 
Royal Child with the Harſh Sound of 
War, foreſeeing that he wou'd quickly 
have enough of that, even in his early: 
Youth, before he cou'd write Man, 
unleſs he had been a King. 


During this Minority of his, the 
Guardianſhip of him, and the Regen- 
cy of the Kingdom , * were committed 


to the Queen- Mother , Mary de Medicis, 
Daughter to the Great Duke of Tuſcany. 
This Princeſs had brought into France 
a Favourite of hers, a Florentine by Birth 
and Extraction, whom ſhe exalted after- 
wards to great Dignities, procuring hin 
to be made a Marſhal of the Kingdom, 


23 and to be inveſted with ſo exorbitane 


a Power at the Court, that the Princes: 
of the Blood, with the other Grandees 
of France, began to look with an ill 
Eye on him , being quite diſguſted at

Therefore in the Year 1614. they 
openly ſhew'd their Diſcontent by ta- 
king up Arms, raiſing Seditions, Th- | 
-mults, and Inſurre&tions, which laſted 5 


till the Year 1616. at which time the # 


King was married to Anne, the Daugh- þ 
ter of Philip 1II. King of Spain, whilſt 
an interchangeable Match was made be- *' 
tween the Young Prince of Spain, Son | 
to the ſaid Philip, and Elizaterh, Siſter 
to Lewes XIN, Thus theſe Two Potent ; 
440narchs bound themſelves to each 0- 
ther, as the World judg'd, in ſtreigh- 
rer Obligations of | Peace and Friend- 
ſhip, by the Sacred Bonds of Matri- 
mony, and a reciprocal Union of their 
Blood, Which was alſo accompanied 
with the Bleſſing of an Univerſal Do- 
meſtick Trarquility, and Ceilation from 
Civil Broils in France ; Henry de Bour- 
bon, Prince of Conde, and the Reſt of the 
Confederate Princes being reconcild, 
in all outward appearance, to the King, 
their Soveraigpn. But, on a ſudden, new 
Jealouſies ariſing, about the Beginning 
of September, 1616, the Prince of Conde 
- was 
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was ſeiz'd and clapt up. | And Decla- 
rations of War publith'd againſt the 
Princes, his Confederates. Yet this was 
all haſh'd up again, and a Peace made 
the following Year, upon the Death of 
the Marſhal & Ancres , the fore-menti- 
on'd Florentine, and Favourite of the 
Queen, who was kill'd in the Lowvre, 
by the King's own Command ; in that 
when they were going to arreſt him, 
he offer d to draw his Sword in his 
Defence. 


The Fall of this 1ralian ſfeem'd now 
to pacihe all Malecontents. Bur the 
men taking It to Heart, 1ctir'd from 
the Court, Which gave occaſion to 
the Xo to aſlume the Publick Admi- 


-niſtration of 'the Government into his 


own Hands. And a while after, he re- 
leas'd the Prince of Conde from his 
Confinement. 


Much about the ſame Time, there 
broke forth Civil Wars among the 
Griſons, upon the account of Religion. 
For, the Catholicks and Proteſtants con- 
tinually vex*d ore another with mutual 
Injuries; and engag'd the Kings of

But, by the 
Aſſiſtance and Counſel of the Prince 
of Cond? , who now prov'd- faithful 
and ſerviceable to-bim , he ſuppreſs*d. ) 
all his Domeſtick Enemies, and reſtor'd | 
Quietneſs in France; the, Queen-Mo- 
ther alſo and ker Party being reconcal'd 


to him. 


Things rem>in'd in this Poſture, till 
the Dake. of: Khoan ,: and his Brother, 
Monſieur Soubize , rais'd new Commo- 
tions in the Kingdom. The Kochellers 


at the ſame Time took up us 
| n 
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in Defence of their Relzgion , and cal- 
led in the Engliſh to their Aſſiſtance 5 
who ſent a Navy of a Hundred and 
Twenty Ships, under the Command of 
the Duke of Buckingham, but all to no 
Effet. For, though the Englih lan- 
ded in the Iſle of Rhee, after many ſharp 
Conflits ; yet they were ſoon expel!'d 
again, and a long Siege laid to Kocke!, 
under the Conduct of Cardinal Richlien, . 
and the Marſhal de Schomberg, who re- 

duc'd that City to the King's Obedience, . 

ras'd the Walls, and lefr it as open as 
a Village, that it might be a Terronr 
and Example to others; teaching them 
rather to confider in the Clemency and 
Faith of their Soveraign, than to try 
the Force of his Arms, This was 
done in the Year. 1628, From which 
time the Rebels, 2s it were by ſtrife, 
return'd to tlieir Duty , {ecking who 
ſhon'd be moſt forward in teſtiſying 
their Obedience to the Kizg, and their 
Repentance for what was paſt. Thus 
was Peace once more reſtor?d to Frazxcz 
at Home; that the. Kizg migat have 
the more Jeiſure to proſecute rhe Wer 
in raly : Whither;he led his Victorious 
Army ,taking many Towns in kis Way to

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Caſa!, which he haſten'd to relieve, it 
being at that Time befieg'd by Spinola 
the Spaniſh General. In a Word, te 
came within ſight of the -very Walls, 
and ſo near to the Spawiards, that both 
Armies were ready to engage, when 
Aazarini(afterwards made Cardinal )Jran 
between, and reduc'd them to Terms of 
Peace. 


A while after this, a Peace was con- 
cluded between the Emperor, and the 
Duke of Mantna, the latter having the 
Poſleſſion of Iantua, Montferrat , and 
other Places, confirmd to him by an 
Imperial Decree. But, as if Fate had 


ordaind, That the Arms of Fraxce 
ibould not ruſt, or be long Idle; but 
that they ſhowd be conſtantly kept in 
Exerciſe, by equal Viciſſitudes of Fo- 
reign and Domeſtick Wars ; no ſooner 
was this Peace concluded, which gave 
ſome reſpite to the French abroad, 
when new Stirs aroſe at Home ; Occa- 
ſion'd firſt through ſome Miſunderſtan- 
dings between 'the Q:!er- Mother and 
Cardinal Richlien, Whici: 2fterwards 
were Improv'd into opc:;1 Hatred and 
Enmity 3 the @ucen-Morhcr having drawn 

into 
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into her Party the Duke of Orleans, Bro- 
ther to the King: a Man who had 
conceiv*d an Irreconcilable Averſton for 
that Potent Miniſter, Till at length 
Things coming to an Inevitable Rupture 
at the Court, the Queen-Mother fled 
privately into Flanders, and the Duke 
of Orleans into Lorrain; from whence 
he afterwards follow'd her into Flan- 
ders alſo. : 

The next Year he ruſt'd into Dau- 
phine wich a Confus'd Army , and the 
Duke of Montmorency came over to his 
ſide. Who being Governour of that 
Provizce, brought great Forces with 
him, and gave new Courage to the 
Invaders. Inſomuch as they enter'd 
Battel with the Marſhal de Schomberg , 
General of the King's Army. The Fight 
was ſhort and bloody, wherein the 
Rebels were routed, having loſt many 
of their Principal Leaders on the Spot ; 
winlſt the Duke of Afontmorency was 
taken Priſoner, and afterwards be- 
headed, by Sentence of the Parlia- 
ment. This concluded the Year 1632. 
But the Duke of Orleans did not re- 
turn to his Duty till the Year 1634.

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From which Time. the - Kingdom 'of 
France was ſtill by various Turns kept 
in an Active Poſture, "either 'of -Defence 
or Offence ; - partly -by:-DomeſtickFa- 
ftions-; and: partly; by '' Foreign En- 
gagements of 'Allies-or Enemies j even - 
to the Time of the -Turkiſh Spie's Ar- 
rivalat Paris, which'-was in the Year 
T1639. -- CHAT £225 4193152

before* his cominig' to-Parii with 'the. 
more Brevity, that theremay be/Room

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In the Year 1612. died Rodelph, Em- 
peronr of Germany, who was ſucceeded by 
Matthias, his Brother. A while after 
this, the Yenctians made War upon 
Ferdinand, Arech-Duke of Auſtria, Son | 
of the Arch-Duke Charles, who was | 
Brother to the Emperour Maximilian Il. *? 
This War laſted to the Year 1618. at | 
which Time it was finiſh'd. 


In the mean while the War between 
the Dukes of Izntua and Savoy broke 
forth about the Principality of Adonr- | 
ferrat, It was occaſion'd by the Death 
of Francis, Duke of Mantna ; who lea- 
ving no Male-lfſue behind him, Cards, 
nal Ferdinand his Brother, under the | 
ProteCtion of the King of Spain, took | 
Poſſeſſion of that Principality , which 
he defended by Arms againit Charles | 
Philibert , Duke of Savoy, This War 
alſo laſted to the Year 1618. at which 
Time it was ended by the powerful In- 
tervention of the French King. k 


About this Time there broke out a 3 
moſt Cruel War in Germany , on this * 
Occaſion. Ferdinand, Arch- Duke of 3 
Auſtria, and King of Bohemia , _—_— $ 

allo 
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alſo from the Emperor Matthias, the 
Kingdom of Hungary on certain Condi- 
tions. Which Conditions ſeeming 
difadyantageous to the Proteſtants , 
they made an InſurreCtion firſt at Prague 
in Bohemia, where they kill'd the Ma- 
giſtrates, and then they were ſoon 
followed by all Bohemia and the adjoining 
Provinces; who took up Arms againſt 
the King, under the Conduct of Erneſt 
Mansfelt, and other Grandees, 


In the Year 1619. Matthias the 
Emperor died , whom Ferdinand the a- 
foreſaid King of Bohemia and Hungary 
ſucceeding , proſecuted the War very 
vigorouſly againſt the Rebels, In the 
mean while they choſe for King of 
of Bohemia, Frederick, Eleftor Palatine 
of the Rhine, who had married the Lady 
Elizabcth, Daughter to Fames I, King of 
England, He with his new Queen were 
the ſame Year ſolemnly Crown'd at 
Prague: and the Year following, their 
Forces being routed by the Emperor , 
they themſelves were forc'd to fly into 
Holland, where they led a private Life 
ever afterwards. In the mean while, 
Bohemia, with the other revolting: Pro. 

p VINCES, 
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vinces, return'd to their Obedience; 
And this was thought to be a Leading 
Card to the Religions War, which 
about the ſame Time was rais'd among 
the Gri/ons : Of which mention is made 
above. Nay, and the ſame is fuppos'd 
to have Influence on the Commotions 
rais'd by the Huguenors, inhabiting the 
Foot of the Pyrenees, againſt whom 
Lewis XIll. made a ſucceſsful Expedi- 
tion in the Year 1620. reducing the 
greateſt Part of that Province to their 
Duty and Allegiance : tho the follow- 
ing Year gave him ſome freſh Trouble; 
and the Loſs of many Great MNobles : 
among whom were the Duke of Mayne, 
Governor of Guienne; and the Dube of 
Luines, Firſt Miniſter of State, 


About the ſame time died Pope Paul 
V. being ſucceeded by Gregory XV. 
who fate in the Chair but Two Years 
and a few Menths, when dying he left 
it to Urban YIIl!, 


In the Y-zr 1524. Breda was be- 
ſiey'* by Spina ihe Spaniſh General , 
awd m1-2:terd in 1625. In the mean 
wi Count 34ansfilt infeſted Germany 

with 
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with frequent . Excurſions, being got 
at- the -Head of a bold Army of Free- 
booxers.; bus, at length he. was defeated 
by Tilly, a brave agd expert General on 
the Imperial fide: Then he was. ford 
to fly for Sanftuary info Tranſylvania ; 
and-from tkence-going to. Venice , . he 
died in the Year 1626, 


All theſe Things our Spy glances at 
in his Letters, but with ſome Abrupt-. 
neſs and Obſcurity: _ Which renders

Therefore to proceed ; Guſtavus King 
of Suedeland, came out of | his . Territo- 
ries i the Year. 1630, and enter'd Po- 
merania with a Mighty. Army. . From 
whence and. from all the adjacent _Pro- 
vinces, hedrove the /mperialifs, Inthe . 
Year 1631: he enterd the more inte- 
riour Parts of the Empire, taking Innu- 
merable Towns, and filling all Places 
with Terror, And this he. did under 
pretext 
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pretext of vindicating the Evangelicks 
or Proteſtants, In vain did Tilly, the 
General of the Catholicks, oppoſe him. 
All that he cou'd do, was to burn 
Magaeburgh to Aſhes. J 


After which the Proteſtant Princes | 
held a Diet or Aſſembly at Leipſick, where 
they enter'd into a Confederacy againſt 
the Emperor, joining their Forces with 
thoſe of Guſtavus. Againſt theſe Tily 
march'd with General Papenbeim, and 
laid cloſe Siege to Leipfick z which they 
were forc'd to ſurrender upon Condi- 
tions, 


_ After this, the Xingof Smedeland, the | 
Duke of Saxony, with the other Confe- | 
derate Princes, took to the Field: and | 
there was a Terrible Fight between them 
and the Imperialis at Leipſick, whoſe 
Conſequence prov'd fatal to the later. 
For Tilly having loſt Ten Thouſand of 
his Men, was forc'd to fly himſelf; | 
Whilſt Leipfick fell ivto the Hands of 3 
the Duke of Saxony, This Vittory o- | 
pened a clear Way for the King of 
Sweatland to over-run all Germany. |: 
So that having taken Wirtzherg, he ſoon * 

reduc'd * 
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reduc'd all Franconia or Frankenland : 
aſter that Mentz, with other Provinces ; 
ſpreading like a Fire, or a Deluge of 
Water. In the mean while, the Dukg of 
Saxony invaded Bohemia ; and took 
Prague, the Capital City of that _ 
dom. In a Word, ſo General was the 
Conſternation throughout the Empire, 
that ſome Princes to divert the Storm 
which they ſaw hanging over their 
Heads, had Recourſe tothe Protection 
of the King of France ; who accordingly 
by his Mediation skreen'd them from 
Violence ; eſpecially the Archbiſhop of 
Tricrs or T revs. 


In the Year 1632. the King of Swe- 
den purſu'd the Courſe of his Viftories 
ravaging without ſtop or oppoſition, 
through Alſatia, Bavaria, and other 
Parts, ftill taking Towns and ſtrong 
Holds, filling all Places alſo with Ruin 
and Deſolation. At length paſling the 
Danube, he routed Tilly once more, with 
all his Army, who died ſoon after of a 
Wound he receiv'd in the Battel. 


Walſtein was ſtreight ſubſtitated in 
bis Place, who recover'd Pragae in Bo- 
bemia 
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hemia from the Saxons. . Then after 
many Conilidts and Skirmiſhes he en- 
counter'd the King of Swedeland at Lut- 
zen, a Town not far from Leipfick, 
This Battel prov'd fatal to Guffavzs, 
for in it he loſt his Life, and not long 


after him, General Papenheim on the Ger. | 


man Side. 


The ſame Year Sigiſmund King of 
Poland dying, his Son Uladiſlaus ſuc- 
ceeded in the Throne. The Swedes 
were not the leaſt diſcourag'd from 
proſecuting the War, by the Death of 
their King; but whereas before they 
fought for Conqueſt and Liberty, now 
they ſeem'd to fight for Revenge. Chr. 
ftina,the Daughter of Guſtavus Adolphus, 
was ſoon ſet upon the Throne of Swe- 
den, Aﬀter this there was a . Diet held 
at Francfort, conſiſting of Swedes and 
Saxons, Then there was another aſ- 
ſembl'd' at Hailbruz, And in the Year 


1634. The States of Saxony met at. 


Halberſtadt, to conſult about their own 
Safety. Much about the ſame Time 
happen'd the Sieges of Rarzbonne, and 
Norlingen. This Year was Noted with 
 Tragical CharaQters, on the Account of 
the 
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the great Deſolation made in the Pro- 
vinces lying on the Rhine, by War, Pe- 
ſtilence, and Famine: Where People 
were reduc'd to thoſe Streights, as to 
feed on Humane Fleſh, and to do other 
Things, which will fcarce now ſeem 
Credible. 


The next Year 1635. ſeem'd to give 
a New Turn to the Aﬀairs in Germany. 
For the Duke of Saxony, Brandenburgh, 
and ZLunenburgh, having had a Treaty at 
Prague in Bohemia, came over to the 
Emperour's Party. Yet the Swedes ſtill 
purſu'd the War. 


The Two following years,were remar- 
kable for the Eleftion of Ferdinand III. 
who was choſen King of the Romans 
1636. and ſucceeded his Father in the 
Empire 1637. as alſo for the Irruption 
made by Galaſſio, General of the Ger- 
man Forces in France: Which was at- 
nded with Various Events on ' both 
des: Till at length toward the End 
of 1637, Galaſſio return'd with his Ar- 
my into the Empire again. The ſame 
8 Year before, there was a Notable Sea- 
| Fight between the Spariaras and —_ 
ers, 
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ders. Prince Maurice overcame the Por- 
t4gweze In Braſil, and took from them 
Immenſe Riches. The Prince of Orange 
beſieg'd Breda, and took it : The ſame 
Year died Boliſlans, the laſt Duke of Po- 
merania, Much about the ſame Time, 
the Pope earneſtly exhorted the Princes 
of Europe to eſtabliſh a General Peace. 


Such was the Face of Things in Chri- 
ftendom, when this Turk firſt came to 
Parts : and it is evident that the Scenes 
were often chang'd in the Courſe. of 
thoſe former Years, which I have here 
recounted. And ſo they haye been ever 
ſince : Which was the True Reaſon of - 
that Variety of Subjects, with which our 
Author abounds. [nc ſome Letters giving 
an Account of Battels, Sieges, and other 
Events of Campaigns ;. gloſling alſo and 
deſcanting on the Good ConduCt or O- 
verſights of Great Generals; on the 
Valour of Famous Captains, and, in Ge- 
neral,on the Fortunc of War. In others 
he treats of Court-Iatrigues, Funto's of 
Politicians, and Subtle Propoſals of 


Stateſmen. 


Agaln, 
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Again, when he. writes to his Intj- 
nate Friends, he either entertains them 
with Melancholy Complaints of his 
Long Abſence from Corftantinopie, and 
Shis Native Country; With the Incon- 
veniences, Miſeries, tiazards, and Hard- 
ſhips, that attend. it z or elſe diverts 
them with ſome trifling Diſcourſe, Co« 
mical Story, or ſomething very unuſual, 
ſurprizing, and ſtrange. 


In Ti War, he ſeems to be a 
urious Engroſſer of the Earlieſt and 
hoiceſt News. In Time of Peace he 
atches the Motions of Cardinal Rich- 
ieuw, Mazarini, Olivarez, and other 
3reat Miniſters of State, For this End 
e had his Agents about in every Cor- 
er of the Court of France, beſides his 
ntelligencers at Vienna, Venice, or ſome 
dther City of Emrope. 


But give him leave ſometimes to lay 
ſide the Cares and Buſie Toils of Life. 
And wonder not, if he ſeem in ſome of 
is Letters, very Melancholy ; in others, 
f a contrary Humour, chearful and

So that *tis'ns Wonder, if in tbe Courſe 
of Five and Forty Years,which be palſs'd 
away” at Paris, both' his Gajys: and 
Converſation may ſeem to Vary at ſome 
Critical Seaſons ; through! the Natural 
Force of Time; andthe 'Change'of the 
Elements,- of whichhis' Body was com- 
pounded: As he himſelf in his Lerrers 
makes the ſame Apology. . 


| Add. to all- this; his dall y Improve- 
ments'- by Obſervation > Experience, 
Readiog;: Meditating, Coty erſe', and 
Habitual: Engagetiients ih'the World, 
For whichRedſon-aloae, tc wou'd be un- 
al to .expe@ the- lame: Method of 
: Writing 
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Writing from” him, either as to Senſe 
or :Style, Matter or Form, when he-was 
but - Thirty- or Forty Years Old; as 
when he was Threeſcore, or Threeſcore 
and Ten. Moſt of the Famous Writers 
in the World, have not only changd 
the Opinions which they harbour'd in 
their Greener Years; but before they 
came to the Age of our Spy, ſome of 
them have Publickly* Recanted ' them, 
both with their Tongue and Pen. Nei- 
ther is ita Shame to any Man, ſo long 
as the Old Axiom is true : Humanum et 
errare; at Errores felicuer retrattare, were 
Divinum.

Neither cou'd our Spy, conſidering 
his Education in the J{ahometar Religion, 
take a properer Method, in my Opini- 
on, to diſengage himſelf from the Le- 
gends of 'the Nurſery,” ard the Fables of 
the Schools,' (as a Great Man calls our 
Infant 7dea's of Things) than to follow 
the Counſel of his beloved Des Carres, 
the French Philoſopher, whom - he ſo 
much admir'd ; and who advifes every

- | {ed Truth, To ſhake off the Prepoſleſ-

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fions and Prejudices of. his Infancy and 


- Youth; to. wipe, bruſh, or' ſweep his 


Soul-clean of the very Duſt and Relicks 
teft behind on -our Faculties, by thoſe 
Firſt Foreign Invaſtons.. and -Encroach- 
ments on our Minds. . Having thus 


cleans'd and poliſh'd the Soul, it be- 


comes a Pure Tabula Raſa, fit for the 
beſt or worſt Impreſſions. And. here's 


the Firſt Start of the Free-Will: For, 


before this, a Man is a perfect Slave, 
driven up and down by every Spirit 
that blows ſtrongeſt on him. Whereas, 
now he begins to feel ſome Strength and 
Conſiſtence in himſelf: Being able: to 
ſay with Interiour and Solid Reaſon ; 
Cogito, ergo ſum, Fixing therefore on 
this Foundation, he builds a Fortreſs, or 
Strong Hold, from whence he defies all 
the Attempts of -open Enemies, or ſly 
Secret Interlopers ; neither permitting 
himſelf to. be debauch'd by the Profane- 
neſs of Libertines and Atheiſts, nor by the 
Ridiculous Enthuſiaſms of Fanaticks and 
Zexlots, This is the Courfe which our 
Turk ſeems to. have taken with himtelf, 
when he once arriv'd-; at thoſe Years, 


wherein, Men uſually : begin, to. examin 


The Grounds of Religion, and bring the 
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Documents and Traditions of their Fathers 
to the Teft of Senſe and Reaſon. *Tis 
no wonder therefore, if ia ſome Letters 
to his Familiar and Intimate Friends, 
he diſcourſes of ſuch Matters with more 
Freedom, than when he writes to the 
Mufti, the Mufti's Vicar, the Preachers 
of the Seraghio, or any of the Grandes. 
Yet even to theſe he makes bold ſome- 
times to propoſe Queries, and ſtart ſcru- 
ples ; which plainly diſcover, that he 
was not fully fatisfied in many Princj= 
ples and Prattices of the Adabometans. 


On the other Hand, when he writes 
to' the Few; his Correſnonaent at Vienna, 
he endeavours to recl:im him from a too 
fond and Implicit Confidence in the He- 
brew Rabbi's, whom he calls Religious Tri- 
flers, ridiculing their Fables and vain In- 
ſtitntions ;, and perſwading his Friend not 
to be over Pious, bur to attend the Af- 
fairs of his Employment with Alacrity, 
and to be zealous in the Grard Sigmor's 
Service, He likewiſe frequently ex- 
plodes the Vanity and Superſtition of 
ſome ſort'of Chriſtians, with ſome Tart- 
neſs indeed, but free from all 11]. Na- 
ture and Bitterneſs, every where ſpeak- 

(b) 2 ing 
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ing honourably of Chriſt Feſus our Bleſ- 
ſed Saviour ;, only condemning the Vices 
and Errors of his Followers. Which laſt 
is no more, than what would become a 
Chriſtian Divine ;, whoſe Duty it is, to 
reprove and corre whatſoever he ſees 
awiſs in thoſe that profeſs the Chriſtian 
Faith. 


In General, he appears a Man void of 
Snperſtition and Bigottry. And if he 
ſeems Partial, or Byaſs'd any Ways, it 
is in the Point of Abſtinence from Fleſh, 
and the Dottrine of Tranſmigration. 
Whereby we may conclude he was a 
Pythagorean , which is no new or un- 


common Thing among the Turks; there 
being a particular Se# of Mahometans, 
wholly devoted to the Rules of that | 
Philoſopher ;, and it is well known, that 
Pythagoriſm is in great Reputation all 
over the Eaſt, 


Hence we need not wonder, that he 
appears ſo much enamour'd with the 
Indian Gentiles, who are the ſtrifteſt 
Ovſervers of Abſtinence, and of the 
whole Pythagorean Diſcipline, of any 

| People 
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People in the World, as all our Moder 
Travellers can teſtifie. 


Tho' he cannot be call'd an Antiqua- 
ry, yet he appears a great Lover of 
Antiquities z and no leſs an Admirer of 
New Dilcoveries; provided they be 
both of them Matters / of: Importance, 
and worth a Wiſe Man's Regard. For 
it does not belong to either- of theſe 
Charatters, that a Man is a Curious 
Colletor of Medals, Images, Pt- 
tures, and a Thouſand other Inſignift- 
cant Trifles, which can neither. ferrveto 
1liuſtrate Þiftory, Regulate Chronolooy, 
or Adjaſt any Momentous Difticolty 19 
the Records of Time ;, but are only Re 


ew, verenc'd for their Rultinels, lllegible 
ho Characters, and Exotick Figure : . Nor 
all that he is fond of every.little -Improve- 
ment in_Arts or Sciences, which perhaps. 
has no other Tendency than'the Advan- 
t tage of ſome Particular Trade or Pro- 
be feſſion among Men, and ſerves only to 
ſt divert the Mind from more Solid Ob. 
' -jefts. Whereas, our Arabian aſpires at 
he Higher Things : He loves Antiquirtes, 
ny but *tis only ſuch as draw the Veil from 
le WW off the Infancyof Time, and uncover the 
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Cradle of the World, This makes him 
inſiſt with ſo much Zeal and Paſſion, on | 
the Records of the Chineſe and Indians. | 
He admires New Diſcoveries, but only 
ſuch as ſhall either conduCt us to the 
yet Unknown Parts of the Earth 3 or 
preſent -us with a Truer and more per- 
fe&t Scheme of the. Heavens, than what ' 
was before extant: As may be ſeen by 
his Letters to Oſman Adrooneth, Aſtrologer 
to the Sultan, Yol. viii. Book iv. p.268. 
and to Abael Melec Muli Omar, Preſident 
of the College of Sciences at Fez; Vol. viii. 
Book iv. Þ. 336. 

He often praiſes and recommends the 
Reading of Hiſtory to his Friends : And 
throughout the Courſe of theſe Letters, 
gives ſufficient Proofs, that he 1s no 
Stranger to it. Which yet need not 
be laid to his Charge, as if he affeCted 
to be thought a Knowing Man; or that 
be ſpent bis Time in Studies Foreign to 
his Employment. For he began to read 
Hiſtories, as he himſelf declares, long 
before he came to Pars, as ſoon as he 
was Teleas'd from his Captivity in Pa- 
termo in Sicily, and had Acceſs to the 
AFeagemies, Which makes it no Won- 
cr, that he ſhould employ his. Vacant 
Hours 
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Hours in the Libraries of Paris, after he. 
came thither ; being a very Inquilitive 
Man, and Greedy of Knowledge. Be- 
ſides, he was Commanded by his S»- 
periors thus to improve himſelf, and to- 
tranſmit the Abſtrats of what he Read; 
to Conftantinople : Which is a ſufficient 
Excuſe for All. 


It only remains now, that we touch 
vpon ſome TranſaCtions of the Eff, 
as we have already done upon thoſe 
in the Beſt : That ſo the Reader, who , 
perhaps has not the Leiſure to peruſe : 
the Turkiſh Hiſtory, may the better un- 
derſtand ſome Paſlages in theſe Letters 
relating thereto. | 


Our Spy was born in the Reign of 
Sultan Achmet ; during whoſe Life, he 
being but a Youth, it will be to no 
purpoſe to recount what happen'd in 
thoſe Parts, or between that Monarch 
and the Chriſtians, | 


* Achmet dying, was ſucceeded by 21u- 
ftapha, his Brother : Of whom our A4«- 
thor makes ſome Mention ; as of his 
throwing Gold to the Fiſhes of the Sea; 
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and of the Cruelty of Sultan Amurath IV. 
1n cauſing him to be Strangled. In- 
deed , he was a Prince who made. ſo 
i1mall and contemptible a Figure in the 
World, ' That few. Eitorians take any 
other Notice of him, than-as a Man 
more fit for a Convent, than for a Royal 


Palace, 


Therefore .he being Depos'd, and 
Remanded to his Former Priſon, where 
he had ſpent his Youth ; O/man, the 
Son. of Achmet, was pl:c'd in the 
Throze of his Fathers. He Renewed 
the Ancient Leagues, which had been 
irzde between, his Anceſtors and ſeveral 
Criſtian Princes ,, wrote . Letters to 
Janes, King of England, and Lews XIIT. 
King of France , Aided the Emperour of 
Germany againſt the Hungarians, Bohe- 
hemians, and other Rebels, But at length 
entring into a War with Poland, his 
Army. was beaten. From which Time 
his Aﬀairs began to decline, And the 
next Year giving out that he would 
wake a Pilgrimage to Mecca, he was 
Strangled by the Fenizaricr , who ſu- 


ipeCtes that he deſgn'd to aboliſh their 
Order, 
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Order, and alter the Conſtitution of the 
Empire. 


Then Muſtapha was taken out of his 
Priſon again, and the ſecond Time 
plac'd in the Throne. Who ſoon after 
experienc'd the Mntability of -Fortune, . 
in that he was again laid aſide; and A» 
murath, the Brother of Oſman, Eſta- 
bliſh'd in his ſtead. 


This Amurath was a very Wailike 
Prince , and cſteem'd the ſtouteſt. Man 
of his Age. ' He had not long Sway'd 
the Ottoman Sceprer, when the Perſians 
came and Beſieg'd Bagdat, or Bubylor, 
which they took from the Turks, Then 
the Cofſacks, with the Inhabitants of 
the Ukrain, gave him ſome. Diverſion, 
making violent Incurſiors into the 
Turkiſh Territories, and laying il 
Waſte where-ever they came. How- 
ever, the Sultan regarded .the Perſ;a? 
War with moſt Concern. He ſent 
an Army toward Babylon, in the Year 
1626, who were defeated by the Per- 
fians, Twenty Thouſand Tarks being 
kill'd upon the Spot, This was re- 
veng'd afterwards, by the Slaughter of 
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Thirty -Thouſand Perſians. Then ſol- 
Jow'd the Siege, or rather Blockade of 
Babylon by the Turks. 


_ . A while after this, happer'd that 

. dreadful Fire at Conſtantinople, which 
conſumed a Third: Part of the City. 
Of which our Spy makes mention in 
ſome of his Letters ; eſpecially to his 
Friend Dgner Oglou , who had ſuffered 
great Loſles in thne-Conflagration. 


Not long after this, there was a 
Rebeltion rais'd in the Holy Land by 
_- Facaraine.,,, the Brave and Famous Emir 


of Sion; wth whom join'd ſome 0- 
ther diſcontented Baſſa's and Beys of 
E ypt. But Amurath ſending powerful 
Forces againſt them , reduc'd them to 
their Duty, Afterwards enticing Fa- 
cardine to Conſtantinople, the Old Emir 
went accordingly with Forty Thouſand 
Men at his Heels : Who encamp'd at 
a Diitance from the City: But at 
length truſting too much to Sultan Amu- 
rath's Allurements and fair Promiies, 
he ventur'd ſo far into the Grand Signi- 
, vr's Clutches, that he was Strangled. 
; This our Spy deſcants upon in ſeveral 
Letters. Next 
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Next follow'd the taking of Revan 
by the Perſians; which was accompa- 
nied by the Kebellion of the Beglerbeg of 
Greece, -At which Time there rag'd a 
DeſtruQtive Plague at Conſt antinozle. In 
this Year our Spy came to Paris, Much 
about the ſame Time, the Perſians rou- 
ted the Turks before Babyloy, and forc'u 
them to Raiſe the Siege. 


— Amurath was enrag'd with theſe re- 
iterated 11] Succeſſes, that collecting to- 
gether a Mighty Army, he led them in 
Perſon to the Walls of Babylon, and laid 
Cloſe Siege to that Ciry z reſolving never 
to return to Conſtantinople,till hehad won 
that Important Place : Which he accor- 
dingly did , with an Infinite Slavghter 
of the Perſians. Our Spy ſpeaks much 
of this Siege , ſometimes extolling the 
Bravery of Schah Abbas, King of the 
Perſians; at other Times,magnitying the 
Valour of Amurath. 


The Grand Signior returning from 
this Succeſsful Campagne, enter'd Cor- 


ſtantinople in Triumph. And being 


putt'd up with his Viftories, gave the 
| Reins 


/ 
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Reins to his Paſſion, committing a Thou» 
fand Exorbitances and Cruelities. At 
length he died of a Fever, which he 
ga by Exceſlive Drinking of Wine and 
Spirits, to which he had much addicted 
kimlſelf. 


Tbrahim, Brother to Amurath, Suc- 
ceeded in the Throne ; a Prince wholly 
given over to the Amours of Women. 
Yet he commenc'd that long and tedi- 
ons War with the Yenetians, which colt 
fo much Money and Blood on. both 
Sxdes ; which laſted above Twenty 
Yeers, and which was not ended. till 
the Surrender . of Candia, the Chief 
City of. the 17d bearing that Name, 
which Conſummated the Congzeſt of 
the whole Iſle, 


The Occaſion of this War "is rela- 
ted Varienſly. Our Hiſtories affirm, 
T hat it was begun onthe Account 'of 
eattan Thrabin's Son being taken Cap- 
tive by the Knights of Malta; who 
was afterwards Educated in that Iſland, 
became a 449% ; and for DiſtinCtion's 
take, in Regard of his ſuppos'd ExtraCti- 
ON, wes call'd Paare Orcomanno, or Father 
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Ottoman. Our Spy contradicts all this, 
and ſays he was only the Son of a Female 
Slave , - belonging to the Serajll', there 
being no Account to be had of his Father. 


Ibrahim being tranſported with an Ex- 
travagant Luſt after Women, and having - 
debauch'd the Aufti's Daughter ; the 
Mufti, with the Grand Vifir and ſome- 
other Baſſa's, Conſpir'd- againſt him, 
drawing his own Mother into the Plor. 
At length he was ſeiz*d, depos'd, and 
after ſome Days Confinement, growing 
Mad ,, 'he was Strangled-in his Priſon, 
and his Son Mabomet 1'V. aſcended the 
Throne; a Prince addifted more 'to Hun- 
ting, and the Pleaſures of a Country- 
Life, than to War or Love of Women. 
Whence it was, that he ſpent molt of his 
Summers in ſome delightful Solitude, 
where: the agreeable Shades 'of Trees, 
the purlitg ' Streams, and. Harmony of 
Birds, envited him as to an Earthly Pa- 
radiſe. Yet this hinder'd not the Grand 
Vifr from proſecuting the Wars in Hun. 
gary, Dalmatia, Candia,' and elſewhere, 
as there. was: Occaſion. Of all which 
Things,our Spy gives Hints in hisLetters, 
2ccording to their proper Seaſons. 


To 
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Todraw towards a Concluſion, the 
Reader of theſe Letters may obſerve, 
That our Spy, in ſome of them, makes 
Mention of ſeveral Papers and Fournals 
which came to his Hands ; and of one 
which he wrote bimſelf inthe Academies, 
wherein is. contain'd the Hiſtory of his 
Youth, with the moſt Memorable Advey- 
_ which befel bim in that Part.of his | 
Life. 


But among Foreign Foxrnals, he ſeems 
to put the Greateſt Value on thoſe of 
* Carcoa, Peftels Hali his Brother, and 1/ouf 
his Couſin. The Firſt of. theſe was a 
Private Agent for the Grand Signior at 
Vienna, who lived ſome Years there after 
our Spy came to Paris, and held a ſtrift | 
Correſpondence with him, by Order of 
the Tarksſb Divan, as appears by ſeve- 
ral Letters, in the 1*. and 2%. Volumes. 
But at length dying, his Fournal and | 
other Papers were ſent by his Succeſſor, il 
to our Spy, with a Ring which Carcoa 
had bequeathed. him as a Legacy and 
Token of his [nviolable Friend({bip even 
to Death. ft 


This 
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This Fournal, as we may gather from 
ſome of our Spy's Letters, contains 
Copies of all the Diſpatches which Car- 
coa ſent to the Mimfters of the Port, 
during his Reſidence at Yienza ; with 
ſome of their Zerrers to him. ln theſe, 
as we may further collect, is couch'd a 
Hiſtory of all the moſt Remarkable 
Tranſaftions in Europe, with parallel 
Occurrences and Events in he Eft, 
from the Year 1600, or thereabouts, to 
the Year 1642. at which time Carcoe 
died. Our Spy, beſides other Commen- 
dations which he gives this Journal of 
Carcea, particularly celebrates ix in one 
of his laſt Letters, to Nathan Ben Saddi, 
a Few at Vienna, At the firſt Receipt 
of that Journal, he ſent an Anſwer to

The Seeond Journal is that of Peſtelj 
Hat, Brother to our Spy, and a Great

READER. 


Here offer you a Book written by a Turk, 
whoſe Matter is as inſtrucive and delight- 
ful, as the Manner of finding it was ſtrange 
and ſurprizing. 


I do not doubt but you would know where 
'twas written 3 and perhaps, whecher the Author 
be living; and whether you muſt expet a Ro- 
mance or a real Hiftory, Hear then in ſhort, what 
will fully farisfie you, 


The Curioſity of ſeeing Paris, madea Man of 
Letters leave Italy in the Year 1682 3 where being 
arrived, he found ſuch Diverſions, as czuſed his 
ſtay longer than he incended. 


Scarce had he been Two Months in Paris, when, 
by changing his Lodging, he diſcovered, by meer 
chance, 1n a Corner of his Chamber, a great hea 
of Papers; which ſeem'd more ſpoil'd by Duſt 
than time,

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He was at firſt ſurprized to ſee nothing. bur bar- 
barous Chara@ers, and was upon the Point of lea- 
ving them withour any farcher ſearch, if a Latin 
Sentence, which he perceived on the top of a 
Leaf, had not retained him :

The Surprize of the Italian was yer greater, 
when aftcr having conſidered theſe CharaGers 
wich more Attention, he. found them to be A4ra- 
dick : which Language was not alrogether unknown 
to him, which made him look narrowlier. isto 
them, where he found, That they treated of Af- 
fairs of State: Thar they contained Relations of 
War and Peace; and diſcourſed, nor only of the 
&ffairs of Frazce, but of thoſe of all Chriſtendom, 
Cl] the Year 1 6826 | 


The curious Jtalian was in no ſmall. Impa- 
tierce, to know how, and where thele Memort- 
«ls had been wrir, and by what adventure ghey 
came to lie ſo negleRed in a Corner of his Cham- 
her. Bur, before he furcher informed himſelf, 
he thought i expedient co tranſport theſe Manu- 
ſcripts inco another Houle, as a place of greater Se- 
CUrITY, | 


He afcerwards queſtioned his Landlord with 
great Precaution , concerning the Pap-rsz and he 
ioform'd him even to the leaſt Circumſtances, 


He told him, That a Srranger, who ſaid he 

- was a Native of M{davia, habircd like an” Eccle- 
fiaSick, greatly Studious, of ſmall Stature, of 4 

very courſe Countenance, but of ſurprizing Good- 


nels of Life, had lived long at his Houſe. That he 
| came 
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| | 
leame to lodge there in che Year 1664,and had'ſtzid 
Eighteen Years wich him; that being gone abroad 
"one day, he returned no more, and they had no 
; certakn News of him ſince. He was about Seven-- 
ty Years old, had lefr Manuſcripts, that no Bo- 
dy underſtood, and ſome Moneys, which was an 
Argument, that his Departure was not premedi- 
tated. 


He added, That he had always a Lamp Day 
and Night burning. in his Chamber 3 had bur 
few. Moveables, only ſome Books, a ſmall Tome 
of Sr; Auſtin, Tacitus,. and the Alcoran, with the 
Piture of Maſſaniello, whom he praiſed very 
much, calling him-the: Mofes of Naples. He ſaid 
further, Thar this Strangers greateſt Friend, and 
whom he ſaw often, was a Man which moſt Peo- 
ple took for a Saint, ſome for a+ Jew,. and 0- 
ther ſaſpeKed to be a Turk, According ro the 
Landlord's Report, he came to Paris in the Year 
1-637. being then bur Twenty eight Years of Ape. 
At ficſt he had lodg'd with a Flemming 3 he went 
ofr to Court; Moneys never failed - him; he had 
Friends, and paſled for very Learned. As for 


. his End, this Man thinks he died miſerably ; it 


oong ſuſpeted thur he had been thrown into the 
ver. | 


The Tralian being ſufficiently inſtrufted by 
what he had heard, applyed himſelf ro the Scu- 
dy of the Arabian Language; and as he had al- 
ready ſome Knowledge in ir, he quickly learnc 
enough to tranſlate theſe Manuſcripts, which he 
underrook a while after ; and he examined with 
care the Truth of what the Moldavian had writ z 
confronting the Events he met, with the Hiſto-

' Theſe Letters cofitain the moſt confiderable 
TInrrigues of rhe Court of France, and the moſt 
remarkable Tranſations of Chriſtendom, which 
have been ſent to ſeveral Officers of the Ottoman 
Courr, 


' By theſe may be known the Perſpicaciry of 
this Agent of the Turks; and by him the Pru- 
dence cf thoſe that command in that Narion, 
who choſe (the better ro penetrate into the 
Aﬀairs of Chriftians) a Man, who could not 
be ſuſpeted by his Exterior 3 who was de- 
form'd, but prudent and adviſed ; and, for the 
betrer concealing him, deſtined his ordinary A- 
bode in one of the greateſt and moſt peopled Ci- 
ties of Europe, 


During his being at Paris, which was Forty 
Five Years, he has been Eye-witnefs of many 
great Changes; has ſeen the Death of Two 
great Miniſters of State 3 has ſeen that King- 
+ dom involved in War, without and within. 'He 
was ſcarce ſerrled in Paris, bur he was Witneſs 
io the Birth of a King, who ſvrpaſſes thoſe that 
preceded him; in a time, when thc Queen's 
Barrenneſs, cauſed rhe King , her Husband, to 
deſpair of ever having a Son that ſhould ſucceed 
him, 


During the Courſe of ſo many. Years , he hath 
ſeen Cirtes Revolt, and return again to the Obedi- 
ence of their Sovereign ; Princes of the Blood, 
' make War againſt their King ; and Queen Mary de 
Medecis, Wite, Mother, and Mother 1n law ro ſome 
of the greateſt Kings in Zzrope, die in Exile in Co- 
tne. He

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He ſpeaks frankly of the Princes of Chriftendom, 
and explains his Sentiments with Liberty. He faith, 
The Emperor commands Princes, the King of Spain 
Men, and the King of France ſees Men, and even 
Kings obey his Orders. He adds, That the Firſt 
commands and prays, the Second ſees oft times 
more effeRted than he commanded , and that the 
Third commands many brave Soldiers, and 1s well 
nigh obeyed by Crown'd Heads. There appears 
no Hate or Animofiry in him, in what he writes 
: againſt the Pope. In diſcourſing of the Emperor 
and King of Spain, he ſays, That both of chem ha- 
.ving Provinces of fuch vaſt Extent, they are nor 
much concerned at the Loffes they ſuſtain. 


He beheved that England was more power- 
ful chan the Empire, and Spain ar Sea. He ap- 
prehended more the Counſels of the Republick of 
Venice, than their Arms. He magnifies what pal- 
ſed in the Wars of Candy, which the Venettans fup- 
y ported with ſo much Bravery againſt the Forces 
| of the Ottoman Empire. The Genoeſes with him 
4 are perfe&t Chymiſts, He ſpeaks of the laſt P!2gue, 

and laſt War that this Commonwealth hath been af- 
- WW fied with 3 he rouches ſomething of the late 
: WW Conſpiracy againft this State by Raggt and Torne'z 

and to ſhew, that he underſtood their Hiſtory, he 
lays ſomewhat of Vachero and Balbi,

He ſtudied Logich in his Capriviry, and 
applyed himſelf much to. Hiſtory z he overcanc 
them by ſuffering wich Patience che Blows of hi 
Maſter, who often beat him for endeavouring ty 
acquire thoſe Lighrs, which this Brute had oo; 
And finally, afrer much Labour, great Afiduiry, anl 
long Watchings, he came, as he writes himlſel 
ro ur:derſtand Greeh and Latin Authors; he hal 
Commerce afterwards with the beſt Maſters ; and 
during his ſojourning in the French Court, he jou- 
ed Experience to the Knowledge he had acquired, 


He explains himſelf neatly, and ſpeaks of Thing 
with great Frankneſs. His Style ſhews a great | 
berty of Spiric, and never Paſſion 3 and n- ir 
pear that he accommodates himſelf to the Faſhion 
of the Court, one may ſee that ir 1s not our of t- 
ſign ro pleaſe, bur chat he wiſely conforms himſell 
ſometimes to the Genius's of Nations. 


Thou wilt find in his Letters Wit and Learning 
If ſometimes he appears tart, *ris to ſhew his Viva- 
city, not diſoblige 3 and he appears all over full 
inſtructed in Ancient and Modern Hiſtory. © He i 
very reſerved when he blames, and ſeems perſwi- 
ded when he praiſes, When he ſpeaks ro the 
great Men of the Port, his Sryle is very grave; and 
he changes when he writes to meaner Perſons. He 
never tells News that he js not aflured of, nor thinks 
_ of divining Things that ſeem obſcure to him. 


He gives rare Leflons when he writes of the 
Revolutions of Catalonia, the Kingdoms of N+ 
ples, Portagal and England, which happened in 
our Days; with ſtrange Circumſtances, terrible 
Murders, and the Death of a Potent King, ow 
tyr" 
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To- the Reader. 
tyr'd by his own Subje&s upon a Scaffold before his 


own Door. 


He weighs much the Duke of Guiſe's hardy Re- 
ſolution of going ro Naples, to ſuccour the Revolr- 
ed there; and he reaſons not as a Barbartan, bur 
like an able Scateſman, and wiſe Philoſopher, on 
the Riſe and Ruin of States. He always diſcourſes 
wi:h Libercy, and what-he ſays, is filled with ſo- 
lid and agreeable Thoughts. He ſpeaks ſometimes 
of the Cruelcy and Tyranny of the Turks, of the 
Violence of the Miniſters of the Port, and upon 
the precipitated Deach which many of the Sul- - 
tans, Baſh 1's and Vixziers are forced to ſufter. Bur 
this Language is only to his Friends and Confi- 


dents. 


However, though theſe Letters be neicher Greeh 
nor Latin, nor written by a Chriſtian, they contain 
nothing of Barbarousz and though the Ignoranc 
be in great Numbers amongſt the Turks, there are 
yet Men of greac Uaderſtanding, that wrice the 
Annals of the Ottoman Empire, though they are nor 
eaſily come by ; for, their Books nor being priat- 
ed, rhey ſcarce ever reach us. We may notwith- 
ſtanding believe, Thac amongſt chis Nacion, rhar 
we term Barbarous, there are great and wiſe Cap- 
rains, good Men. and learaed Auchors;. as we 
have amongſt us Generals without ConduR,. Hy- 
pocricical Votarzes, and ignorant Fellows thar pre- 
rend to be Maſters, 


To juſtifie what I affirm of the Tarbs, ler us bur 
conſider;their Victories, which have gained them 
ſo many Kingdoms, their Power at Sea, their Ex- 

{sro puniſh Crimes, and to reward Merit. As 
for Printivg, they would rever: endure ic amongſt 


them. A' Grand Vjzier's Judgment of it was re- 
markab.e 
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markable, which ſhews rather their Prudence than 
any <ffe& of their Ignorance. A famous Printer of 
Holland, by Religion a Jew, came to Conſtantinople, 
bringing Preſſes with him, with CharaRers of all 
Sorts of 1dioms, particularly Arabick, Turk, Greek, 
and Perſian Letters, wich deſign to introduce the 
uſe of Printing into thar great Ciry. As ſoon as the 
Vizier. was informed of it, he cauſcd the Few to be 
Hanged, and broke all his Engines, and Millions 
of CharaRters which he had brought 3 declaring, 
ir would he a great Cruelty, that One Man ſhould, 
ro enrich himſelf, rake the Bread out of the Mourhs 
of Eleven Thouſand Scribes, who gained their 
Livings at Conſtantinople by their Pens. 


Peruſe, Gentle Reader, what I offer, wichout. 


fear of tiring thy ſelf, or being deceived. As 
Chriſtian Authors think of nothing ordinarily, bur 
pf writing Panegyricks in hopes of: Reward, we 
have reaſon to believe not to find all che Truth 
in their Works. Intereſt 'and Paſſion do often 
make good Princes paſs for Tyrants, and unjuſt 
and cruel Princes, are ſometimes transferred to 
Poſterity for Models of Juſtice and Clemency. 
This occaſions Hiſtcries which 1fſue from ſo corrupe 
2 Source, to ſerve like a pirch'd Field for Modern 
Wriczers, where the one and the other combat for 
the deſtrution of Truth ; rhe one falfly reporting 
what they have heard ; and the other, by as bad- 
ly repreſenting the things they ſeem ro witneſs. 
Moſt Princes will have their Alrars, and then *ris 
no wonder if there are Prieſts found to ſacrifice 
to Falſhood, and Idolaters to deface the Statue of 
Truth. | 
There is no General that will not always ſeem 
Conqueror, and Princes never confeſs their Loff 
which occaſions 8 Confuſion, and the ARions of 
Men do thereby become doubtful.

How many times haye we ſeen both the viaors 
and Vanquiſhed make Bonfires for their Succeſſes ? 
And, in our Days, we have known the French re- 
joyce, and the Spaniaras and Germans ſing their Te 
Deum for the ſame thing. 


As we are, perhaps, now leſs juft than in Ages 
paſt, ir is difſiculr co write things as they are, par- 
ticularly during the Lives of Princes; whoſe Hi- 
ſtory cannot be writ withour Fear, nor the Truth 
ſaid without Danger. For theſe Reaſons, we oughr 
not to queſtion the Credir of our Arabian, who re- 
ports with Liberty what came to his Knowledge : 
Beſides, he being an Univerſal Enemy to Chriſti. 
anity, and a concealed one, neither diſabliged or 


' gained by any, and religiouſly true to his Prince, 


whom he adores as a Divinity; it cannot be ima- 
gined, that he ſays any thing for Fear or Fayour. 


As theſe Relations have heen read with Atrenti- 
on and diligently examined, we may be affured 
of an exaa Hiſtory, abounding in confiderable E- 
vents; and this Riſtory being ſeparared into Ler. 
rers as the Author writ them, the Reader may read 
them without repining. If he will not acknow. 
ledge the Tranſlator's Pains, ler him ar jicaſt receive 
the Labours of a dead Man with Civility, one thar 
never dreamt his Memorials would be printed, and 
thar ſerved his Maſter faithfully. 


Theſe Sentiments made him exa@ly follow 
that Sentence of St. Auſtin, found in the Front of 
his works :

poſſivle to reach the Force and Beauty of the Ori- 
ginal. 


Have moreover ſome ReſpeR for the Memory 
of this Mahbometan ; for, living unknown, he was 
ſafe from the Inſulrs of the Grear Oaes, ſo thar he 
might write Truth wichour Danger, which ordina- 
rily is diſguiſed by Fear or Avarice, having til!

Y laſt Letters ſhew whathappen'd in 1taly,on 
the Side of Pijemont, which thou maiſt haye 
ſeen at the Divan, _ 

I have informed the Council what the Zafidels 
have done there ; where three different Nations, 
which have but,one Religion ,. fight together ; 
The French make War upon the Spamards, to afliſt 
the Savoyards 3. and theſe latrer would drive the 
other our of Italy, and reduce Savy under their 
Power, which does what it can to avoid the Yoke 
of both theſe Nations, 

Ic is to be feared, that new Troubles may ariſe 
from this War 3 which will undoubtedly happen, 
if ir be not ſuddenly terminated by a Peace. I will 
only write to thee what I know, and perhaps what: 
is not come to thy . knowledge, 1 will not repeat 
what T havealready written 3 becauſe my Letcers 
paſs ſecurely, by the good Order which thou haſt 
raken, 

The different Latereſt of the Princes of Italy, cc- 
caſion ſmall Intelligence berwixt them. As their E- 
{ates are ſeparated the one fromthe other, ſothey 
are divided by their Maxims, their Intereſts, an4 
Pretenſfions. They have, however, bur qne Reli- 
gion, which they make to ſerve for a Pretext to. 
their Deſigns, which are all different 3 and there is. 
not one of them which wholly minds bis Religion, 
which can have but one only End. 


There are few that can ſuffer the Conqueſſs of. 


the Frenchin Italy ; becauſe that Nation feems reſt- 
leſs, and Men would not ſee the Spaniards more 
powerful chan they are 3 becaule they play roo 

much. 
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much the Maſters. Bur however, 2s the leaſt of 
theſe Princes have their particular Inclinations and 
fecrer Intereſts with cheſe two Natiens, thou art 
ignorant of choſe of the Repnblick of Genoa with the 
Spaniards, with whom they have ſtrong Alliances ; 
Bur peradyencure thou haſt not been informed of 
# Conſpiracy, which appears to have been carried 
ot) in the City, to introduce the Spemards into it, 
which the Repablich will in no wiſe ſuffer. 

The ſaid Conſpiracy is thus rekared ; The Mar-

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For my part, I believe it 3. but I ſhould not be 
a good Myſſulman, ſhould I pretend to underftand 
the Secrets of Providence. 

They write from Marſeilles, That the People of 
Tunis, Bizerte, and Algiers, are greatly diſmayed 
at the loſs of their Fifreen Galleys, which General 
Capello has taken from them this Year, Thou 
knoweſt how the buſineſs has happened; the Infra- 
$ion of the Treaty is manifeſt roall the World, as 
well as the Inſulrings over the Fortreſs of the 
Grand Signior. IT cannot imagin what Excuſes the 
Senators of this Republick can make, for what their 
Admiral has_maliciouſly done againſt us, when they 
ſhall be obliged ro give an Account of their AQi- 
ons at the Fleet of Amurath. I ſpeak to thee with 
all poſſible Humility, and thou needeſt nor doubr 
but I ſpeak with zeal. I believe *tis time for thee 
to oppoſe, and puta ſtop, not only ro the Pyracies 
of theſe People, but rhe Incurſions and continual 
Enterprizes of the. Corſairs of Malta, and ſo many . 
Veſſels which infeſt our Seas, under the Banner of 
the Duke of Tuſcany, and other Infidel Princes. 
Thou oughteſt to ſuccour thoſe People which are 
Friends and Tributaries to the Port, whoſe Afiſtance 
thou haſt often advantagiouſly uſed; neither doſt 
thou want means for this, having at thy diſpoſal the 
terrible Forces, entruſted to thee by Amurath, and, 
with theſe, the magnanimous Courage given to thee 
by Nature.

However here 
are great Rejoycings ar our Loſſes ; and, if poſ}- 
ble, more in ITtaly, where they feel the Adyantage 
of ſo confiderablea Prize at the ſame time, roge- 
ther with the Honour of the Victory 3 and where 
we are hated more than in any place elſe befides. 
T beſeech God to chaſtiſe theſe People by thy Hand'; 
and that the Edge of thy Cymiter, in giving Death 
ro our Enemies, may pur an end to Slander and 
Slanderers. 

Here's an impudent Fellow, who reports he has 
ſeen chee ſeyeral Times at Conſtantinople, He 
with great Confidence affirms, the Chriſtian Cor- 
ſarjes will bring thee one Day, laden with Chains, 
into the Arſenal of Venice, or that of Malta. He 
grounds his Predi&ion on that thou art, ſays he, 
furious when thou commandeſt; and that being 
roo forward, thou canſt not obey the Orders given 
rhee. He adds, that Tobacco, Love of Boys, Wine, 
and Women, drive thee twice a day into a Condi- 
tion uncapable of exercifing thy Reaſon. He 
moreover ſays. thou wanteſt Courage in a Land- 
Fight, neither art well skilPd in Sea-Combats. I 
wou!d not write theſe Fooleries ro thee, were I 
not perſwaded that they really are ſo ; and that 
thou wanrteſt neither Courage nor Experience.

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fidels, and the ever invincible Sultan ; yet they 
ceaſe not ro be. our Enemies; and rhou maiſt know 
by their Diſcourſe, they are ever laying Deſigns 
againſt us, Thou knoweſt, the uſual Way of the 
World, is to diſcourſe firſt of Afﬀairs, and then 
take their Reſolutiotis. The French are generally 
excepted from this Rule, for they have executed 
their Deſigns before they began to ſpeak of them; 
ſo lively 1s their Imagination, and ſo ready are 
they to take their Reſolutions. They-doin Afﬀairs 
of Stare, what we are wont todo in thoſe of Re- 
___ they decide them by the Sword. They 

rm, That Princes who have Valour, have 'no 
juſter Tribunal than War ; and that their Soldiers 
are their Lawyers. What meaſure then, moſt 
Wiſe Kaimakam, can be taken with a Nation which 
is in continual ARtivity ? The French cannor re- 
main at Reſt; and when they diſturb not their 
Neighbours, they make War amongſt themſelves. 
The Miniſters of Foreign Princes, who do, near 
the matter, what I doz although'they have a Cha- 
rater which I have not, are inceflantly in Aion: 
They watch without ceaſing, as T do, on what 
paſſes; and thou maiſt aſſure thy ſelf thar the Di- 
van ſhall be fully and certainly advertiz'd of all 


The Pope keeps here, as his Ambaſſador, a. Pre- 
late, called a Nuncio, The Emperor of Germeny, 
the King of Spain, thoſe of England, Swedeland, 
Denmark and Poland ; the Elefors, and ſeyeral o- 
ther Princes of the Empire, entertain alſo Embaſ- 
ſadors, ro obſerve the Motions of this Prince, who 
Ofcen breaks all their Meaſures, The States of 
Ttaly do aiſo the ſame. There are, in this Part of 
Europe, Princes and Republicks : theſe lirtle Sove- 
Eigns, are more jealous than orhers of their In- 
Tereſts; and do. more coticern themſelyes in all 
Affairs which paſs. The Republicks likewiſe uſe 

: greater 
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greater Precautions in their ConduR, than the 
Monarchs do. 

The Republick of Venice has acquired a great Re- 
putation 3 France ketps a good Correſpondence 
wich her; the Embaſſador of that State, living here 
with all che Marks of Grandeur, and the ſame Pre- 
rogatives granted ro thoſe of Crowned Heads, 
Neither Perſta nor Moſcovia, keep any Publick Mi- 
niſter here ; yer, perhaps, they may have ſome that 
give Private Intelligence to their Maſters, As” to 
what concerns the Princes of rhe Indtes, they. ſeem 
not ro me, to have any Intereſt here ; ſo that they 
have, I believe, no Agent in theſe Parts, cither 
publick or private. If the Name of Spy be mean, 
or diſhonourable, I know no Boudy thar is called 
one; for I being unknown, my Repurcation there- 
fore runs-no hazard. I ſerve, withour being ob- 
ſerved. Burt, to ſpeak plainly, what are the Em- 
baſladors and Agents of Princes, but ſecret Spres, as 
I am, who under a pretence of keeping a Corre- 
ſpondence between their Maſters, inform them 
of what they can diſcover in the Courts, where 
they are ſent. 

Thou ſhalc be ſufficiently inform'd by the Baſſa 
of the Sea, of -Piccinins's Adventure; he will ſhew 
thee what I have written. However, there are Sixty 
Galleys loſt 3 and our greaceſt Conſolation is, thac 
we ſhall nor want means to be revenged : If the 
Chriſtians have cur off one of our Fingers, we 
ought to pluck out both their Eyes. 

"Tis faid here, that this Admiral 15 made Prifo- 
ner by the Venetians : If this be rrue, his Contine- 
ment muſt be very uneafie co him. Bur, all People 
are not agreed, whether he be a Prifoner or no 3 
for ſome maintain, he is at Conſtantinople, where 
he juſtifies himſelt wich his uſual Arrogance ;

cal; and, that Amurath himſelf will chaſtiſe Pic- 
cinino. He moreover pretends thar the Gallies which 
were taken, will nor be reftored, _ it will be 
made apparent, that they have been loſt by different 
Accidents: I think he ſays, they have been all ſunk 
before the Iſle of Corfou, by the Senate's Order, to 
prevent the ExpeRation of a Surrender, the Adm- 
ral of Algiers only excepted, which thoſe Infidel. 
have brought in Triumph into their Arſenal, to 
preſerve the Remembrance of an Event, which 
they pretend to be very glorious to them. But theſe 
Misfortunes are not extream, nor paſt Remedy, if 
God continues the Life of our Great Emperor, and

T2 have at length given over talking of our 
Lofſes, bift 1 give not over deviſing the 
Means to be revenged of the Chriſtians, Remember, 
that che Grand Vizir keeps in Priſon-a Man. fit for 

great things at this time, who can do the Nazarenes 
confiderable Miſchiefs, and procure notable Advan-; 
rage to the Muſſulmans. If the old Renegado of Dal- 
matia be yet alive, he 15 capable of deſtroying all 
Places in the Mediterranean Sea, Adviſe with him 
abour the Deſtruction of Lorerto. There 1s no 
Corſary thar has done more bold Exploits. 'He 

has ſpept Sixty Years in courfing on the Archipe- 
lags and Adriatich Sea; where he has made-hot- 
rid Devaſtations, with infinire Prizes. He has hke-. 
wiſe moſt conſiderably damnified rhe Cofjacks, -on 
the Black Sea. He began rhe Trade at Nine Years 
old in a lirtle Veſſel ; has been wounded in Twen- 
ty, or Twenty two Occaſions, taken Priſoner 
Four Times by our Pyrates, and Thrice eſcaped 
our of their Hands. And not being able ro fly rhe 
fourth rime, nor redeem himſelf by Money, he re» 
deem*'d: himſelf by his Religion, which he quirted 
to embrace ours; and fince he has been circumci- 
ſed, he has brought to Conſtantinople above 'Thir-” 
reen Thouſand Slaves in about Thirty Years ſpace. 

He has paſs'd full Five Yearsin the Cleft of a Rock, 
along the Banks of the Adriatick Sea ; :which by 

his Induftry he made a ſure Place of Retreat. Here 

'rwas thac he hid himſelf with his Men and Veſ- 

ſel, like a wild Beaſt in his/Den ; and *cis hard to 

imagine how many Snares he. laid during thar 


ime, for thoſe of his own Religion. He has beey 


i as ofren 
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ofren purſued, bur could never be taken ; and his 
Name became ſo terrible amongſt rhe Chriſtians, 
that there was no Place bur dreaded him. Bur, in 
fine, having, as *cis ſaid, attempted ro berray his 
Maſter, in delivering into the Chriſtians Hands the 
Five Galleys he commanded ; he was ſenr, by Or- 
der from the Grand Vizir, into the Caſtle of 
Seven Towers, alchough his Crime Was not cerrain- 
ly proved, * *Tis about Two and fifry Moons ſince 
he has been there kept Priſoner ; and he is not only 
very old, bur decrepid.

' T ſhall never go about to ſollicit for the Liberty 
of a Traytor ; yerI muſt fay, That Men who-have 
dared to execute great Crimes, are ofren capable 
of Heroick Ations- This Man was, and is ſtill, at 
the end of his Life 3. perhaps if thou wilt eadeavour 
ro procure him ſome Advantage, and make him 
hope ſtill grearer, *he may repair his Fault, by 
performing ſomerhing for the good of the Em- 
pire ; or at leaſt, give ſome good Advice. Thou 
knoweſt rhe Ancient Perſrtans had a Law, where- 
by their- Kings were obliged, Not to pat a Male- 
fattor' to Death far One Crime ; and private -Per- 
fons not to chaftiſe their Domeſtichs or Slawes for 
One Fault, Thou knoweſt moreover, that Princes 
ſhould obferve in the Chaſtiſement of their Subjeas, 
whether che Services they had rendred, have nor 
been greater than their preſent failings, and pardon 
chem if their good Deeds ſarpaſted rheir bad. Theſe

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God-mother to cliis Prince. Thou wilt ask me per- 
haps how this could be, ſeeing they could nor be 
there preſent ? Bur thou muſt know, thar' theſe 
Nazarenes aflift ofcen art theſe Ceremonies by Pro- 
curation. The Dutcheſs of Savoy ſeems to me wor- 
thy of Compaſſion, having loſt in one Year, both 
her Husband and her Son, and a good parr'of her 
Eſtate, and ſees whar remains to her, expoſed ro 
the hazards of Wat but ſhe has ever ſhewed her 
ſelfa Woman of Courage and Reſolution. Her Se- 
cond Son has been declared his Brother's Heir, and 
the States have choſen her Regent, during his Mi- 
nority. 

The reaſowof_the ſudden Vifir, which the Ele- 
or of Saxony gave the King of Hungary, is not yer 
known: We have had advice of his Departure from 
Dreſden, the Capital Town of his Country, with a 
great Train of Courtiers, and the Three princes 
his Sons, and that he went ro Leutmaritz,where this 
King expeRed him; and, 'ris furcher ſaid, rharin 
the ſmall rime they were rogether, they have had 
ſeveral Conferences, the ſubje& of which is nor 
yer diſcovered. The King has preſented rhe Duke 
with a rich Coach, with Six ſtately Horſes, ſump- 
taouſly harneſſed ; and given Diamonds and Gold 
Chains ay Courtiers. But thou being nearer the 
Place of rchis Conference; and che Port having every 
where ſubtle Agents, thou may'ſt ſooner ger this 
Secret than I : For,'cis not ro be doubred,bur there's 
ſumerhing hatching againſt rhe Ottoman Empire, 
while Amurath is at that Diftance, and the chief For- 
ces of his Empire employed elfewhere. ' 

As to what concerns the Progreſs of rhe-Duke of 
Wimar, who carries on the War it Al/ſatia, there 
are infitirely different News come from thence, 
ſince I wrote to rhee ; bur chis is what is moſt cer- 
tain. After the- taking of Fribourgh, this General 


made himſelf Maſter of the Champaign abour Bri- 
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24c, and his Army ſeizing on all the Poſts there- 
abouts, the Imperialiſts par themſelves in a Poſture 
of hindring them 3 but, for Three Months Time, 
they.could do nothing but ſpoil the Corn, and fo- 
rage in the Country, whereby they waſted their 
own Subfiftence. They have alſo fruicleſly endea» 
voured to break down the Bridge, which Wimar 
had built at Newremberg 3 where they mer with 
ſuch reſiſtance, rhar rhey. were forced to retire 
with their Army which was in great Danger. Bur 
the Duke alfa met with no Succeſs in his Enterprize 
on Offemburgh, through the. faulc of Fifteen hun« 
dred Muſqueteers, French and Germans, who came 
not ſoon enough to plant their Ladders againſt the 
Walls, and ſurprize this Place: And, he has fince 
made different Trials, which have proved all in 
vain, At Officer had already entred as far as 
the Ramparts, with a. ſmall Party, which he com- 
manded. by means of a falſe Paſs- port 3 bur, being 
diſcovered by a Sentinel, he was forced to retreat 
1n Confuſion, with the Loſs of ſome of his Men, 
Wimay ſince defeated Two Regiments of Dragoons, 
and Two other Regiments of Horſe, and ſeized 
on the Caſtle of Mauberg 3 the Garriſon of which 
Place ſurrendred at Diſcretion, ro a Suediſh Offi- 
cer, -But I am informed, that the Two Armies 
came Rear to one another on the Banks of the Rhjnez 
Fu which I ſhall ſay no more than what 1s nece(- 

ary. | 
The Emperor's Troops being diſcovered by Wi- 
mar's. Vant:guard, commanded by Turenne, gained 
an high Ground ; on which,. fortifying themſelves, 
my ſhejrred behind a. Church and ſome Houſes, 
be ore which there was a. Battery raiſed of ſeveral 
Pieces of Cannon, to keep the Swedes at a diſtance, 
and hinder them from encamping too near. Some 
French, imprudently advancing to diſcover the 
Enemy's Poſture, within leſs than Maſquet-ſhor, 
were 
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were almoſt all kill'd on the Place. By this time 
the Duke of Wimar, ſeeing he could not draw the 
Imperialifts to fight, and. 1t being impoſlible  ro- 
force them on the Mounrain, where they were in- 
trenched, retired under the Caſtle of Mauberg, with 
his Rear-guard, commanded by the Count de Gur- 
bian, a French Gentleman, The next day he joined 
the reſt of the Army, anti being informed by a Moor 
that ſerved him, and in whom he put great Confi- 
dence, that the Impertali/ls began early in the Morn- 
ing to retire ; he immediately therefore put him- 
felt into a Condition to follow chem, making his 
Army to march in Battel-array. His Horſe confiſted 
of Twenty four Squadrons, and his Foor of Eighr 
Battalions 3 befides rhe Auxiliary Troops, of which 
he made a Reſerved Body. 

The French affirm, the Imperialiſts were the 
ſtrongeſt, as having Four thouſand Men more than 
the Swedes; 'of which *tis hard ro know the cer- 
tainty ; bur the Particulars of the Batrel are 
worth ones writing. *Twas very bloody, the Fighr 
being obſtinarely held by both Parties, and rhe 
Vidtory long inclining , ſomerimes to one fide, 
and ſometimes to. another : So char the. Comba» 
rants were ready to. retire, weary of ſtriking and 
being truck; when Fortune ona ſudden deelared 
her ſelf- for the Puke of Wimar, who hehaved 
himſelf in the Fighe like a Wiſe Captain and 
valiant Soldier... "Tis ccrtain, the Imperialefts have 
loſt Two Twouſand Men in this Occaſion, with 
ſeveral of their Principal Officers: And alſo, above 
Fiftcen Hundred were made Priſoners; amongſt 
which, there were above Two hundred Perfons 
conſiderable on the Account of their Birth or 
Employs. I make no mention of the Number of 
rhe Cannon neither do reckon che Hundred Co- 
lours gr Cornets, nor Three Thouland \aggons 
laden-/wick all ſorcs of Ammunition, whici) fell 
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to the Conquerors : But I greatly value the Box of 
Writings of Two- great Commanders, wherein 
were found the Inſtrutionsang ſecrer Orders of 
the King of Hungaxy, and ſome” Treaties made with 
the Sublime ak which, all the Porentates of 
the World ſhould pay Homage. 

It cannot' yet be diſcovered what theſe Treaties 
contain ; yet I'hall doall chat*s poſſible in order 
toit. The Booty has been great 3 however Wimar 
{cems nor to ſer much by it, as aiming at ſomething 
more conſiderable. He remained Two Days inthe 
Field of Bartel, the better to afſure' his Enemy of 
his Conqueſt. He moreover prerends in his Ler- 
ters to this Courr, that he had nor in this Expedi- 
tion above Five hyndred Foot, and few Cavalry ; 
which our of a Bravado, he ſays he will reinforce 
with his Pages. This is that which our Emperors 
who are the Maſters of theWorld, would ſcruple 
ro ſay inthe Preſence of their Slaver; ſo far woukd 
they be from ſpeaking ſo before an Army, as this 
- Prince did, in the Preſence of a great King. Sce 
the Vanity of one of theſe Infidels Generals. 

In Obedience to the Orders which I received 
from thee, I here-end my Letter ;: fo that thou wile 
receive a. very imperfet Relation, of the Events 
which I beganto relate to thee; and I ſhall con-

dea} of Mony about them, Art the ſame crime, the 
Duke of Lorrazn, a Prince of great Valour, who

ſome Days after, a new Way along the Coaſts of 
Calabria, near Meſſina, There did ic appear, ha- 
ying firſt cauſed an horrible Earthquake, which 
G 3 over- 
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overthrew a great Pile of Building, which the | 
Chriſtians call a Steeple, 'that belonged ro'a prin- 
cipal Church 3 which buried under its Ruins a vaſt 
Number of People, whoſe Devorion had at rhar 
Time brought thither. Some Towns of the King- 
dom of Naples ſuffered by this Earthquake, with 
great Multitudes of People, and Herds of Cartle, 
which were miſerably loſt in the Fire, by the 
Smoak and Heaps-of Aſhes, And amongſt thoſe 
thar have been ſmothered rodeath, are reckoned 
ſeveral Lords of thoſe Countries, who are Maſters 
bur of few Subjeas, and yet bear the Title of 
Princes. 

My dear Friend, Cara Hali, theſe are dread- 
ful Efeas of Nature, whoſe Cauſes will not be 
found our by us. Certainly, theſe Countries of 
Ttaly, . muſt be far from Paradiſe, ſeeins thefe 
Mouths of Met ( if it be true as many people 
ſay, they are in theſe Mountains ) do frequently 
ruine by theſe Irruprions Calabria and Sicily. Na- 
turalifts affirm, T hat theſe Mountains nouriſh Sul- 

hareous Matter in their Bowels, which is eaſily 
ivflamed, and ifſues out with more or leſs Vehe- 
mency, and more or leſs Frequency, according as 
the Matter is -more or leſs difpoſed, and rhe Sub- 
rerrancan Winds kindle and<je& theſe Fires, and 
epen the Maſs of Earth, under which they arc 
ſhur up. Bur rhe Opinion of cerrain Philoſophers, 
who maintain, That meer Chance produces theſe 
extraordinary Events, appears to me very ridicu- 
lous ; affirming, That one Stone triking anorher, 
produces a Spark, whence happen thefe geear In- 
flammations: Nay, they proceed farther, and 
would perſwade us; That a lighted Lamp, lefc by 
Chance, -by choſe who ſearched into rhe Bowels of 
theſe Mounrains, to diſcover the Secrets of Na- 
ture, might make cheſeFlames ; which lighting on 
a combuſtible Matter, aud meering with a *- 
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thar is contrary to 'em to” extinguiſh them, do 
cauſe theſe ſurpriſing Effets. They alſo ſay, Thar 
Lighcning ſtriking fiercely on ſome one of the Coaſts 
of cheſe Mountains, may do the ſame ching; as th2 
oat /— one againſt another, or che Lamp lefc 
lighte 

f Theſe Opinions would not appear ſo ridiculous, 
were it poſliale ro make any Demonſtracion of 
en: But theſe Events being all excraordinary, 
and in amanner prodigious, I ſhall willingly fuf- 
fer thee ro believe, thac *cis a Work of Nature, 
or Hell, or Chance alone, which cauſes the per- 
perual Motions of rheſe Fires, which are ſo terrible, 
and ſo greatly damnifie one of the fineſt Coun- ' 
trie3 in the World, as Greece is, and this Iſland 
which is the Delight and Nurſe of almoſt ail the 
Provinces ſciruated on the Banks of che Mediterr a- 
nean-Sea. 

We find alſo in Ireland theſe Mountains of Fire, 
yer with this Difference, that their Flames do ro 
Hart, which make 'em no ways dreadful to the 
Inhabjranrs. I think roo [ have heard my Father 
ſay, Thar being in Company with certain Arabians

WORE Decree 1s very cruel, to ſeparate me, 


wichour having commirted any Crime, from 
the Communion'of the Faithful, 

I have read the Holy Anſwer thou haſt made 
me, with great Veneration; but this has nor been 
without many Tears. Thou haſt not untied the 
Knot of che Difficulties which perplex me, bur 
made it indifſoluble, So that I only live in the 
Cerrainty of having no Certirude; and my Soul 
which 1s encompaſſed with Fear, will be in Dread 
till Death. 

If I do what thou propoſeſt, how ſhall I be ſure 
of not failing, ſecing I do not underſtand what I 
ought to do? I am ſo-dull, that I cannor diſtin- 
* guiſh 
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guiſh, Whether chou exhorreſt me to do what I 
have ever done, or whether thou forbiddeſt me 
what I asked of thee. 

I entreared thee to let me know, Whether I 
might live amongſt the Chriftians, and do in Ap- 
pearance, what they do effeQually in che Obſer- 
vance of- the Ceremonies of their Religion: And 
thou anſwereſt me, That the Circumciſed, or Faith- 
fl, ſhould have no doubt in his Law, and needs 
00 other Precepts to obſerve ir, than the Law ir - 
ſelf. Moreover, That the true Muſſulman maſt be 
willing. to loſe his Eſtate, his Life aud Honour in 
the Sultan's Service; That the Chriſtians are Ene- 
mies to the True God, the Emperor and Reli-- 
gion 3 and that in fine, one ought ro ſacrifice all 
Things nor ro berray this God, who is our chief 
Maſter. Teil me, | cntrear "thee on my bended 
Knees, Cannot a Man be a true Mahometan, with- - 
out hating eternally rhe Followers of eſs ? And 
in living amongſt chem ſecretly a True Muſſulman, 
muſt one ſhew ones ſelf to be. of another Religion, 
or pretend to be of theirs ? Thou wilt rell me the 
Alcor an ſpeaks with great Clearneſs, yer how many 
obſcure Paſſages do we find in the Words of our 
Holy Prophet, wherein we need thy Expoſitions ?

Awakened Mind, an eſpecial Prudence, Eloquence. 


and Learning, to ſpeak properly uw Occaſions; great 
| ; Reading. 
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Reading to obtain the Knowledge of Ancient and 
Modern Things; a' Refined Poltcy, to diſcover gr 
conceal one's ſelf, and to. counterfeir ſometimes x 
mighty honeſt Man ; nothing, I ſay, appeared to me 
more conducing to this purpoſe, rhan rhe turnin 

over Hiſtories. And therefore I haye earneſtly ap. 
plied my ſelf to this Work. And becauſe few Books 
are nor ſufficient, and a great many breed confuſjon, 
F have happily got Admiſſion into the Acquainrance 
ofan Ancient Learned Man, whoſe Study confiſts 
of none but choice Books, and has travelled oyer 
moſt Parts of the World; not like Apollonizs, to 
learn the Language of Birds and: Beaſts; but to 
know the Cuſtoms, Laws, Vertues, and DefeRs of 
Nations.

anſwer nocrhing 3 and taking a Flambeau out of the 
Hands of one of. the Pages, he carried ir himſelf 
before the King, with a Counrtenance that ſhewed 
neither Deſpice nor Confuſion. Thoſe that took 
notice of the Name of Maſter, which the King had 
giver: him, interpreted it in his Favour ; and there 
were them who thought, that in abafing himſelf /o 
low, he plainly ſhewed the deſign he had of raiſing 
himſelf rhe higher ; however, cvery one thereupon 
ſpake whar he thought moſt proper.

I have had for ſome Days, 4 
Faineneſs, which does exrreamly deprels me, tur 
by the Grace of God, I need nor yer the Ph) iict- 
an. + The Letter which I received from thee this 
Moon, has given me ſome eaſe in my Indiſpoſ-a- 
neſs, which is no new Thing with me, being vc- 
ceſſirared to live fo far from my Friends, Countr\, 
yea, and Religion roo, And though it may ſeem 
difficult co be a Saiar, in paſſing ones Days ina 
Prophane Place, yer rhink not my Piety grows 
luke-warm, or my Friendſhip diminiſh:d ; ſeeing 
I have made a Moſque of my Hearr, where Friends 
are ever preſent, Be then perſwaded, *tis impoſſt- 
ble for Mahmut to become Unfaithful, and loſe rhe 
AﬀeRion he has for his Friends ;” for he never cea-

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ſes to love, where he has once begun. *Tis true 
indeed, that I call my ſelf T7 at preſent, and am 
cloathed in an odd forr of Dreſs; yet 'that is no 
Hindrance of my Afﬀe&ions ro my Religion, my 
Country and my Friends. 


The Ancienr Greeks have written a great deal a. 


bout Friendſhip, and the Duties of a Friend : but 
there .remains ſtill behind, .more than what they 
have ſaid, as there remains more to do'than they 
have done. The Word Friend is a common Name, 
and appropriated by moſt People; but where wilr 
chou find a Man that gives Proofs of a true and 
unfeigned Friendſhip ? I think Iam no Hypocrite; 
be thou as true to me at Conſtantinople, and inform 
me what paſlcs in the Serag/ze,and how it goes with 
our Friends and Relations in all Parts. 
[ ſhall give thee no Accounc of the Tranſa&ions 
-of the Infidels, -amongſt which I live, beihg rired 
with writing themto the Grand V7zir and the Kai- 
- makam. Imitare me nor herein, for thou aboundeſt 
with Leaſure 3 let me then hear from thee every 
Moon, 
I have had ſeveral Firs of Laughter, at the plea- 
ſant Adventure of the Chamber-Maid to the Old 
Slave, with the Eunuch Melec Aubi. _ Bleffings on 
the Heart of Mahomet, I believe the Holy Prophet 
- will laugtr himſelf in his Paradiſe, when the Angel 
his Meſſenger, who brings him News from this 
Wotld, ſhall give him an account of what theſe 
Two Perſons have ridiculouſly done in Honour of 
Him. - Could there ever be a greater Simplicity, 
than to eat eyery Night a Verficle of the Alcoran, 
written on a piece of China Sattin? Whence did 
this Eunuch, thy Ccmrade, learn this ſtrange Su- 
-perſtirion; and by what Spirir did he authoriſe 
that of this Slave, in taking the Pains ro write 
thefe 'Verſicles with his own Hand ? And when 
<onld they imagine bota of chem,they ſhould make

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an end of this Feaſt; ſeeing the whole 41coran could 
not be caten in leſs than $ix Thouſand Forty Three 
Days, the Book containing ſo many Verficles ? 
Pray let me know what is done to them. ' They 
deſerve not, in my poor Judgment, an over rigo- 
rous Puniſhment, rheir Crime being only a ridicu- 
lous Devorion, The Great and. Venerable Mufti 
will ſoon decide the Buſineſs; yer 41 would fain 
know the manner. 

[ (hall now impart to thee an Acconne of a Viſic 
which I gave a Solitary in my Travels into Ger - 
many, who ſpent his Days far trom the Commerce 
of the World, in a little Hermitage, abour Fifteen 
Miles diſtance from Vienna. This Man, who is now 
* very Old, has paſt Forty years of his Life in grear. 
Auſteriry, doing, every thing our Famous Santons 
are celebrated for 3 and thou ſhalt know what mo- 
ved him co this ſevere Penance, and to retire after: 
this manner. *Tis ſaid,. That in his Youth, ha- 
ving been threarned for. ſome Miſdemeanour with. 
 Impriſonment, he hid himſelf in the Houſe. of a 
Faichful Friend, lying in a Barrel covered over with 
Straw, where was broughc him privately his Dier. 
Whilſt he. chus lay concealed in the Veſſel, a 
certain Perſon went up - into the Garret his Pri- 
ſon, with his Hoſts Siſter ; when theſe. Two Perſons 
thinking themſelves alone, came to-ſuch Familiari- 
ties.as much. ſcandaliz'd this new Diogenes, who 
ſaw all that paſt, through the. Crevices of this Tub ; 
and being nor able to contain his Reſentments, he 
thus paſſionately brake out,God ſees you, you Wretches, 
And Man t109, In a Word, his Indignation was ſo 
great, that the Tub or Barrel was overthrown 
with the Noiſe of which, and his ſcrambling up; 
the Two Lovers were ſo affrighted, that the Gal- _ 
lant for haſt broke his Neck down Stairs, and the 
Nymph lay dead in a Swoon on the place, This 
ſtrange Surprize to all, eſpecially rhe Sight of ſo 
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Filthy and Tragical a SpeQacle, ſo affeted this 
young Man, as made him retire from the Werld 
inco the Solitude, where he now remains. He lives 
only on Bread and Warer; and the Averſion which 
he has conceived on this occaſion, to Women, is ſo 
grear, tharthere 1s none dares appear before him, 
There were Two who had the Curiofiry of ſeeing 
this Hermit, in Mens Cloaths, but they ſoon repen- 
red of their Viſir ; for this Solitary, full of Rage and 
Indignation, thus welcomed them; Get you gone, 
zu Dxmons, fallen from Heaven for Mens Deſtrutti- 
un; I bow very well what you are, and cannot behold 
you without Horror. He makes excellent Exhor- 
rations to young Men who viſie him, and having 
ſhewed' them the Care they ought to take to live 


wich Purity, ' and rule their Paſſtons, to which cor- 


ruprt Nature renders them ſubje& ; he alſo exhorts 
them to hold'a Glaſs before their Faces when ſeized 
with Anger, or-when carried forth to the Com- 
miſſion of any Brutiſh or unſeemly ARQion. 

My Letter is longer than I intended 3 receive, 
as e Mark of my Friendſhip, the long time I have 
cnterramed my ſelf with thee, when I thought at 
firſt to fpeakallin rwo Words. Give this Lerter, 
dire&ed to thee, into Zelim's own Hands ; it con- 
rains things which concern his Life. As to what re- 
mains, Love ever thy faithful Mabmut, whilſt 1 
ſhall pray the Sovereign of the Greateſt Monarchs, 
as well as'other Men, that he would, after thi: Life, 
give us exernal Feliciry, and the Grace to appear 
Innocent before its dreadful Tribunal, at which 
all Men Thall be. Judged.

He has filled Italy with Diſcourſes of thy Cruel- 
ties, He affirms, That having tried a!! Ways ro 
make him a Th, ſeeing neither Preſents nor Pro- 
miſes- could perſ[wade him, thou haſt made him 
ſuffer the moſt cruel Torments a Man can undergo 3 
and, thar being laid faft aſleep, by a Portion which 
. thou cauſed'ſt him to take, thou haſt made him be 
caſtrated. The Weapons he bears to rid himſelt of 
thee, will ſtrike thee withour Noiſe, ſo that rhou 
needeſt be much on thy Guard. Fe hides that 
which is to do thy Buſineſs, in a little Prayer-Book. 
Revenge, which does uſually make Men induftrious, 
has put him upon concealing in this Manua), alictle 
poiſoned Steel Darr, which is encloſed with ſuch 
great Art-in the Learher that covers ir, that tis

Seignior's War-like Preparations. And 'tis 
common for People to confound here, the Ancient 
Babylon, wich Suſe and Bagdat ; bur this is no great 
matrer, *Tis certain, all che Jafidels Wiſhes arc in 
thy Favour for they defire to ſee thee Conqueror, 
not only of Babylon, but all the Eaſt ; that Amurath 
may be the longer in his Return to Greece,and chuſe 
a Place far diſtant from the Seat of his Empire. "Tis 
diſcourſed in this Court, as if the Invincible Sultan 
carries along with him ro this War, Four Hundred 
Thouſand Foor, an Hundred and Fifty Thouſand 
Horſe, and Two Hundred Baſſa's, and moreover 
Twelve Princes Triburary to the Port.

THE Courier not parting till the Morrow, I- 


make uſe of this ſhore Time to write again to- 
thee. Brac, as I have already given Advice, was 
taken by the Forces of France and Swedeland ; and 
the Duke of Wimar, who commands the Army,brags, 
that being become Maſter of this Place, which has 
always been beſieged in vain, he ſhall rake ſeveral 
others, there being none which henceforward can 
reſiſt him, 

The Mareſchal de Bannter, one of the Generals of 
re Swediſh Armies, wearied out the Impertatifts in 
Pomerania with continual Alarms. He-took Gratz, a 
conſiderable Place, and has beaten Ga/as, one of the 


Empe- 
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Emperor of Germany's Generals. But Fortune ha- 
vying chang'd. her Countenance, has fayoured the 
Emperor againſt the Troops of the Palatine, who 
is taken Priſoner, with Prince Rupert his Brother, . 
having been like ro be drowned in the River of We- 
zer, whereinto he was drawn in his Coach by his 
Horſes, who took Fright at the Noiſe of the Cannon: 
And theſe unfortunate. Princes have loſt in this - . 
occaſion, with their Liberty, whatever was moſt 
precious to them, The Swedes have, in the mean 
time, encreaſed cheir Strength, by the ConjunRion 
of New ar, They made frequent Incurfions 
on the Imperialiſts, and *tis thought this War will laſt 
a confiderable Time, by the great. Preparations 
which are made on all Hands, and eſpecially by the 
French, to whom ir ſeems important that it ſhould 
nor end ſpeedily. 

There is News from Italy, That a Diſcovery has 
been made in-Piemont, of new Cabals of rhe Princes 
of the Houſe of Savoy, who deſigned to pur by the 
Dutcheſs from her Regency, and make themſclyes 


| Maſters of the Government, during the. Minority 


of the Young Duke. There is a Cardinal of this 
Name, an Ambitious Man, a great Lover of War, 
and given to Liberality. He would fain. have the 
Chief Share in the Government, and be the Maſter 
of his Nephew's Fortune. This Cardinal lay con- 
cealed in the State of Genoa, being cloathed in an 
Habir liccle becoming his Character, and whence he 
ſent his Orders, for the Execution of whatever he 
had concerted wirh his Partiſans 3 bur the Conſpi- 
racy got Wind, and proved a Bloody Tragedy to 
his Accomplices. *T1s ſaid, that this Price having 
Twice diſguiſed himſelf in the Habir of a Peaſant, 
had entred with a Bag of Fruit on his Back, into 
one of the moſt conſiderable Towns of Premont, . 
to give by his Preſence more Heat to his Party 3 
and that wich a greater Boldneſs he had _ into

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Turin, in the Habit of a Capuchin,wth a long thick 
Beard,and abode there Two Days ; not with defign 
of ridding himſelf of the Prince,or his Mather, byr 
ro become Maſter both of one and the other, ro go. 
vern the State alone. Bur che Conſpiracy having 
been diſcovered,and the Accomplices ſeized ; Four. 
ſcore of them were pur to Death by the Common 
Hangman , and he eſcaped by a new Stratagem, 
A Secrttary of State of Savoy 1s to be reckoned a. 
mongſt this Number. Another Cardinal, who com- 
mands the Army of France, ſent to the Aſſiſtance of 
the Duke and Dutcheſs, had alſo put ro. Death the 
Governor of Cazal, accuſed of Treaſon, though he 
was not fully convicted of it. 
"Tis written from Rome, That Two Embaſſadors 
from the King of Hungary, who is lately Ele&ted 
Emperor of Germany, had made a magnificent En- 
trance into that great City, clad afrer the Hungarian 
Manner with Veſts, called here a Is barbareſque ; 
That * they had above an hundred Horſe, whoſe 
Harneſs were of Gold, and their Shoes of Silver; 
and *cwas eſpecially obſerved, that all che Foreign 
Miniſters in that Courc, had ſent theit Retinue to 
accompany them in- their Entrance, that ic mighc 
appear more Magnificent; and rhat theſe Two 
Embafſadors of the New Emperor, being arrived in 
the Preſence of the Infidels Mafti, whom they call 
the Pope,rhey told him, heir Prince would continue 
ro render him the Obedience which his Father Fer- 
dinand,now deceaſed, paid him; and that he recom- 
mended to his Holmeſs his Perſon, his Houſe, and 
his Scate, as a New Emperor, cle&ed by the Suffra- 
ges of the Princes Eleftors of the Empire, 
Obſerve, Magnanimous V7zir, the Authority of 
this Mufti: Thoſe who are fo audacious,as to reſiſt 
the Muſſulmen, will yer abaſe themſelves at his Feer, 
which they really kiſs before they open their 


Mouths to ſpeak to him. The greateſt Chriſtian 
Princes 
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Princes are wont to chuſe from amongſt the moft 
conſiderable Perſons of their State, the Embaſſa- 
dors which they ſend with great Expence to 
their Homage to this Supream Head of theirChurch. 
Moreover, theſe Embaſſadors of the New Ceſar, 
have aſſured the Pope, as from him, that he will 
\never ceaſe to make War with che Enemies of the 
Chriſtian Faith; -and "ris (aid, they received this 
Anſwer: 

Thar, He ever reſpe#ed the King of Hungary, the 
late Elefted Emperor, as his Son, to whom he would 
ever be wanting in Counſel, * and all other neceſſary 
Aſiftances ; and exhorred him, to employ his Vitto- 
rtous Arms againſt the Enemies of the Croſs ; and 
that, on his ſide,” he would employ the Succours of his 
Prayers, that the Church ſhould open her Treaſures by 
granting Indulgences; and that, he would beſides this, 
grve Supplies of Men and Money. 

People who are idle, amuſe themſelves with Dif. 
courſes on furure Events, and thoſe that conſule the 
Scars to penetrate into what 1s to come, have made

The Charity of ihe Chriftian Dervuiſes has been 
very great rowards me, having n:gkRQed nothing 
which might be any ways ſerviceable ro my happy 
Departure. The graveſt of rhem have often atten- 
ded me with Diſcourſes of the Immorrality of rhe 
Sul, of Hell, cheir Purgatory, Paradiſe, and che 
Merits and Indulgences of 4he Church. Sevcral 
Phyſicians have come ro ſee me, and uſed their 
urmoft Skill ro keep me alive, 20d imagine I owe 
my Life co them; bur if ir b& ſo, they have paid 
themſelves for their Care, by drawing ſo much 
Blood our of me, having, I think, quite empried 
my Veins, to reſiſt, ſaid they, the ſeveral Diſtens- 
pers which afſaulred me, and to take from me the 
Turkiſh Fever which I nouriſhed; for I affurediy 
brought it from Conftantinozle.

there had been nothing written on it, that ſo black ard 
deteſtable a Diſcourſe be entirely defaced by the Pains 
which you ſhall take to hinder the remaining of any 
Trace or Mark : After which, you ſhall pray to God 
as long as you live, that he would deſtroy the Temple 
at Mecha, ſo famous by the Impteties committed there, 
and enlighten the Eyes of the blind Mahometans.

long Malady, as a Crime upon me, and ſuſpet 
me not guilty of Infidelicy. 

I have informed my ſelf, within theſe few ons 
of ſeveral Events which have hapned during the 
Courſe of ſeveral Moons, which I ſhall relate to 
tliee, if I can, in this Letter, ro make amends for 
the time I have loſt, Bur in ſo few Words, as will 
occaſion thee to think I am_ſtill ſick; for. which 
L 4 thou. 
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rhou muſt not blame me, ſeeing thou loveſ} 
Brevity. : 


France, during the time I have not writ to thee, 
has given me Marks cf its Power and Policy, Four 
places have been beſieged 1n the Year 1649. whoſe 
Succeſs have not been equal. The French have mer 
with Diſadvantage before Thianuilfe, by the Valour 
and Conduit of Ficolhhmint, one of the Emperor's 
Generals, who was born in Italy, and brought up 
frorm-a Child in the Trade of Arms. *Tis ſaid, he 
has artaci'd and varquiſh'd his Maſter's Enzmics, 
with {uch ſpeed, that one may compare his Afton 


with thar of Claudius Nero, when he defeared 4{-" 


arukal wito had errer'd Iraly; He has broken tie 
Enemies Army, routed the Horfz, took the Canuon, 
kid the French General, and immediately rais'd 
the Siege; bur m revenge , the fame French, who 
were beaten. before Thiomuille, have made tiien- 
ſelves Maſters of Hedin, Salins, and Salfe ; which 
laſt was raken by the Young Prince of Conde, who 
gives the Marks of an extraordinary Valour; bur 
the Spaniards have re-taken theſe Places, which have 
coſt them dear. *Tis ſaid thar rhe Governour lefc 
by the Prince of Conve there, being pxeſs'd by rhe 
Spuniards to ſurrender rhe Place, threw our to 'em 
an hor White-Lcaf, ſaying, That thoſe who eat of 
this Bread, would mt - ſurrender themſelues, before 
the Enemies came to the time wherein they might eat 
ce, 

Yer the Place was ſurrender'd, before the Spring- 
time was come to change the Face of the Earth ; ſo 
far were they from holding our till it was cover'd 
wich Snow or [ce, 

This Ring immediately appeaſed the Inſurreti- 
ons which were made in Normandy, Burt what wile 
thou ſay of Caſtmir,the Ring of Poland*s Brorher,who 
beizig return'd a Second Time inro France alone 
and diſpuis'd, was diſcovered and carried Priſoner

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tothe Caſtle in the Wood of Vincennes near Parts, 
where he ts caretully guarded. 

The War has been very crucl in Italy verryeen 
the Three Parties, who are extreamly aimared 
apain!t one anorher. Prince Thomas of the Houſe 
of Savy, drove out by ſurprize the #rench from 
Tarn 3 but tho: wile ſoon underſtand rhart our Ca- 
piral Enemies che Spartards, have been bearen and 
entirely defeated under Caza!, by the Count Har- 
wrt, of the Houſe of Lorrain. : 

The Spaniards and Futch have made a preat 
Noiſe in the Ocean with their Fleets 3 the former 
came with Fourſcore Veſſels of War, to Jand 

Fifceen Thouſand Men in Fland:rs; tut having been 
net by Van Tromp, a Commander of great Cou- 
rage and Experience, there was a bloody Bartel 
fought, which laſtcd long, bur at lengrh endeu 
in the Defear of the Spantards.

HE Chriſtians are become Magicians ; or, to 

ſpeak better, the Spaniards who make War 
in Piemont, have fil'd the World with Aſtoniſh- 
ment by an-extraordinary and new Enchantment, 
x wrote to thee, there were two great Armics be- 
fore Turin, one to take it, and the other to ſuccour 
itz but I have not yec- made known to thee, thar 
the Cannon of- the Spaniards are become Couriers, 
who carry their Diſpatches in the Air, iato rhe 
beſieged Cities; and moreover, Ammunition, Pow- 
der, Salr-Petre, and Money , a marvellous Inyen- 
tion, which fills me with Admiration in writing 
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ic, There isa Manin the Camp of General Lega- 
nexz, who makes Braſs Bullets fo artificially, that 
having ſhort them into the Ditch of the Place, they 
have for a long time ſuccoured the Befieged. *Tis 
faid, that being made in a Vice, and hollowed 
within, they have ſerved for Two Uſes, to convey 
into Turin what was wanting, and to bring back 
into the Spaniards Camp the things they molt 
needed, But chis Induſtry proved in the end 
uſeleſs ; for afcer ſeveral Conflias, Turin has faln 
again into the Hands of =_s Lewis, who has there- 
in re-eſtabliſhed che Dutcheſs of Savoy, to the great 
SarisfaQtion of her People, who have thereupon 
ſhewed the Signs of the greateſt Joy. This Re-eſta- 
bliſhmenrt is owing to the Valour and Condu& of 
Count Harcourt, who has ſuſtained and repelled the 
Aflaults of Two Armies, ſtronger in Number than 
his own; This Captain has made his Name as fa- 
mous in Italy, as were heretofore thoſe of the He. 
r0's of Rome and Athens, The Marquiſs of Lega- 
nex undertook the Siege of Cazal, an importanc 
Place belonging ro che Duke of Mantoa, fituated 
on the famous River of Po in 1taly. Count Hay- 
court not being able with all his Army to put Suc- 
cours iato the Place, he took the Party of forcing 
himſelf rhe Befieged, entring on Horſeback into 
the Lines with his Sword 1n his Hand, where he 
was followed by ſome of his Gentlemen. The 
Spaniards being ſurpriz'd and aſtoniſh'd, found no 
Safety bur in Retreat, which they made diſorderly ; 
and the French, under ſuch a Captain, bore away 
that day, the greateſt and moſt glorious Vitory 
they ever won in Italy, 

If thou requireſtan Account of me of what has 
paſt in Germany, I can tell thee, that che War has 
been carried on there this Year with equal Succeſ: 
and Lofſes to- both Parties, ro whom Fortune has 
been ſomerimes fayourable,and otherwhiles _—_

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But I am informed, there's a deſign of making 
a great Aſſembly ar Colggne,rto re-cſtabliſh a Peace be. 
tween all the Chriſtian Princes3 and thar the King 
of France has named for his Plenipotentiary there, 
the Cardinal Julius Mazarin, an 1taltan by Nation, 
a Man of grear Parts and Experience 1n Buſjr'efs. 
Prince Caſimir is ſer at Liberty, at che Intreaty 
of che King of Poland his Brocher,and has been finc:

The Town of 4rras which the French have taken

The Spaniards are as unfortunate on the Sca, as 
ar Lavd. Their Fleer which returned from the 
Weſt Indies, richly laden wich Commotities of all 
ſorrs, have been moſt of them diſverſed by the 
French Naval Army, commanded by the Duke of 

-Breze. The Spamaras cru; y fought with much Va- 
Icur, but Fifreen Thouſand of rheir Men were flain, 
and Two Hundred taken Priſoners, together with 
Five great Veflels richly laden. One of their great 
Gallions was burnt, and ic 1s ſaid, the ocher Ships 
were ſaved, having firſt rhrown the beft pare of 
their Lading overbuard, winci rhey had brought 
with: ſuch great Care and Pains from the other 
World. ; 

That which has paſt on the Ocean, has nor hin- 
dred the Archbithop of Bourataux from thewing

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the Strength of che King his Maſter on the Mediter- 
ranean , where he has ſoughr an Occation of fighr- 
ing che Spantazgds with a lighter Army, confiting 
f:r the moſY part of Galleys.

Churches, Walks, and Gardens abour the City arid 
the Court, I ſhall let nothing paſs witFour a ftri& 
Enquiry, aad give a fairhful Account of whatever 
deſerves thy Notice; and ſhould'ſt chow defire any 
particular thing of chy Slave Mahmat, "tis but men- 
tioning ir, and thou ſhale nor want an exa&t and 
humble Anſwer. 

Ir makes me tremble in telling thee, that a Re- 
porr runs here, of che Death of the Invincible Prop 
of che World, the Mighry of Mighries; in fine, of 
the Glorious 4Amurath. Tis falſe News, I hope, 
yet however aſſerted with great Confidence. The

This charming Greek does now profeſs the Roma 
Religion, which 4 the only Faulr I find in her, | 
never knew Woman, whoſe whole Carriage is {0 
graceful, who does all things with ſuch a carelefs 
Exaaneſs, and whoſe Vertue 1s leſs moroſe. Meer 

nce brought me acquainted with her 3 whoml[ 
no tgoner ſaw, bur was ſtruck with Admiration, 
She came to Paris the laſt Year, to ſollicit a Lay- 
Suir againſt a Stranger about an Eſtate, Ir was at 
Court, and in the. Preſence of the King himſelf, 
charT firſt ſaw Daria: She ſpake to him ſo ſweetly, 


. that ſhe ſoon obtained whar ſhe deſired ; and ac che 


ſzme inſtant, I felt ſuch inexpreſſible- Paſſions and 
Longings afrer her Acquaintance —— Suffer me, 
my dear Dgner, to tell chee, That never any Crea- 
ture made ſuch deep Impreſſions in the Heart of a 
Man, as this charming Greek did in mine. 

i drew near to her as ſoon as] could 3 I ſpaketo 
her in her own Language, telling her, I was an 4 
rabian , and ſhe anſwered me with as great Mo- 
deſty as Benigvicy. I went the day following to 
give her Viſit in her own Lodgings ; where this 
adorable Perſon received me with the greateſt 
Civility, not forbidding me a Return 3 being gu 

c 
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ſed perhaps to mect with one that could ſpeak 
her own Language, which 1s very rare in theſe 
Parts. 

Since then, I could not for my Life forget her ;I 
have ſerved her with the greateſt Diligence, and fo 
doted on her,that I forgot my ſelf and thee, and ifT 
may dare to ſay fo, the Grand Signjor too. Pardon 
this Infidelity on the account of a Paſſion, which 
knows no Moderation, being not able to withſtand 
the Force of ſo invincible an Enemy. 

Daria 1s young, of a generous Temper, and in 
whoſe wbole Deportmenr, there's no Grace want- 
ing. Her Vertue is far above Lucretia's, for this 
Roman Lady killed her ſelf, having firſt endured 
the Violences of a Tyrant 3 whereas ſhe would die 
before ſhe would come to ſuch a Tryal. If you have 
ſeen her at Conſtantinople, you muſt have known 
her Perfe&ions : 1, for my part, who only knew 
her at Paris, have remark'd four Beauties in her 
Perſon, which I believe is not ro be found in any of 
thoſe Ladies kept in the Seraglio. Her Eyes, her 
Mouth, her Teeth, and hes Hands, feem to have 
been made only to furniſh the God of Love with 
Darts. She is ſure ro ſtrike where fhe will with her 
fine black Eyes full of Fire : and fhe has alſo the 
Secret of healing the Wounds ſhe makes, when ſhe 
pleaſes, As ſoon as ever ſhe opens her Mouth, the 
three Graces are ſeen to fit ſporting in her Counte- 
nance 3 and her Body is moreover ſo proportion'd 
in all its Parts, that had ſhe lived inthe rime of Phi- 
dias, he had certainly taken her for rhe Model of 
his Venus, which was the Admiration of all the 
World. 

I have plyed this fair Greek with Viſits, loved 
her even to Idolatry ; my Reſpe& has been ever 
equal to her Vircue ; and the greateſt Favour I ob- 
rained from her, was to ſuffer me rhus to ſpeak ro 
her ; The you, Daria 3 Daria, I adore you 3 but _

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would never ſuffer the leaſt Expreſſion which might 
make hcz underftand any thing elſe. 

This Incomparable Beauty ofcen ſaid to me, 
Mahmur, I have a great Reſpett for thee, becauſe tiny 
art Diſcreet and Vertunus, and ſhnld alſo Imee thee 
wert thay not a Man, Live on ft11 as thou haſt doe, 
and theu wilt thereby oblige me ta reſp? rhee yer mare; 
but think nat to obtain from Daria any more than an 
innocent Aﬀettion ; I owe all to my Husband, and [ 
wil never be unfaithful to bimr. If 1 ever attempted 
ro ſnatch any {m3}l Favour, it was always in vain, 
having ever repelied me in ſuch a manner, as made 
me loſeall Hope, and ar the ſame time fecla new 
zacreaſc of Paſſion. Conſider, dear Oglou, what 
paſt chenin my Heart, and what a War I was to 
ſuſtain, 

in my great Inquietudes, and corp and cruel- 
leſt Pains, Philoſophy ſupplied me with vo other 
Remedies bur Patience; ſhe ſerbefore me the Ex- 
amples of the Eſteem which the Ancients Had for 
Pudicity ; but ſhe kindred me not from alfo re- 
membring chat we fing in Hiſtory almoſt all rhe 
Philoſophers more tranſported wich Venereal Plea- 
ſures, than retained by the Precepts of Wiſdom : 
Diogenes and Ariftotle, 'became they not Fools here- 
by 3 And Seneca, whoſe Morals are the Rules of 
rhe Wiſeſt, was not he driven our of Rome for 
his Adulreries ? I tell thee plainly, the Precepts of 
Philoſophy have influenced me not a whit; 1 de- 
rided them, and was reſolved to love on, and that 
more exceſſively than all the Philoſophers rogether. 
Darta's ſoft Severity has laid on me ſtronger Laws 
rhan all the Dogms of rhe Stoicks ; ſo char nothing 
cati make me change my Reſolution of loving her 
erernally. If ir be true thac Loveis a Weakneſs, 
only Men, who are noble Creatures, are thereunto 
ſubjzeR ; ir being certain, that mean Souls cannor. 
love, becauſe they have no Heart : Natures Origi-

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nal { ſar higher than Reaſons ;, One is the Work of 
God, whereas the other comes from Man. Be nor 
then aſtoniſhr, if Reaſon does ſo oft yield to Nature. 

Daria had a mind ro learn Italian, which ſhe 
thoughr a better Language chan others, TI taught 
her a great deal of ir in alittle rime 3 bur buſineſs 
quickly deprived an unhappy Maſter of the moſt 
perfett of Scholars. She ſaid once to me. * Mahenut, 
*[et us have a perpetual Amity for one another, hur 
et us love and cfteem Vertue far before Friendſþip, 
(Teach me Hiſtory and Geography, to the end thar 
knowing Kingdoms, Towns, and Provinces, and 
© thoſe that govern them, I may know into how 
© many Parts, this Earth which appears ſo admira- 
© ble, 1s divided ; I may now learn the Forces, Me- 
*thods of Government, Manners, Religions of Navi- 
© ors, the Difference of Seas and of Mountains, of 
(Lakes and Rivers, of inhabired Places, Iſlands and 
© Deſarts, that I may not confound the Barbarous 
© wich the civilized Nattous, and Kepublichs wich 
* Monarchies. 


My worthy Friend, ſo noble an Inclinarion join- 
ed with a fingujar Grace, and attended with fo 
many rare Quzlirctes, .as well Spiritual as Corporal, 
have reduced the poor Ziahmut to a Slavery, more 
rigorous than that which he ſuered with chee in 
Sicily.

Notwirhſtanding 
this Profeiſion of Poverty, 1 have ſeen theſe Der- 
viſes dreſt up with greater Magnificence than our 
Mufti, in the time when they celebrate their Maſſes, 
aſcending up to the Great Altar, covered wich che 
fineſt Linnen, and thereon Veſts embroidered with 
Gold, che moſt delicately wroughc as can be ijma- 
gined, and oft enriched wirh Pearls and precious 
Stones. Tn their Sacrifice they ear the conſecrated 
Bread, which they call che Meſſias his Body 3 which 
they are wont to place on a Plate of fine Gold ; and 
they alſo pur inco Cups of che ſame Metal a Li- 
quor, which they fay 1s changed into the Blood of 
their God, as the Bread into the Body, as ſoon as 
they hgve pronounced certain Words, which chey 
fecretly murter. 

The Sacrifice is offered every day, and not only 
the People are preſent at ir,bur the greateſt of the 
Kingdom, with their Monarch on his Knees, and 
In a ſapplicacing poſture, 1 here ſtand about che 
Altar ſeveral ſtarely Candleſticks, wherein burn 
white Wax Candles, which renders che Sacrifice 
ſtill more ſalemn. 
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I relate to thee what I have often ſeen ; for 1 
chuſe to be frequently in theſe Infidels Churches, 
and at their ſolemn Feſtivals, the better ro conceal 
who I am» 

Yet happy 1s. he that lives ſatisfhed with himſelf, 
aſured he ſerves God in the manner he will be (er- 
ved. Thou haſt this good Fortune, and that of 
being 10 thine Houſe at thine Eaſe; when thou goeſt 
out, thou weareſt a long Veſt down to thy Heels, 
lined with ſofr and warm Furrs, whilſt I am obli- 
ged ro cover my elf barely with a black ſhort 
Cloak, which ſcarcely reaches below. my Knees, 
and 1s too thin co reſiſt the piercing Northern 
Blaſts; and is, in cruth, a very ridiculous Habit; 

et which I am obliged to wear, for the fervice of 

im whoſe Slave I am, which cannot cover my +» 
Bandy-Legs, and Il|-ſhap'd Body. I expe, with 
great imparience, rhe Seaſon which o'erſpreads tlie 
Gardens with Flowers, the Fields with Graſs, and 
crowns the Trees with Bloſſoms, and brings back 
the pretty Birds, who publiſh the joyful News of 
the Spring's approach ; that being the Time where- 
in I may expet my Health, 

As to what remains, thou wilt oblige me in ma- 
king Trial of my Friendfhip,that chou may*ſt know, 
there's nor in all the Empire of the true Belzevers, a 
more faichful Friend,and one thar loves thee more 
cordially.

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LETTER XXIl. 
To the Kaimakam. 


HE Court of France is an Aſſembly of Politi. 
cians, who diſcover or hide themſelves accor. 
ding to their Intereſts; and are more wont to hold 


| their peace, than to talk. They explain themſelves 


in more than one manner,on the things which they 
cannot conceal ; and, I draw from them what 1; 
neceſſary for my Inſtruction, and thy Informarti- 
on. There have happened ſuch ſudden and ſur- 
prizing Motions in Spain, as cauſe confiderable 
Advantages to be hoped for by France, which 
ſeems to have had a great hand in them, on which 
chou may'ſt make what Refle&Rions thou thinkeſt 
convenient. ; 

The Mountains which divide France from Spain, 
are called the Pirenees, Catalonia is a Province wa- 
tered on one hand by the Mediterranean Sea, and 
bounded by Navarr; it lies fituated at the Foot 
of theſe Mountains : The People have taken up 
Arms, and vigorouſly cppoſed the Catholrck King's 
Miniſters; and the Portugueſes have done the ſame 
thing, bur with different Succeſs. This Kingdom 
is compriſed within the States of Spain, and the 
richeſt under her Dominton. Her Situation 1s ad- 
vantageous, lying between Galicia and Caſtile, and 
watered with the Ocean, which brings her immenſe 
Riches. 

The Principal Town of Catalonia, is Barcellona ; 
and Lisbon is the Chief Town of Po#tugal, The 
ficſt has raken for the precence of irs InſurreRion, 
The Inſolencies commirted by the ProteftantTroops, 
which ſerved the Catholick King,and were quartered 
jn rhis Province. And the other, having long con- 

cealed 
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cealed irs Deſign, ;has at lengrh ſhaken off che Spa- 
niſþ Yokez and ſer up a King of their own Royal 
Race, 

'Tis ſaid, That Count Olivarez, the King of 
Spain's Chief Minifter and Favourice, deſigning to 
mortifie the Catalontans, horribly charged that 
Country with Soldiers. and ſent thicher the moſt 
licentious Troops co Quarter 3 imagining to chaſtiſe 
the Pride. of this People in this manner, withour 
any Form of Proceſs. 

i his Minifter's Deſign has had ſo far its End, thy 
Province being full of Diviſions and Slaughrers, 
there wanting norhing to complear thetr Miferies. 
The Soldiers exerciſe unheard of Cruelties, they 
ſhed indifferently the Blood of Infants, Old Men, 
and Women 3 overchrowing Altars, and ruining 
Temples, The moſt couragious Peaſants gather 
together to rep<l Force with Force, and revenge 
themſclyes. moſt cruelly on as many 'of the-Caſti/7- 
ans as they can light of, wxhour ſparing the King's 
Miniſters; killing all chey meer, ſeeking rhoſe who 
are hid, to punith them with the greareſt rigour, 
running after th5ſe who ſeek their Satery by flight, 
not pardoning che yery Prieſts, it never to lirtle 
ſluſp:&ed. 

The Count of Sc. Colomme, commanded not long 
ſince in Catalonia, with the Ticle of Vice-Roy 
which poor Man is now before God, where he re- 
ceives the Recompences or Chaſtiſements he has 
deſerved, being the firſt Vitim ſacrificed to the 
Peaſants Fury, His Blood was the Prologue of a 
diſmal Tragedy, which will not end withour more 
diſmal Events to the Spaniſh Monarchy, and the 
Cata/;mans themſelves. 

The Vice-KRoy withdrew himſelf into the Arſcnal 
of Barcelona at the firſt InſurreRion of che Peaſancs 
where he was befieged by a great Mulrtitude > 


theſe Seditious People 3 and ſeeing he could nct 
Ms remain 
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remain there in Safety, he went our to go on board 
rhe Gallies 3 but the Groſsneſs of his Body hindring 
him from haſtning as faſt as thoſe who accompa. 
nied him in his Flight, he remained alone; and be. 
ing tired fell inro a Swoon, and lay dead for ſome 
time on the Sand berween the Rocks which lie upon 
the Sea, His Servant, the only one that remained 
with him, brought him again ro himſelf by caſting 
rhe Sea-Water on his Face 3 bur he opened his eyes, 
only to ſee his own deparrure more nearly. He 
was ſet upon in this Condition, wherein he could 
not ſtir himſelf, by a crew of Blood hounds, who 
firſt ſhot ar him, and rhen hack'd him in piece, 
having firſt ſtabb'd him in a Thouſand places. Kis 
Servant defended him as well as he could, in cove- 
rivg him with his Body, bur his Zeal was fruit- 
Tefs 3 and allthe Wounds he received, ſaved not 
one from his Maſter. He was an African, and had 
been his Slave. The Courage and Fidelity of a 
Man of ſo mean a Birth, deſerves, at leaſt, thar it 
ſhould be ſaid of him, Thar he died in imitating 
the Vertues of rhoſe Ancient Romans, which are at 
this day praiſed and admired by all the World, 

The Vice-Roy's Death ſtopr not rhe Peaſants; 
they proceeded to exceſſes ſcarcely imaginable ; 
and their Barbarity made them commir ſuch hor- 
rible, togerher with ſuch ridiculous ARions, as 
can hardly be expreſs'd. 

Theſe Wrerches went to the Palace of the Mar- 
quis de Ville Franche,General of the Gallies ; where 
having cut the Throats of as many as rhey mer with, 
they burnt and battered all rhe Heouſhold- 
Sruff, and carried in Proceſſion on the top of a 
Pike, a little Braſs-Figure, which they thought a 
black Angel ; which Figure was only that of a 
Man, wherein a Clock was included, Whoſe inge- 
nious Springs made him move his Eyes 3 which 
Sight ſo ſurprized theſe Peaſants, who had __ 
cen. 
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ſeen or heard of ſuch a Machine,that they remain- - 
ed in ſuch a Stupidity, as retarded for ſome time 
the EffeRs of cheir Fury. Bur there was one more 
bold than the reſt, who approaching to the Piece, 
cried put, *T'was the Familiar Spirit of the Mar- 
quiſs de Ville Franche, and ought to be ſeized on, 
and chrown into Priſon, to rake away irs Power. 
Which he had no ſooner ſaid, but laid Hands on 
It, and ried and bound ir faſt as ct a 
Spear, and with great Shouts, walked it about che 
Town. The ignorant People, capable of any ri- \. 
dicutous Impreſſions, as well as the Women, who 
are no; hard co be deluded, followed them, con- 
vinced thar the Marquiſs's Devil was carried trium- 


. phantly along the Streets, Havivg ran through all 


the Tc an of Barcellona, this Rabble gave the Clock 
into the Hands of rhe Biſhop and Tnquiſitors ro-ex- 
orcile it, and drive our the Devil, whom they 
thought capable of deſtroying their whole Pro- 
vince. 

Afﬀairs are carried on more ſeriouſly in Portye 
gal, and ar a more moderate rate; the Inhabitants 
of Lisbon, as well as the Nobility, have treated the 
Caſtilians with more Humanity : They 1immediate- 
ly eleed a King, who reigns peaceably, as Heir of 
the Crown, and thereby aſcertain'd of being main- 
tained by the AﬀeRion and Fidelity of the People, 
There is already News of his Coronation 3. the Ce- 
remony of which was performed witch great Pomp 
and Magnificence, The People, as a.Mark of their 
AﬀeRion, have preſented a Million of Gold to their 
new Lord ; the Clergy Sixty Thouſand Crowns,and 
the Nobility Four Hundred 3 and the new King has 
taken on him the Name of 7ohn IV. King of Por- 
tgal, inſtead of that of Don John, Duke de Bra- 
ganza, 

Never any Plot better ſucceeded : The Portu- 


greſes haye driyea our from rhem a puiſſant and 
TP policick 
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politick Nation without Blood-ſhed, ſaving that of 
a Villain ; bur of that thou ſhalt hear more the 
next opportunity; for I ſhall carefully inform my 
ſelf of the Particulars of ſo extraordinary an 
Event, to give an exa& Account to the V7zzr. *Tis 
ſaid, King Philip is che moſt unfortunate Prince 
that ever aſcended the Throne, committing hiz 
Afﬀairs to the Management of another ; fo thar 
it may be ſaid, the Duke who reigns as Sove:eign 
in Madrid, has choſen Philip IV. for his Favourite, 
The Miniſter Commands, and the King Obeys; the 
Maſter's Weakneſs authorizes the Scrvant's Power ;

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fineſt Perſian Tapeſtry 3 thou haſt a great number 
of Slaves, fine Gardens, and Bathing-places, beſer 
with delicate Fountains z muſt thou deſpair for the 
Loſs of the greateſt parr of theſe ? Comfort thy 
ſelf, ſeeing thou art not in a Fault, nor haſt contri- 
bured to thine own Misforrune. 

Thou relleſt me, that the burning of che Chief 
City of the Univerſe, has deprived thee in one

to the Will. of Heaven, have ſuffered Miſeries infi- 
nicely greater than thine ?

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. & _ a Conflagration, wherein the Chief 
Ciry of the World ſaw ir ſelf near reduced to 

muſt needs have been a very diſmal SpeRache, 
When I read the Relation which thou haſt made 
me, I tremble with Horror to ſee ſo many magnij. 
cent Houſes, and ſtately Moſques, devoured by the 
Flames, and reduced to nothing 3 with ſuch Riches, 
Goods, Houſhold-ſtuff, and ineſtimable Merchan. 
dizes, publick Regiſters, and choice Manuſcripts, 
whoſe Loſs" can never be repaired, being become 
the Prey of this Element which deyours all things, 


Bur thou and I are not the firſt, neicher ſhall be 


the laſt, who bewail the Ruins of our Coun 
try, How many Towns in Af:a, how many in 
Greece, have been ſwallowed up in an inſtant by 
dreadful Earthquakes? And how many Ruines 
areto be found in the famous Cities of Syria and 
Macedonia 2 And, how many times have the Iſles 
of Cyprus and Paphos been entirely depopulated ? 
We ſee not only the moſt ſolid Edifices periſh, 
which are the Works of Men, but even Mountains 
annihilared, There are whole Countries which 
have (as it were) vaniſhed; the Sea has covered 
ſuch ſpaces of Land as might have made whole 
Provinces, and which were extreme Populous. 


- Kow many Promontories do we ſee, which were 


heretofore certain Guides to Pilots, but are now 
buried 1n the Sands, and cauſe often times Ship- 
Wrecks? Ard, if the Works of Nature be expoſed 
to ſuch great Rutnes, what may not Mortal Men 
expe&ro ſuffer? Bur I (ſpend time 1n relating or- 
digary Accidents, when I might remember thee of 
greater Ruines, which the Fire made in the ſame 
Imperial City, after 1t had been built by the Great 
Conſtantive, to whom ſhe owed all her Splendor, be- 
fore the Mighty and Succeſsful Emperors of the 
Muſſulmans had therein eſtabliſhed che Sear of their 
Empire, 

Under 
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Under rhe Reign of rhe Emperor Leo, if I be not 
miſtaken, che whole Continent lying along the Boſ- 
us, berween borh che Seas, was entirely ruined 

by Fire, And Twelve Years after, under the Rei 
of Baſil, the famous Library, ſo carefully colleRed, 
and with that extream Charge and Trouble, and 
which confiſted of above Two hundred thouſand 
Manuſcripts: with the Skin of a Serpent 220 
Foot long, whereon were writren the entire Works 
of Homer, was conſumed. The Fire which happen- 
ed inthe time of Juſtinian, might make one for- 


. get others ; the famous Temple of St. Sophia, which 


1s, at this day, our chicf Moſue, could not be preſer- 
yed from the fury of che Flames, being almoſt 
wholly conſumed by ir. I ſhall not mention the 
Ruines which have happened by Earthquakes,under 
the Reign of che Emperor Zeno Tzoria, There was 
afar greater under Bajazet II. for, in Pruzza, an en- 
tire Ciry, with irs Houſes, Walls, and Three thou- 
ſand Inhabirants, were buried in the Entrails of the 
Earth ;: Which muſt convince us, there have been 
in all Ages ſuch Events, as may inſtru& us to bear 
our Misfortunes with Patience, and to believe a 

Providence, and ſubmir our ſclves wholly to ir. 
Let us (my dear Friend) for once rejoyce, in 
an Occaſion wherein all others mourn; in that we 
are able to perſuade our ſelves, There's nothing here 
belo# deſerves our Care. I do nor fay, we ſhould 
laugh like Nero, when he ſaw Rome burning, which 
he himſclf had fired, and ſang the Paſſages of Zomeyr, 
wherein the Conflagration of Troy 1s diſcribed : 
Rather do as Aneas, who having ſaved from the 
Flames, which deyoured his Country and Eſtate, 
his Tutelar Gods., his Father Anchiſes, this Fa- 
mily and himſelf, became an. Hero that ſerved 
for an Example to Poſterity. He did not ſpend 
his time in bewailing the Goods he had loſt, bur

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the Tempeſt which chreatned ro overwhelm hin, 
as ſoon as he was on the Sea, and'which, forced hin 
to wander from Port to Porr, void of all Hely, 
perſecuted by a Goddeſs , and other Gods who were 
of her Party , and having gallantly endured fo ma. 
riy Diſgraces, he became che Founder of the bray| 
and famouſeſt Nation of the Univerſe, Aneas, in fa. 


" ving his Gods and his Farher, who were the Comps 


nions of his Fortune, drew down the Graces of Heg 
ven, which put an end to his Miſeries, in ſctling 
him in a Country, where he laid the firſt Foundz. 
rions of an Empire 3 which fince has given Lawsto 
all the World, 

Oar ſins have kindlcd the Fire at Conſtantinople ; 
che Debaucheries, Impicties, Hypocrifies, and con- 
rinual Rapines which remain unpuniſhed, are the 
Cauſes of the Deſtruction of the famous City of the 
Univerſe. 

Can we imagine, when God ſends his Judgments 
down upon us, that we can be able to reſiſt them? 
Amend thy Life, if rhou defireſt ro be revenged of 
Fortune, and be Proof againſt all her Darts. 
Encreaſe jn Verrue, if thou wouldeſt be invulnera-

ding to the Rules preſcribed by irs Creator, burns

When Margarita repreſented the Danger whereſſſ1.; 
in Portugal lay, ſhe was heard as a weak and creff,y 
dulous Woman, and was often accuſed of being j;e 
over-timorous ; which cauſed a general Revolt in, ; 
this Kingdom, which was few Days in contriving,y 
and as few Hours in executing. | 1 

If thou wilt hear thy liumble Slave, Tl relagjr 
to thee all the Circumſtances of ſo great an Event Yj. 
which will ſeem a Fable, ſhould we refer a 
ſelves to only Reaſon 3 bur which however is 
real Hiſtory, as is now well known throughout al | 
Europe. ix 

Never was there a greater Hatred between Twi 
Nations, than thac which was berween rhe Span 
ards, and the Portugueſes: ' And, though they- hat 
one and the ſame Religion, and almoſt the (amy, 
Humour , yet "ris not to be imagined, how far. 
their murual Averfions carried them. 

The Portugueſes have a Common Proverb, which 
fays, Thar a Man is obliged to treat and love ano 
cher Man as his Brother, wherher he be a Turk, 4 
Jew,a Pagan, or a Mjnr,withour excep: ing the mo 
Barbarous of Mankind ; yea, though he were a Spa 
niard, 

They have lived wich great Patience, under the 
Domination of Philip II. and his Succeſſors, (fince 
rhe Death of their King D. Sebaſtian, who ws 


they 
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ey were ſuffered to enjoy the Priviledges which 
Were granted them. Moreover they ſtill expeted 
wer tfthe Return of their Sovereign 3 who was ſaid nor 
) have dyed in che Field, but having Tong wan- 
Ired about in ſtrange Countries, was in fine abour to 
erurn, Bur che Example of the Catalonians, made 
hem at length reſolve upon what they now execu- 
d. The Nobility were the firſt that began the Re- 
olc, and paſt over thoſe Bounds, which Reſpe& 
loes ordinarily place berween the Sovereign and 
3 Subjets. They alledged ſeveral Pretences for 
hejr Rebellion ; bur the moſt ſpecious was their 
Inwillingneſs to be ſacrificed in unjuſt Wars : 
herein the moſt dangerous Poſts were committed 
orhem, as they ſeveral times reproached the Duke, 
avourite and Miniſter of King Philip IV, 

They iminediately carried on their Intelligences 
Wich great Secrecy ; and when they came to declare 
hemſelves, the greateſt Perſons conſented ro tie 
onſpiracy, and che boldeſt amongſt them have ex- 
cuted 1t with great Valour. 

Dom {uan, Duke of Braganza, is che gre:teſt No- 
Lleman 1n this Kingdom, a:.d perhaps 1n all Spain,

fe received rhe Crown, after long Preflings and 
Refaſals ; and indeed 15 the more worthy of 1, as 
being the lawful Heir to 1, 

The Favourite Duke was well enough informed 
of the Reputarion and Aurhoricy of the Duke of 
Braganza ; and confidering him .as a Prince. who 

might lawfully precend to the Crown. he made uſe 
of ſeveral Artifices to drive him our ut Portugal, or 
ſeize him Priſoner. But having always tryed this 
in vain, whether by reaſon of the extraordinary 
Watchfulneſs of Dom 7uan, or that the Keavenr, 

ol which depend the Things here below, and 0- 
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therwiſe ordered it, 'rwas impoſlible for this Mini. 
ſter to ger ſo'good a Prey irto his Hands. 

This crafry Miniſter has tryed all Ways, and 
ſomerimes made uſe of the Fox's Skin, and other. 
whiles of rhe Lyon's Voice, to bring about his Ends, 
Sometimes he rryed to draw him to Court, offering 
him the moſt honourable Employs there, perſua. 
ding him to accompany the Catholick King in his 
Voyage into Catalonia. Bur, the Duke knew hoy 
ro Jefend himſelf againſt the Snare, and time] 
withdrew to Villa Viciofa, the ordinary place of th 
Abode: and whence he excuſed himſelf from going 
ro Madrid ſometimes ; for that he had not ſuffi. 
ent to bear his Charges according to his Quality in 
ſuch a Journey; and orherwhiles, on other Preten- 
ces, with which the Favourite Duke was obliged to 
ſeem contented. Though he was nor, yet he feign- 
ed himſelf to be ſarisfied, to pur in practice the 
moſt exquifire piece of Policy he ever made uſe of, 

He ſent him Forty Thouſand Piſtols, to buy Ne 
ceſſaries, and at the ſame time ſent him alſo the 
General Command of the Troops in Portugal; 
with Order to come to Lzsbon, and as High Confla- 
ble of rhe Kingdom, to obſerve the Morions of the 
United Provinces, which threatned Spain and Porth 
gal with a powerful Fleer. Bur he had ſenr the 
following Order, to D Lopes a Offio : Thou haſt the 
Command of the Naval Army, get immediately befare 
Lisbon. Dom Juan de Braganza has Orders to wiit 
the Veſſels ; as ſoon as he ſhall enter the firſt Gally, 
clap him in Irons, and immediately depart with this 
Priſoner to Cadiz, where I have appainted People t1 
convey him to Madrid. 

Don Lopes could not execute his Commiſſion; 
his Army was loft in the Engliſh Seas, and 'twas 
written in Heaven, That Don Juan ſhould live, and 
be a King, This Artifice having fail'd, the Duke 
had recourſe to another ; which was to _ 

Order 
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Order to the Duke of © Braganza, to viſit all the 
Forts on the Frontiers, where there were ſtri& In- 
junRtions to detain him. Bur he perceiving the 
ProjeRt of this Spaniſh Miniſter, knew ſo well to 
excuſe himſelf from undercaking this Buſineſs, chat 
he mace the defign of his Enemy to vaniſh this 
time alſo, and got leave to retire to Villa Vicioſa. 
Thoſe who. penetrated nor the Artifices of the 
Courr of Spain, were aſtonj{h'd atthe Accumulation 
of ſo many Favours and Honours on the Perſon of 
the Duke 3 afticming, che Court had Intentions of 
raiſing him to the Throne, or bringing him to the 
Scaffold ; in which laſt they were not miſtaken. 
Olivarez, who let ſlip no Occaſion of laying 
Snares for Braganza, grew the more obſtinate by 
the Difficulties he mer with. He ſent him a new 
Order to raiſe Troops, aud to lead them himſelf 
into Catalonia, for the Chaſtiſemenr of rhe Rebels ; 
this being of abſolute Neceſlity, aid he in his Ler- 
ters, for che upholding of the Spaniſh Monarchy, 
to which the Revolr of this Province cauſed great 


'EViſchiefs, 


The Duke obeyed in part ; he raiſed a confide- 
rable number of Troops at his own Charge; bur 
he rook care of his own Perſon. He wrore to 
the Court, to excuſe him from that Voyage, and 
added ro his Excuſes moſt earneſt Prayers; repre- 
lencing, That being fick of the World, he had re- 
tired ro his own Eſtate, to Jrad rhere a quier 
Life, free from the Vexations of Buſineſs; which 
obliged him ro encreart his Catholich Majeſty,ro grant 
him that Reft, which was the only thing he defi- 
red, The Duke de Briganza's Lerter drew no An- 
[wer from the Spaniſh Miniſter ; but his Deſigns 
were diſcovered; and the Nobility foreſeeing how 
likely they were to be brought under a more ftri& 
bubje&ion, began ro murmur, ſaying, *T was their 
Duty to rid themſelyes of thoſe Oppreflors, —: 
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had ſo long peeled them, and ſet up a new Form 
of Government. The Poor, who ſuffered ' moſt by 
the Taxes, were the boldeſt, and encourage the ref}, 
Some were for ſetting up an Ele#ive King 3 Others 
propoſed the raifing ro this Honour, the Family of 
Bragan za, who alone ſeem'd worthy of it. Some 
rhere were who were for putting themſelves under 
the Domination of France; and other Perſons of cre- 
dit among the People, were for a Democratical Go- 
verment ; and others again, were. for turning the 
Kingdom into a Republich. 

The Nobility were in great Perplexity in he 
Choice they ſhould make , for 'rwas not known 
whether the Duke of Braganza would receive the 
Crown, in caſe *rwas offered him again 3 for the moſt 
qualified Perſons of the Kingdom had propoſed irto 
him. | 

There was none but D. Gaſton Cattique, a Gentle- 
man as eloquent as ſtout, whom Heaven defign'd for 
rhe perſwading of this Prince, that could aecom- 
pliſh ir. He precended to fight a Duel with a Nephey 
he had ; whom having ſlightly wounded, he lefc Li 


bon, as a Man that had brought himſelf inco Danger; 


and wandring about from thence, uncertain, as it 
were, of.rhe place of Retreat he would chuſe, he 
went at length co Villa Victoſa 3; where having found 
Braganza in his Solitude, he thus ſpake to him : 

T bring this day a Crown, which the Nobility if 
Portugal preſents thee, and if thou haſt the Courage 
to recerve 1', we are ready to put it on thine Hrad. 
This Kingdom belongs to rhee, as the undoubted Heirf 
our Natural and Lawful Princes. If thou accepteſt of 
the Crown, the Kingdom juſtly belongs to thee ; andif 
thou dareſt not receive it, we will chuſe another Sove- 
reign of greater Reſolution, and who is willing ti 
command us. The Scepter ſhakes in King Philip" 
Hand, by reaſon of the Wars made againſt him fron 
{l Parts. Conſider, if thou receiveſt not at Po 
what 
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what Fortune preſents thee, thou wilt be obliged againſt 
thy Will to obey another : Neither the Nobility, the 
Clergy, nor the People, will any longer ſuffer the Arro- 
gance of the Caſtilians. It belongs to thee, at preſent, 
to declare, whether thou wilt retgn, and be a happy 
Prince. All the faithful Portugueſes breat h after thee, 
and deſire thee for their Sovereign, Refolve to accept 
of what is ſo advantageous, and let us alone for the 
executing of our parts, 

Don Jaan anſwered coldly to ſuch a bold Propo- 
ftion 3 more affrighted ar the Peril there was in ſuch 
an Enterprize, than flattered wich the Hopes of poſ- 
ſefſing a Kingdom. 

Bur in another Conference,wherein rhe Duke was 
rold, rhe Conſpirarors were reſolved to raiſe on the 
Throne another King, if he came nor to a ſpeedy 
Reſolution ; rhe Dutcheſs his Wife,who has a Man's 
Heart, 'and is more courageous than her tivsband, 
coming into che Converſation, thus ſpake to him 
with great Afurance : 

My Lord, the Catnolick King has ſent for thee a- 
gain to Court, at Madrid thou wilt certainly meet with 


;| hy Death, and in receiving the Crown which 1 offered 


thee, thou art ſtil! in danger of it : but if thou naift pe+ 
riſh, which way ſever thiu turneſt thy ſelf, is it mt 
more hynwrable to die a Kirg tn thigg own Cuntys, thin 
to die with Chams it a Priſon bythe hands of thins E- 
Remy. 

So couragious a Diſcourſe brought Dan Fun to a 
Reſolution 5 wherefore he ſent word to the Novilt- 
ty, of his readineſs ro convly with them. 

Tae Conſpirarors were ready at the hour appoi 1- 
ted for the Execurion of cheir Deſign, Being 
well armed, and each of them accompanied wirh 
a good number of young Men, who were to fol- 
low them. alrhough they knew not the Deſign. As 
foon as ever the Signal was given, they alt fer 
forth from che Places where they were aikmbled; 
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and thoſe that were farcheſt diſtant, joyned the nea 
eſt, and glcogerher ſoon poſſeſſed themſelves of t 
'Palace of the Vice-Queen ; they immediately m 
themſelves Maſters of the Guard, finding no reſi 
{tance from them, and this without ſpilling a Droz 
of Blood, or doing any Violence. They after 
wards cried out alrogerher, Long live the N 
King, D. Juan de Braganza, and let them die that g 
vern ill, They ſeized on the Vice-Queen, and en. 
treated her to retire into an Apartment, where 
ſheſhauld be treated with the ReſpeR due to a 
Princeſs, bur not obeyed as having Authority to 
command them. 

Vaſconcelli, who kiew himfelf faulry,and ro whom 
his Conſcience reproached his Crimes, in this mo- 
ment hid himſelf in a great Preſs, under an heap of 
Papers; where, having been diſcovered by an old 
Woman, he had immediately his Throat cur, and his 
Body thrown out at a Window ; where he ſerved 
for ſome time a May-game to the People, who left 
not one part of his Body free from ſome Mark & 
their Indignation. 

One of this Miniſter's Domeſticks threw himſelf 
Our at the ſame Window his Maſter was thrown ; 
not in a defign of following his Fare, bur of ſaving 
himſelf ; and he died without its being known whe- 
ther *was by his Fall, or the Muſquer-ſhot which 
he received. ; 

The Confederates with as little trouble ſeized on 
rhe Galleys and other Veflels'in the Ports, whence 
they drove the Spaniards; they after wards commat- 
ded the Vice-NQueen to retire. This Princeſs thought 
ſhe ought 1n this Occafion to infiſt on the greatneſs 
of her Birth; ſhe threarned the Confſpirators,and af- 
terwards flattered them, aſſuring them of the Cle- 
mency of King Philip: She ſer before them the great- 
neſs of his Power, and forgat not ro ſpeak of the 
Authority of his Fayouricte , who muſt needs - 
| my 
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much-offended in-his Occaſion; exaggerating the 
Offence committed againſt her, 'both as a Princeſs, 
and Depoſitory of the Catholick King's Power. But 
as well her Promiſes as her Threats were in vain; 
and ſhe her ſelf was art length glad to accept Condi- 
tions from them, who a while before, by Conni- 
vance from the Prince, might have executed an 
abſolute Power. 

In Eight Days time, all the Caſtilians were ſubdy- 
ed, or driven ouc of the Kingdom. All the Forts 
were rendred, without any trouble to the new 
King, except the Caſtle of Sr. Fobn; which having 
made ſome flight Refiſtance, was ſold for Forty 
Thouſand Crowns by the Governour. 

The Duke of Braganza appeared immediately af- 
terwards in the Ciry of Lisbon, where the People, 
ſoon ſhewed the AﬀeRion they had for him ; the 
Priſon Doors were ſet open, and all poor Debtors 
freed, and a great part of the Taxes taken off. 
Such an aſtoniſhing Succeſs, was attended with 
whatever might ſet forth the Joy of the People, 
who ſolemnized the Feſtival with the Sound of 
Trumpets, and the Noife of the Cannon, and by 
Shouts and Acclamations, which reached up to 
Heaven, whom the Portugueſes thanked for the Li- 
berty which they believed rhey had recovercd, This 
event was accompanied with ſo manv miraculous 
things, that the Wiſeſt as well as rhe Vulgar, were 
perſwaded, *twas mark'd in Heaven from all Erer- 
nity by the Finger of God. The Clergy, the Nobility, 
the Citizens and Peaſaxts, were profuſe in their 
Liberalities on this Occaſion, to give their new So- 
veraign ample Marks of their AﬀeRion, and even 
the Por hid their Miſery, that they might nor let- 
fon rhe Poblick Joy. 

The Spaniſh Veſſels which returned from the 
New World, which then entered inco the Ports of 
Portugal, remained at the Diſpoſal of the new 
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King, the Pilots not knowing what had hapned : {© 

that che Coffers of the Prince were filled thereby 
(as *ris ſaid) with ſome Millions. 

This King was exalted ro the Throne in the 
laſt Moon of the laſt Year; and wiſe Pec. 
.ple do hope he will reign very happily, all 
the Planers being roo well diſpoſed, nor ro make 
him finiſh his Reign with the ſame Fortune as he 
began it. 

The vigilant Portugueſes have ordered out ſeve. 
ral Veſſels, fill'd with good Soldiers, and neceſſ;- 
'ry Provifions,. to ſeize of Places and Ports, which 
this Nation poſſeſſes 'in the New World, and in the 
Eaſt Indies; and *tis ro be ſuppoſed, they will meer 
with good Succeſs, if Fortune prove. as favourable 
-ro them in Armerica and the Tndres,as the was to them Wl 
in Europe. 

As ſoon as the Duke of Braganza was proclaim'd Wi 
King, he ſent Manifeſto's into all Parrs, and diſpar- 
ched Couriers and Ambaſſadors, to give Advice of 
his Promotion, in the Courts cf France, England, 
Hi.lland, Swedeland, and Denmark, *Tijs not to he 
imagined the Joy which rhis Advenrure gave to the 
Catalmians. The King imparting to them whar had 
happened, offered them alſo his &fhitarce ; and 
theſe People anſwered him with the fame Offers, 
Ard this is the end of Sixty Three Years of the 
Deſpotickh Aurhoriry, which the Spantards have ex 
erciſed on the Portugueſcs. 

- The News of ſo ſtrange a Revolution having heen 
carried uncro Madrid, hear, and conſider we'l the un- 
happy Condition of th= Catholich Ring, ro whom 
his Favourite declared this News. 

Sir (aid he) I come to reicyce with your Majeity at 
the good News I bring. Tour Majeſty js naw become? 
Maſter of a conſiderable Dutchy, Dom Jvan de Era- 
ganm, has had the boldn-ſs to make himſelf he pros 
claimed King of Portuyalz has thertby faln into th! 
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Crime of Lxſz Majeſtatis ; All his Eftate belongs to 
you, and is dewolv'd tothe Crown, and his Perſon will 
ſoon be in your Power. 

Dom Juan was Son to Theodoſius Duke of Bra- 
ganga, Grandchild ro Donna Catharina,\who was che 
Daughter of Dom Duarte, Brother to Henry King of 
Portagal; and Philip II. King of Sparn took away che 
Crown from this Katharine, to whom ir 15 ſaid it did 
righcly belong. 

The Ticles he aſſumes, are, King of Portugal, of 
Algraves, Africk on borh ſides of the Sea, Lord of 
Guinea, of the Navigacion and Commerce of Athia- 
pia, Arabia, Perſia, and rhe Indtes. 

This new King js nor above 37 Years Old ; of a 
middle Srature, bur well proportioned 3 his Face 
marked with the Small Pox, his Hair inclining co 
Yellow, an Aquiline Noſe, high Forehead, lively 
Eyes, his Mouth indifferent great, and a Maſculine 
Voice, . His Carriage is grave, . affets great Mode- 
ſty in his Cloaths, is temperate in his Dyer, affable 
to all ſorrs of People, unleſs Slaves, and ſuch as he 
believes are Hy pocrites 3 and his common Word is, 
That mean Cloaths will keep cut the Cold, and ordinary 
Meats ſatisfie Hunger. 

This Prince is not much verſed in Books, is of an 
healchful Conſtitution, loves laborious Exerciſcs, 
eſpecially hunring, wherein he is neyer tired. He's 
alſo muſically given, and (o light ot Heel, that there 
are few People can cut-walk him. He is wortto go to 
Bed late, and riſe carly, as knowing that Sleep does 
take off much from Man's Life; and ro compleat 
his Happineſs, he has Children of both Sexes. His 
Wife is a Spaniſh Lady, of extraordinary Merit, to 
whoſe marvellous Couzage and good Qualities he 
owes his Crown. | 

The Kingdom of Portugal contains 120 Leagues 
in length, 4o in breadth, and has ſeveral Millions 


of Subjeats, comprehending thoſe in the Two 
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Indies. It has Three Archbiſhopricks, and Eight Bi- 
fhopricks, keeping ordinarily Forty Veſſels, which 


find Ports in Eight places of rhe Country. They. 


can mainrain Thirty Thouſand Foot, and ſeveral 
Regiments cf Horſe. The Revenue of this King- 
dom may amount ro Twenty Millions of Gold,reck- 
onming in the Riches which come from rhe Indies, 
Brafil, Angola, and ſeveral orher Iflands. 

The French Monarch will hold a good Intelli- 
gence wirh the Houſe of Braganxga. England will 
enter into an Alliance with her ; che Pope will 
concern himſelf on neither fide ; the ror, 
anited by Blood and Intereſt ro che Spaniards, will 
be an irreconcilable Enemy, but-unable ro do them 
any Hurt; and the States of Holland will find great- 
cr Adyanrape than all orhers in this ſtrange Revolu- 
tion. Thefe are the Senciments of choſe char pre- 
red to pentetrace imo the Fucure, and to know 
more thin others Atid'if it be rrue, that this new 
Sovereign has had, as all Men in his Place would 
have had, a ſecret deſire of being King; he has (o 
well concealed his Ambirion, that *cis to be ſuppo- 
fed he will prove a moſt Judicious Prince, that will 
uphold his Authoriry more by his Wiſdom .md 
Prudence, than by Force. The Juſt God cur ſhore 
the Courſe of his ill Deſigns, ſhould he have the 
courage and defire of revenging one Day the dearh 
of his Predeceflor, Dom Sebaftian, on the Faithful 
Muſſutmen of Africk.

The Chriſti- 
ans are Fools, who will not hence gather, Thar 
our Monarchs moſt certain Maxim, to reign with 
Autharity and perfe& Security, 1s, To —_—_ 
ſelves 52 feared, and not to be ſhie of ſjilling the Blood 
of thoſe who ſerve them ill ; wha are uſpeFed by 
them, or may prove troubleſame to them. 
of Mutes, which abide always in the Seraghto, rea- 
dy ta obey the leaſt Sign of thoſe who give them 
Orders ; maintain, —_ and rendet Fan 
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ble the Ottoman Power : For, the Empire weuld 
never he ar Peace, bur 13 continual Trouble, ſhould 
all rhe Sons and Nephews of our Sultans be (uffcred 
ro live: and we ſhould have a whole Nation of 
Princes, who would be always a biring, and rearing, 
and ruining one another by Civil Wars, as is often 
ſeen ro happen among the Chriſtians. Whence this 
certain Maxim is praiſed, That it 7s better it ſhould 
coft innocent Perſons their Lives, than not to deſtroy 
thoſe who may be Faulty.

Thou thar knoweſt the ſecret of this Tragedy,can'ſt 
cl] whether he was tranſported to that Exceſs, be- 
cauſe ſhe anſwered with great Havghrtireſs ro the 
Sultaneſs her Mother, who reprehended her on ſome 
Secrer Love ſhe entertained : If this be the caſe, 
ſhe died not innocent, and I have a great Curio- 
fity ro know the Particulars of ir. 

Burt do nor relate to me the unhappy End of his 
Two Brothers, Bajazet and Orcan, leſt thou make 
an Old Wound bleed afreſh. Poor Princes, whar 
Crime have they commitred, if cheir Brother 
reigns? Cruel King! how great was thy Inhuma- 
r.iry, ſeeing they obeyed without murmuring ? 

But Amurath was a dreadful Lover, who tamed 
his Paflions with a Poignard ; he ſtabb'd the moit 
heauriful of his Sultaneſſes 3 and for whar Reaſon ? 
The Chriſtians pardon him the Llood of his Bre- 
thren, which he ſpilr of his Siſter, and of rhe brave 
Fracardin, ſeveral Vizirs of his Friends, and ſo 
many brave Commanders, and il[uſtrious Perſons 
bur they will not pardon him the Death of a Mi- 
ſtreſs : for, rhey cannot conceive how a Prince, a 
Muſſulman, can play the Hangman, in ſuch a deli- 
cious place, where he. has nothing ro do, bur to 
think of giving his Love agreeable Marks of his 
- Paffjon. But you will cell me, perhaps, ſhe was S 
bol 
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bold as to wear in his Sight, Flowers and Perfumes 
which came from his Brother : Ir is certainly a greac 
Crime, nor to obey thoſe who have all Power to 
command us 3 bur *cis a greater Crime to lay on 
Commands, ro have an occaſion for Cruelty. They 
ſay, a man which does ſuch an ARion, is a Monſter, 
but I do not ſay ſo. 

Inform me what the new Sultan Ibrahim does, of 
his Humour and Inclination. Ir appears he is ſtill 
infirm, and ſtupified with his long Impriſonmentr. 
Whar Alcerations has his Entrance into the Empire 
produced? Will he be Sanguinary as his Brother 
was, or gracious and merciful ? 

Speak to me once, my dear Friend, with all 
Freedom, void of Diſguiſe ; Is he amorouſly en- 
clin'd ? T much value ſuch Princes, for they are 
generally mild ; and this Paſſion ſoftens them, 
how cruel ſoever they may be; makes them liberal, 
and Strangers to Coverouſneſs, that cruel Mon- 
ſter, which clouds and ſullics the brighreſt Vertues. 
| How many Perſons are employed to. chooſe fine 
Women for the-Seraglio, ro contribute to Tbrahim's 
Pleaſure? Happy will the handſomeſt Woman of 
Aſia be. But the Eyes of this Monarch will be 
made like other mens, which are not always allured 
with che greateſt Beauties. Hence iris, That we 
have ſcen in our Emperor's Seraglzo, Ladies which 
ſarpaſſed in Charms all ochors, and yer dicd Virgin', 
and negleRed by rhem to whoſe Pleaſures they were 
conſecrated, 

The Chiaus has only inform'd me, that Ibrahim 
appears ofren on Horſeback in the City, and ſeems 
a.juſt and merciful Prince, and deſigns to make the 
Shepherd Haſſein, Prime V:xzir ; he that was ſo 
long the Companion of his Priſon. *Tis ſaid, he 
ofren made ir his Employment to divert Ibrahim 
in his Confinement, by playing on his Pipe, and 
making him Diſcourſes wirchour Art and extream 
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mmnocent, of whar he did when he kepr Sheep. 
He old me alfo, that he ofren went for his Diver- 
fion on the Black Sea, ro take rhe Air, and enjoy 
char Liberty of which he was fo long deprived 3 
Thar he's alfo much delighred with the reading of 
Greek Books, rally Xenphon and Plutarch ; 
Thar he's very devour, though 'not ſuperſtirious, 
according to the Humour of the Deworees of our 
Law, who will have our Soveraigns be tmplacable 
Enemies eo the Chriſtians. if this be neceffary 
eo Salvation, ro perfecure a Religion comrary to 
Ours, what wHl become of a)! thoſe who are dead and 
never did it? I am of Opinion, That trze Holemeſs 
conſſts tn doing Good,and living in Chartty with all Men. 

The Iifidels, with whom I live at prefent, for che 
Emperor's Service, whofe SubzeQ I am, do glory 


in heir ſtri&t Obſervance of this Precept which is 


in their Rehgion, and they are happy if they 
keep it. Burref me, Doſt thou think our Empe- 
ror 1s hke to have Children, as 1s already reported, 
and that he cannor hve long ? They are not = 
che idle People ther talk ar rhis rare, bur thoſe 
whoſe Intereſt obliges rhem ro know, who 1s to 
be the Succeffor ; and many of rhe ſoljdeſt think, 
K will be the Krng of the Tartars, and that thoſe 
of the Race of Mila Honhrar will be excluded. 
This Race ts really Itluftrious, but every body 
knows not rhe Riſe of #. The Head of this Fam 
Iy, deſcends from Tamerlane ; thou knoweft the 
reft, and I will not diſpace with thee about Gene- 
alogres. | 
Whatever pafſes here below is ſo uncertain, thar 
thou may'ſt accufe me of Imprudence in djfcourfing 
of things ar this diftance 3 for, in Effet, Ibrabim 
may be a Father by this crime. Pray to God, who 
diſpoſes of Thrones, makes Races endure, or 
decay ; merit from him, by Faſtings and Prayers, 
and beg of him, that he would giye me the Grace

To the Reis Eftendi, Principal Secretary 


of the Ottoman Empyre. 


| Come bur now from learning an Adventure, 
which yer happened ſome days fince ; but all 
rhings are carried an with ſuch Secrecy in France, 
that it is almoſt impoſſible ro know any rhing before 
"ris made publick. 

There were apprehended here, in the laſt Moon 
of Fanuary, certain Ruffians, in rhe Habir of Her- 
mits, who were to aſſaſſinate Cardinal Richlieu. 

Theſe Wrertches confeſſed before the Judges, as 
ſoon as they were put on the Rack, their Intenti- 
on of killing the King's Favourite, becauſe he 
was no Friend to the Duke deVandome, who is Na- 
rural Son to the deceaſed King, Henry the Great. 
This Advencure has greatly ſurpriz'd the Court ; 
each Man ſpeaking of it according as his Intereſt 
or AﬀeQtion inclines him, The Duke of Vandome's 
Friends have declared themſelves againſt the Car- 
dinal ; And this Miniſter's Creatures have much 
aggravated this Arttempr, to render this Prince's 
Family more odious, and heighten the Cardinals 
Reputation : But, the Puke de Merczur, the Duke 
of Vandome's Son, rode immediately to Paris,with 
the Duke de Beaufort his Brother :. the firſt, incogni- 
te, to conſult his Friends, and the other, to pre- 
ſent himſelf ro the Cardine,,. to obtain = t - 

ather- 
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Father mighr juſtifie himſclf before the King, from 
the Accuſarion laid againft him. 

The Grand-child of Henry the Great, has ſince de- 
fired ro be confronted with the Hermits, aud has 
obrained itz bur his Deparcure at the ſame time 1n- 
ro England, has wrought much amazement. 

Some ſay, he has taken an unwiſe Courſe 3 and 
others ſay no; becauſe he could nor prudently ex- 
poſe himſelf ro the Teſtimony of ſuch Wrertches, 
who would not matter what they ſaid. 

However,theſe Hermits were publickly executed, 
and their Accomplices are nor yet diſcovered; nei- 
ther is it yet known, whether any perſons of Quality 
have had a part in the Conſpiracy 3 which 1s not 
the firſt charhas been carried on againſt this Favou- 
rice, and it's believed will nor be the laſt. *He has 
a great many Enemies; and the abſolute Autho- 
rity wich which he governs, by the favour of his 
Prince, will always raiſe him ſuch Adverſaries, as 
will either ruine his Forrune, or take away his 
Life. 

If I write not oftner to thee, thou oughreſt nor 
to think my AﬀeSRion ever the leſs. Ser down in 
thy Regiſter whar I inform thee, Let me havethy 
Friendſhip, and ProreRion in things which are juſt, 
and change not thy Opinion of me, till Iam chan- 
ged my ſelf,

| he wwe Mazarine, a Man about Forty five Years of 
Ape, of a ſolid Judgmenr,and incredible Perſpi- 
cacity 3 of whoſe Family I know-no more, bur that 
he 1s originally from Sictly, and born in Italy, in the 
chief Giry of ir, Rome ; is lately introduced intro this 
Court, He has, by his ingenious Carriage, gained 
the Favour and Confidence of Cardinal Richlieu x 
and he begins already to be employed, in the moſt 
important Buſineſs. Thoſe who make Refle&ions 
on the Aﬀairs of the World, and carefully exa- 
mine the extraordinary Talents of this Italian, 
are perſwaded one may expe great things from 
him ; yet however, the beſt way is not to be haſty 
in judging of the good or bad Qualiries of a Man. 
He has already been employed in Qualiry of Plent- 
porentiary for the King of France in Pemont, to 
negotiate an Accommodation between all rhe Prin- 
ces of the Houſe of Sawy.

though a Church-man. : 

It is mentioned inthe Treaty, That theſe Two 
Princes ſhall be received into the King of France's 
ProteRion : Thar if rhe Young Duke dies withour 
Children, and rhe Cardinal Marriecs, his Children 
ſhall be the Heirs of the Eſtates of Sava; and in 
defe& of thoſe, Prince Thomas's. 

"Tis. moreover declared in the ſame Treaty, 
Thar che King of Spain ſhall be ſought to, rouching 
the Liberty of the Wife and Children of Prince 
Thomas, who are detained Prifaners at Madrid : 
And he ſhall be alſo Glliciced, ro ſurrender the 
places he holds belanging to the Duke of Savey. 
And in caſe the Catholich Kin ſhall not reſtare them, 
and. ſet ar Liberry the Wit: and Children of this 
Prince, he ſhall be obliged ro ſerye againſt the ſaid 
King in the Army of. France, *Tis moreover in(er- 
ted among theſe Articles, That the Maſt Chriſtian 
King ſhall procure a Marriage to be made berween 
one of rhe Children of the ſaid Prince, with the 
Duke cf Longuevil's Daughcer, who is a rich Heireſs ; 


and chat France ſhall never make any Treaty with' 


Spain, without comprehending the Liberty of the 
Princeſs, and the forclaid Princes. 

King Thomas is now expected here; and it 1s 
ſaid, he will command the Army of France in Itely, 
againit che Spaniards, ir being certain,they will ne- 
ver reſiore what they have ance taken, neither will 
they ſer their Priſoners at liberty. 

Fhe Prince entertaining himſelf, ſome Days paſt, 
with che Ambaſſador of a Foreign Prince, ſaid to 
kim theſc words: When the Spangys ſhal reftore 
to the Duke of Savoy, the Places they keep from 


him,

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him, I ſhall willingly diſcharge my ſelf of the Burthen 
of the Government of thoſe I keep. And the Cardinal 
has publickly. expreſs'd himſelf ro this purpoſe : 
That his Maſter's Defign waz only to humble the Pride 
of the Houſe of Auſtria, and reduce it to ſuch a Condi- 
tion, as that its Neighbours might have nd fuch great 
cauſe of fear from them; ſeeing the leaſt Motion of 
theirs, raiſed Alarms among them , That his Endea-

ES and keep chem up in perperual Dil-

This Buſineſs will cauſe new Troubles in-[taly, 
) and thou ſhalt therefore nor fail of Intelligence of 
che Particulars. However, the Princes of Savoy 
are blamed by all che World, and charged with 
waar of Sincericy. Bur, this being almoſt a Rule 
amongſt the Chriftians, To obſerve their Word no lon- 
ger than they find their Advantage in it ; thou needeſt 
nor 
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not therefore much wonder at what theſe Princes 
have done : Whereby thou wilt know, That a mean 
Intereſt being the Motive that ſers them art work, 
and which is all their Reaſon of State ; he that will 
one day equally judge all the World, and can over- 
rurn all the Univerſe in leſs rime than he created ir, 
will deſtroy the little Powers of theſe weak Politi- 
cijans, who acknowledge the Law of the Nazarite, to

Coniraternitics 22000, Congregations of Secxlars 
2200, HKouſes of Ertcrtainment tor PHgrims 3000, 
46c00 Convents of Religious People ; ard of Vir- 
gins 13509 with 1352co Chapels, wherein Mals 15 
laid, as well as in publick Churches, as particular 
Houtes and Prifons. Ard 
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And afcer an exa& ſearch, this King found, 
that to ſerve ſo great a number of Churches, Mo- 
naſteries, Convents, Hoſpitals and Chappels , there 
were 12900 Religious Monks , Prieſts or Clerks ; 
amongſt whom there might be found 12400 Prieſt, 
which celebrate what the Chriftians call the Meaſ.. 
Aud, to maintain lo many People, *rwas computed 
that the Revenue for this amounted to 3000000 
of Raman Crowns, without reckoning the Alms 
which were diſtributed evcry day, which amount to 
che Suram of 400c000 of Gold. 

The curiofity.of this Prince went farther; he 


would know the Number of all his Royal Officers, - 


Govecnours of Provinces, Towns, Caſtles, and 
Citradels ; and, in fine, of all Officers as well of 
Sea as Land, Jud es, Juſticiaries of all kinds, 
and ofjfall choſe who had Patents from him or his 
Viceroys. And he found they were 83000 who 
were employed under Letters ſealed with his Hand, 
and 360coo who had chem figned under his princi- 
pal Miniſters. 

He would not know the Number of Perſons that 
lived in his States, left hedhould become too proud ; 
and to prevent his fall, ſaid he, into the Sin of Da- 
vid. Which he yet could not avotd 1n his own Per- 
ſon, as T have already ſaid ; God having (pared his 
Sabjz&s, who had otherwiſe ſufficzently ſuffered. 

One may now ſay, that this puiſlant Monarchy 
begins to be diſmembred by the lois of ſo many 
Provinces, Kingdoms, and Places ; and thar Philip I1.

The Cardinal deſigned by the Marriage of this 
Niece, to procure himſelf ſuch a puifſant Prop thar

Several affirm, this Prieft had Ambirion enovgh 
to give an Heir, who might one Day aſcend rhe 
Throne ; when 1c appeared by the Quetn's Bar- 
renneſs, the King cou!d have no Child - co ſucceed 
him. 

But the State of Affairs being changed, he rook 
o:her Meaſures; and thinking of having the Count 
In his Alliance, he cauſed the Propoſals of this Mar- 
riage of his Niece to be cftered the Prince, by one 
of his moſt intimate Confidents 3 who cftered him 
at the ſame time confiderable Sums of Money, and 
Digniries; to make him Heir of all his vait Eſtates, 
and to procure him.che greateſt Office 1n the King- 
dom, which is that of Conſtable.

Thou arr of a ſtrong Conſticurion, art a lo- 
ver of Pleaſures, ſearching them every where, 
wichout any thoughts of Death, who. will ſpare 
thee no more than others, whoſe Health is decay- 
ed ; for he comes taking great ſtrides tywards us all. 
Thou arr very fortunate, I muſt needs ſay, in con- 
ſerving in a Body ſo near Old Age, a Young Man's 
Spiric z which is far from my Diſpoſicion : For when 
chou art jn purſuit of Divertiſements, I am conti- 
nually chinking of Death; becauſe I believe 1 have 
lived too long.

camping, and no body could ever berrer draw up an 
Army for Bartel. | His-way of Retreat from 
anArmy er than his, muft needs be admired 
by all the World. He ever choſe good poſts3/ and 
when once he was poſſeſs'd of rhem, he knew well 
how ro keep them 3 fo that he was never defeated, 
whatever Forces his Enemy might bring againſt him, 
He has deſtroyed Fourſcore Thouſand Men,in dHic- 
rent Rencounters, and Swedeland glories in having 
above Six hundred Standards, He was ſo like King 
Guſtavus, thar they have been often” raken for'one 
another. He was never coverous ; butiwas obſerved Pa; 
to be a good Husband, Among ſo many Occaſions 
whereio he fignaliz'd himſelf, what he did when the 
Swediſh Army was worſted ar-Norlinge, is moſt re- 
LIES markable 
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markable ; he preſerved the Reſt, rhough wholly 
forſaken by the Allies; and fo ordered the Matter, 
that he raiſed freſh Troops almoſt in an inſtant, and 
gave his Party Time and Courage to riſe up: And, 
this is all I could learn of this Great Captain, whoſe 
Repuration has given thee Curjoſity. 

Although Don Duarte de Braganza, the new King 
of Portugel's Brother ſerved with great Reputation 
in the Emperor's Army ; yet 'tis ſaid,the Spaniards 
had been very urgent with this Monarch, to make 
him be apprehended, as ſoon as ever they heard the 
King his Brother was raiſed to the Throne. Bur 
*«15 ſaid,the Emperor was ſcandaliz'd with ſuch a Pro- 


poſition, alledging this would be againſt the Rules 


of Hoſpitality : But the Empreſs's Confeſſor found 
ſuch Reaſons in his Divinity, as brought over che 
Emperor to yield, he ſhould be delivered into rhe 
Spaniſh Mmiſter's Hands, who conduRed himwith a 
very ſtrong Party to the Caſtle of Milan; whence 
he 15s not like co ſtir out,till his Brother ſhall reſtore 
the Crown of Portugal to Philip IV. of Spain. 

I fhall write what remains behind, to the Kaima- 
han, who has the Honour of being thy Lieurenant ; 
rhar I may not tire thee, who art to be reverenced 
as the Inftrument of che Wills of the Maſter of 
Lights, and all whoſe Hours are deftin'd to the Go-

What I have ro ſay on this Subjet, has happened 
from the beginning of che laſt Year; and I now're- 
latc it, becauſe I forgar ro do it when the thing 
happened : And T will inform thee, before I enter 
on the Matter, what obliged heretofore the Kings 
of France to ſet up this great Seat of Juſtice. 


The ancient Kings of France gave it Authority of 
approving and verifying the Edits and Declara- 
tions which they ſhould make, witch was a Bar 
which theſe wiſe Princes -would fix between the 
Pcople and the Sovereign Authority. Whence 
it appeared, that Monarchy was mix'd with Arzfto- 
cracy; without which, the Wife have thought, that 
States could no: long ſubſiſt, And the Princes of 
this Age have fubmitted to a Tribunal re-eſtabliſhed 
by themſelves the Reſolutions thev rake ;, to the end 
they may diſcharge chemiclves roward Fod,to whom 
taey are accoumadle, as well as other Men; ard, ro 
obtain Confidence from their -Sabjefts, -4n raking 
from amona{t them Arbicers to regulace them. 
Yer they have ever reſerved the Ltb-r:y of making 
ne of their abſolute Power, as is {een in their Let- 
rers Patents, where they forget not to inſert theſe 
Words, {| For ſuch is Gur Will and Pleeſure.} 
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Theſe Monarchs alſo thought hereby to have found 
out 4 way to defend themſelves from the Imporeu- 


_ nities of the Grandees, who ofren demanded ſuch 


things which could not be granted wirhour Preju+ 
dice to the whole Kingdom. - 

The Authority of the now reigning King-being 
out of danger of being ſhaken or ts, this 
Monarch having his Exchequer well ſtored, - has 
valiant and experienced Caprains, ſtour Soldiers, 
and numerous .Armies, and. goud:;Fleers-of Ships 
at Sea 3 whereby he would. make, known ro this 
puiſſant Tribunal, Thar if ic had- been ſer up 3s 
aſſt rhe Kings by irs Counſels when required, yec 
ir muſt nor pretend, that ics Decrees ſhould become 
Laws to their Sovereigns. He went to the Yarlia- 
ment with all the Marks of Grandeur with which 
he 1s uſually atrended on theſe Days of Ceremony, 
and with ſuch a great Company of.

their Birth ! Thou haſt loft rhe greateſt parr of 
thine Eſtare 1n the Fire of Conſtantinople, and Death 
has deprived thee of thy ſecond Husbard. FT was 
bur-a' Child when my Father dyed, ſo thar T could 
not judge then of thy Grief; neither was I ſenfible 
of my own Loſs. Now that I am a Man,l enter in- 
to thy Sentiments, I ſhare in thy Grief, and ſhall do 
all I can to comfort thee. 
'& Þ Thou 
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Thou haſt loſt thy Firſt and Second Husband,and 
thou haſt reaſon to affli& rhy ſelf, If the firſt was: 
an honeſt Man, *tis certain the other loved thee 
extreamly : And the Charms of rhy Countenance 
have not a little ſerved thee to acquire the Aﬀe&tion 
of theſe rwo Husbands, which thou kneweſt how to 
keep by thy Complacercies and blind Obedience to 
their Wills; and by ſuch a prudent Carriage, as,one 
may ſay, thou wouldft force them to love thee, 
hadſt thou not done ir by 'the Charms of thy 
Beauty.

Thou ſttrreſt me 
up to do Good, and encourageſt me to ſuffer, and 
become ſerigus enough to renounce the Pleaſures of 
the World, ſeeing thou traceſt me a Way ſo neceſſa< 
ry co walk in; jn order to arrive at Heaven.: . Þ did 
not believe, indeed, 1 confeſs it, thou wertiendued 
with that Conſtancy, 'and was afraid thou would'ſt 
change,bur,ſeeing thou haſt rhe Courage of keeping 
thy Reſolution, and enduring all che Incommcdi- 
ouſnefs which is ro be met with in that kind of Life 
which thou haſt embraced; I am ſorry for my Sufpi- 
cions, and profeſs I haye all due Eſteem for:chee. I 
love thee as much as one honeſt Man ouphr tolove 
another, | who, having found bur. rhe 77a God, has 
ran imperuoufly afcer itz and who has paſt imtmed- 
arely from a ſofr and volupcuous Life, ro the Seve-.

The Golden-Key in Spain, which the great Lords

Happy was A'cient Rome, whoſe Citizens were (0 
wiſe, that being adviſed to turn the. Front of their 
Houſes on thar fide where they could nor be obſer- 
ved by their Neighbours, they anſwered the Archi- 
ret; We rather deſire our Houſes may. be overlook'd 
tnto, ' becauſe we do nothing wherein we fear 4. Sur- 
prize. Whereas Modern Rome,on the contrary, may - 
be termed Unhappy, wherein there are not enough 
Gares, and Porters of them, to conceal what is done 
in the moſt retired places of cheir Palaces. 

Ic is in this Cicy, where : Luxury grew to that 
height under the firſt Emperors z.tharallMens Stu- 
dies were, to find out new Pleaſures.

leaces. Here are ſo many great and ſmall Thieves, 
ther ſhould rhey be puniſhed, as they were chaſtifed 
in S752, where the ſame Puniſhmenc is impoſed on 
him that is robbed, as he that robs ; this great 
Town would be ſoon unpeopled, or becofne a Pri- 
ſon to an infinite Number of People, who would be 
found faulty. 

May it pleaſe the Great God, who ſhould be ado- 
red by all Creatures, to incline the Great Prelate 
(afrer thou arr delivered from the Burthen of the 
Fleſh,) co place rhee among the number of rhoſe, 
for whom the Church has a pious Veneracon ; and, 
reſpeR thy Aſhes in ſuch a manner, as I hope, thy

HE Books of the Arabian Geber, are not ;to be 
found in that Language which thou defireſt 
them-in ; I have ſought for them, believe, in above 
rwo hundred Book(ellers Shops, and there's not'one 
of them knows, they were ever tranſlated into the 
Tongue. in which thou wouldft have them. 

'Tis naw ſame inmne. fince theſe Books have. been 
common-in France ; and rhere are ſeveral: Ferfors 
who apply themſelves to Dr. Geber's Science ; bu: 
there's no Tranſlation of them into any of the 
Common Languages.of Europe, When I enquired 
for this. Boak, the Bookſcllers asked me ſeveral dif- 
ferent Queſtions 3 and eſpecially, Whether I 
ſought for Receipts to: prolong Lite; Some there 
were, who asked me grinning, Wherher: my Defign 
was to fix ſome Volatile Deny 3 and others anſwe- 
red. the Queſtian I made rhem on the Book of the 


learned Geber, only by a Silence, accompanied with 
' ſome 
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Tome Smiles; and ar the ſame time putitng, inro 


my Hands a Book, and ſaying to me, Here's what you 
bok for 5 This is what you want, Monfieur Ahbo: : 


' Anti this Book treated of Impoſſible Things 3, Of 
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the Quadrature of the Circle in'Geometry ; of the Phj- 
loſophers Stone in Chymiſtry ; of the Perfeion of the 
Orator in Rhetorich ;, of a Republick, ſuch a one as 
Plato would have in his NN: and, of the Per- 
petual Motion in the Mathematichs. | 

I did nos ſeemro yy capes moved ar theſe Mer- 
chants Dealings with Mme; but I found a.very ho- 
neſt Capucin, who. put me in hopes of recovering 
the Geber thou ſeckeſt; for he affured mc he ſaw ir 
in Chaldee, or in the Egytian Language, ina Learn- 
ed Man's Library,withour giving meany Encourage- 
ment to think it may be purchaſed, becauſe he thar 
poſſeſſes it, is. not-needy of Money. 

Thou wilt nor, perhaps, be diſpleaſed, ro know 
whart this Religious told me concerning Chymyſtry ; 
and he appearcd to me, not only to have Learning, 
but Experievce. He aſſured me there were m 
Pars alone, ſeveral Thouſands of Men that applied 
themſelves ro this Exerciſe 3 and, that there are 
above Four Thouſand Authors who treat of this 
Science : That King Geber was the moſt knowing 
and cleareſt in his Expreſſions; and yet there are 
none bur ſuch as are real Philoſophers and wholly 
bent to the} Study of Nature, that can eaſily under- 
ſtand him. Whereunro he added, there were ſe- 
veral People who laboured with great Patience, bur 
few with-thoſe Qualifications which are neceſſary 
to find Succeſs : He affhirm'd, that ſpeculative Know- 
ledge is fruitleſs; that ore muſt have a long Pra- 
Rice, and continual Exerciſe :. that mcſt People 
labour tona purpoſe, becauſe they do not take Na- 
ture for their guide, no more than the, Operations 
ſhe makes in Minerals; becauſe, according to Geber, 
the Principles of the Arr, ſhould be thoſe of Na.

-TJ"I'S about 60 Years, fince D. Sebaſtian, King 
of Portugal, died in Africk,, by the Hands of 
the Moors; and yer his SubjeRs will believe him 
ſtill living. 
He parted from Lzsbon inthe Year 1578. in the 
nof re-eſtabliſhing on his Throne Muley Me- 
hemet, Cheriff of Africh , whomhis Unkle Multy 46: 
delemeltch would bereave of his Kingdom z burih ef- 
fe, to endeavour ar the making himſelf Maſter of 
His Army confiſted of a Thouſand Sail, well fur- 
niſh'd with Proviſions, few Soldiers, but a great 
many Nobility. This Prince was not ahove 25 Years 
of Age, when he formed this Enterprize; he was a 
ſtrong bodied Man, of a moderate Srature, bur 
well ſer; his Hair was yellow, his Eyes grear, and 
full of Fire; his Courage was: not inferiour to his 
Scrength; and he had no violent Inclination to 
Pleaſures, which generally rake Mens _ off 
rom 
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from gallant A&ions; he was: remperate in. all 
things; yet very forward in Unde and al- 
ways firm and unmoveable in greateſt Dangers. He 
was 2 great Husband of his Revenues, employing 
them in his Subje&s Defence, or-to the Increaſe of 
his own Power. He was agreeable to all thoſe thar 
waited on him; -and in the freeſt Converſarions, 
he rook care nor to diſoblige any one by ſharp Rail- 
lery or diſtaftful Sayings; and ſo merciful"was he, 
that. he avoided all' Occaſions of condemning his 
SubjeRs to Death. He paſſionately loved Warz but 
"ris — the Expedirion into Africk, wherein he 
, came from Spaniſh Counſels. 

D. Sebaftian was kill'd in fighting with an Invin- 
cible Courage. -- The Moors ſay, That his Enemies 
were ſo charmed with his Courape, / that his Death 
drew Tears fromitheir Eyes. | CES 

He was forſaken by his own; mortally wounded 
near the right Eye-brow 3 and pierced with Darts 
in ſeveral Parrs of his Body, He had no Wound 
in his Head, becauſe he was armed ; but he had a 
great one in his Arm, which ſeemed ro come from 
a' Masket-Bullet. *Tis ſaid, he was-buried& im the 
Field, near-a Moor, without any Ceremony; Pray- 
ers, or Company of his Relations, or Subxts. And 
this was the end of this Great King, who made all 
Africk ar firſt co rremble. 

Although the Moors rejoyced at the Death of fo 
puifſant an Enemy 3 yet his Friends bewailed his 
Misfortune: The Kingdom of Portugal celebrated 
his Funeral in a Magnificent Manner; and, the King 
of Spain proffered ſeveral Thouſand Crowns for his 
Body, ro bury kim in a manner an{werable ro the 
Dignity of his Birch and Merit; and that Four 
Kings have ſince ſupplied his Throne ; yer was there 

found a Man bold enough to maintain in the Face 
of all Italy, rthar he was really D. Sebaſtian King of 
Portugel. He preſen:ed himſelf at Venice in an Af-

WE hear of nothing now-a.days but Wars 
and Confpiracies, Seditions, Treaſons, In- 


fidelities, and Revolutions of State, and ir is in 
the Kingdoms of Vice, wherein theſe Plagyes of 
Heaven make theſe Diſorders, I mean, inthe. Chri- 


flians Countries. Infidelity reigns among the Peo- 


ple of Catalonia, England, and Portugal; che Revolu- 
rions which have hapned in Barcelona have no Ex- 
ample; the Defiance or che Challenge of a Subje&t 
ro a Ring, as is that of the Duke of Sidonia to the 
King of Portugal, as his Brother-in-law, and his 
Enemy, does equally ſurprize all the World. We 
have reafon to think, - that God is augry with the 
Chriſtians, 
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Chriſtians, when we conſider Flanders, Germany, 
Italy, and the Frontiers of . Spain peſtered with 
Wars, which they make one againſt another. The 
Animoſiry of moſt of the Great People of France 
againſt the Cardinal Favourite, induces them to lay 
Plors againſt his Life;zwhence we may ſec,that Great 
Places are good for nothing, bur ro expoſe Men to 
Great Dangers.

I had ſcarce taken my Pen from the laſt Word, 
when a flaſh of Lightning dyed all the Pa 
pers and Books, on the Table whereon I now 
write, as black as Soot ; whereof this ſcorch'd 
Paper may be a Teſtimonial, which I ſend 
enclofed. Obſerve but the Colour and Smell, It 
and thou wilt ſay, *Tis ſtamp'd with the Mark 
of the Thunderey, *'Tis that whereon I. had 
begun to write to thee ; but, ths! thirlty Fire, 
at a.Moment, dick'd vp all the Ink, 1o that the 
Impreſſion is wholly effac'd. 

The Reaſon of their calling me out of mp 
Bed was, togo to Prayers with. them, accor-

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Stars appear'd; but, round'the Brims of the 
Awizon , a growing Bulk of Clouds: encom 
paſſed' the Earth, ſpouting forth- Catarats of 
Fire from "oppoſite- Parts. One: would have 
thonght, they were impregnated with Bombs 
and Carcafſes, and that ſome Armies were im- 
battelPd in the Atr, 

After this, as if theſe had been the Heralds of 
the laſt and ftierceſt Combat, the Clouds drew 
up into a Point, and mingiing with each 
other , ſhot forth ſuch Snowers of Fire, as 
made the World look like a Furnace.

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I am almoſt deaf with the Bells, which are 
rung in every Church of this City on this Ac- 
count. It bersg the Opinion of the Nazarenes, 
that this Note will chaſe away the Tempelt, 
with all Evil Spirits that infeſt the Air. And 
this Opinion is grounded , on the Ceremonies 
which are uſed at the Conſecration of their Bells, 
For, the Bi/4op, or, in his Abſence, the Preeft, 
hallows them with a kind of Baptiſm , and a 
Form of Prayer ; wherein, _—_— other Peti- 
tions, they defire of God, To endue them with 
a Virtue co reſiſt the Dev4s, 

I am no Friend to Superffiticnn, neither da 
I give much Credit to Charms; yet I cannot 


deny, but the ringing ſuch a vaſt Number of 


B-l's, muſt needs cauſe a violent Concuſſion 
of the Air, evento the diſperſing of the Clouds, 
and producing a Calm, And Experience aſſures 
us, that this is the common Effet of a Bait 
tel, whichif it-happen in Tempeſtuous Wea- 
ther, yet the Diſcharge -of many Thouſand 
Great and Small Shot, has quieted the Storm, 
and huſh'd the Elemeis into a very ſerene 
Condition, , 

Though this Noiſe of Bells be very trouble- 
ſome, in a Time when People fhould rake 
their Repoſe, yet here we are uſed to it in 2 
leſs Degree, every Nightthroughout the Year, 

For, the Chriftians Law, requires the Der- 
z#ſes to riſe at Midnight, to ſay their Prayers 
1n their Chappelsz and, ſome are ſo devout 


and regular, as to make this their conſtant. 


Cuſtom; fo that aſſoon as the Clocks have 
itruck Twelve , the ſmall Bells in ſome Cun- 
vents 
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vents begin to jangle. About Two or Three 
Hours afterwards, other Feligious Houſes ring 
their Bells, and ſo continue at certain Hours 
Day and Night all the Year round.

For,it ſeems to me unreaſonable, 
ro debarr thole who believe the H4/ory of thi 
Goſpel, the privilege to read it in what Language 
they pleaſe; whether this of Images and #F

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LETTER IX 


To the Kaimacham. 


T HE preſent War betwixt Fratice and 

Spain , however begun, ſeems to be 
carried on by a Principle of Hogour, rather 
than of Enmity. Theſe two Nations are per- 
fe& CAntipodes to each other in Their Humours, 
yet this Averſion between them, is diſcover'd 
more in Peace than in War, The Queſt of 
Glory has invited many brave Men on both 
Sides into the Field ; and, the Hero's ſtrive to 
conquer each other, by Cizlaties rather than 
by Arms. 

Catalonia and For;ſſilan, were the Stages 
of this War, in the Beginning of the Year 3 
where the Mareſchal de Brezc, and the Sicur 
de la Moibe-Houdancourt, combated with all 
the Hardſhips of the Winter, as well as with 
Val:ant Enemies. The Rigcur of the Seaſon 
did not cool the Courage of theſe Generals, 
nor divert their Zeſolution from taking the 
Field. All the Country appear'd like a frozen 
Lake, and there was no Place for them to 
encamp, blit in deep Snows or Ice : yer, 
for all theſe Diſcouragemen's, the Marc- 
ſchal de Breze block'd up Perpignan, a Town 
of great Strength in Fouſſilon, Whilſt the 
Sicur de ls Moutke kept the Arragenians 1n 
Play, and baf'd the Enterpiiſes of the Caſti> 
lizns, having given them two Signal Defeats. 
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Theſe ſucceſsful AfRions of the French Ge. 


o:eals, inviried the King their Maſter. to piye 
-them a Viſit, being very defirous to take Per. 


pignan, and ſettle the Afﬀairs of Catalonia. He 


therefore ſends another Army under the Come 
-marid of the Afareſchal de 1a M:/lerage, which 
:he ſoon followed 'in Perſon, _ 


There was now a generous Envy saifed be- 
eween ſo many Great Commanders, every one 
ſtriving to . advance himſelf in the King's E. 
fleem by his Services. And the particular Me- 
rits of the Sicur de Ia Mythe, drew a fayours- 
ble Eye on him. The King made him Ma- 
reſchal of France 5 the Staff which is the Badge 
of iis Office, being preſented to him by che 
Mareſchal de Breze at Barcelona, to the gene. 
ral- SatisfyCtion and Joy as well of the Catal 
n121s 4s the French. 

This Honour was conferr'd on him, pre- 
ſently after the great Victory obtained over 
the Spaniſh Forces, at Ville-Franche in Cata- 
Toma, | | 

In the mean while, the Mareſchal de M-ſic- 
raz, inveſted the ſtrong Caſtle cf Coliuwbre, 
which was ſurrendered to him upon honourable 
Terms, by the Margurſi of Mortare, General 
of the Spaniſh Horſe Reefilion, and Govere 
aour of that Cattle. 

The King fluth'd with Conqueſts and Suc- 
ccfſes, would not ſufer his Army to lie idle, 
but 1n good earneſt laid cloſe Siege to Pers 

ignn. 

Yet ſuch was the Generofity of this Prince, 
that befarc he ined the Force of his Cannon, 
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he ordered the Mareſchal de Meſleraye, to ſend 
a Herald to the Marqueſ; de Flores, Governour 
of the Town, to put him in Mind of the great 
Streights the Beſieged were in for want of Pro- 
viſions, of which His Majeſty was nor ignorant ; 
and, that there was no Hopes of Relief from 
the Marqueſs de Povar, General of the Spa» 
nh Forces in Arragon, there being left a- 
live but a few Companies of all his Army, af. 
ter the great Defeat which was g:ven them near 
Ville: Framche, 

He offered the Governour all fair and good 
Uſage, if he would ſurrender before Things 
came to Extremities; and, to convince him of 
the entire Loſs of the Spanz/S Army, (ro which 
he truſted) he promiled ſafe Condutt to any 
Officer of the Garrifon as far as Tirragone, 
where Jay all the little Remnant of the ,@rra- 
genian Army , that ſo he might inform and 
aſſure himſelf of the bad Condition the Spani/h 
Aﬀairs were 1n. 4 

This favour was received with much Ct. 
vility by the Marqueſs de Porar, who retur- 
ned Humble Thanks to the King for ſo gene- 
rous 2.Condeſcention, aſſuring him withal, 
that the Garriſon was nct reduced to thoſe 
Streighrs as was pretended, but that he never- 
thelefs accepted His Majeſty's ſafe Conduct to 
a Meſſenger ; entreating him, that he would 
permit him'to go to Fadrid, tnat ſo the King 
of Spa:n might have Advice of his Circum- 
ltances.

The Miniflers of State here} are the Sepu!- 
chres of News, they bury all in Silence. 

This 1s the Reaſon, that I ſometimes have 
been forced to ſend thee an Account of many 
Events, long after they happened. My laſt 
Letter was an Abftrat of the French Coi= 
quells in Catalonia, from the. Beginning of the 
Year, to the Moon la(t paſt, 

After the King of France had retired from 
the Camp before Perpignan, the  Flareſchal 
de _Mecſlcrage applied himſelf vigorouſly to 
perfet the Batteries, Redoubts, and other- 
Works. . Whilſt the King .of Spain was __* 
|; Y 
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ly perplexed with Cares and Anxieties, for this 
Important Place. 

The Extrenuties to which it was reduc'd, 
haltened *his Preparations of an Effeual Re- 
lief, He ſent Orders to 'the Marquiſes cf 
Terracuſe, of Legancz and Flortare; to raiſe 
the Flower of <Arragon and Caſtile. 

The Piceryy of Naples, furnithed out a Confi- 
derable Fleet; it being the Catholsck King's 
Reſolution, either to Succour Perpignan, and 
raiſe that Siege, or take Barcelona by Way 
of Reprizal. 

In the mean while, the new Mareſchal de 
ls Mythe, fluſh'd with the late Favour he 
received from his Maſter the# French King , 
and ſpurr'd on with the Thirſt of Glory , 
entered like a Torrent with his Troops into 
Valentia , Which at that time lay naked and 
unguarded, | 

The firſt Thing he did, was to ſurprize a 
Convoy of the Marquis of Leganezy who were 
carrying an extraordinary Piece of Canon to 
Viveras, 

The French broke through the Foot, withtheir 
accuſtomed Fury, and killed more than Thirty 
Horſe, taking as many Priſoners. They ſentthe

with another of equal Burden, -

Tt great Preparations which Sultan 1bra- 

kim is making by Land and Sea, affords 
a Subje&t-of Diſcourſe to all Chrifendom ; but 
adminiſters a ſpecial Occafion of Jealouſie, to 
the Zepublick of Venice. 

They look on his declared Intentions to In- 
vade Malta,only zs a Cover or Cloak to his real 
Deſigns upon themſelves ; being confirm'd in 
their ſuſpicion, by the Complaints which the 
Sultan mace to Soranzo, their Reſident at the 
Port, When he delivered himſelf with an Air, 
that expreſſed far deeper Reſentments than his 
Words. 

Nor can the Artificial Strains of Courtefie 
whuch 
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which are uſed toward the Befadent, blind or 
cancel the apparent Aﬀront and Contempt which 


he received from the Aaimacham ; who refuſed 


to give him Audience after ſome hours Atten- 
dance, though at the ſame time Prince Ra- 
gotskis Envoy, was admitted at the firſt Word, 

Taele Confiderations, with others of like 
Nature, have ſufficiently alarm'd the Penetians ; 
ſo that they are making all the ſeaſonable Pre- 
parations that are requiſite, tooppoſe the Tor- 


rent of the 0:toman Fury and Rage, which they . 


apprehend is to be poured on them. This,they 
perform with all imaginable Diligence and Se- 
crefie, being neither willing to give a juſt Ground 
of Jealouhe to the Sultan, nor yeto be ſur- 
prized unprovided,. 

There have lately-been extraordinary Con- 
ſuleations in the Senate about theſe Aﬀairs,. 
ſome diſapproving theſe Warlike Preparations, 
others promoting them : One Party judging,

being like to-prove ſo profitable to them. Among 
the reſt of the Senators, Signior Grimalds made

King, being then an Infant in his Nurſe's Arms, . 
whilſt his Elder Brother and Heir of the Crown 
ſtood by. The Old Man, after his Comple-- 
ments to the Father, takes the Infant Prince in - 
his Arms, and beſtows his BenediRion on it, 
in theſe Terms, Hail, Royal Babe, Heir bf.

I will not therefore make thee melancholy, 
with a Rehearfal of my Fears and Apprehen» 
fions, my Wants and Diſcontents, with other 
doleful Circumſtances of a Priſon. I am now 
at Liberty, Let Sadneſs vaniſh. Yet, Tjhave 
not ſo fergot my late Grief, as to be now exceſ- 
five in my Joy ; ſince I am liable to- the ſame, 
ora Worſe Diſaſter agaia. It is never good 
to be ſecure, while we are ignorant what's 
the next Portion that Fate is tempering for 
us, Moderation keeps a Man upon his Guard ; 
and, if any Stroke of Misfortune be aim'd at 
him, ifhe is aware of the Blow, and ſo canei- 
ther dextrouſly ward it off, or at leaſt rake 
Honourable Quarter :. Whereas, he that ſuffers 
himſelf to bedifloly'd, and his Mind unbent

So, this Wathke People, inſtead of 
being dejetted, or made timerous by any 
Defeat given to their Armies, are rather in- 
flam'd with more aftive and valiant Reſolu- 
tions ; as will appear, by the Repulfe given 
them by the Duke of Bavaria, not many | 
Moons ago. | 

As ſoon as that News artived in this City, 
one would have expected to have ſeen ſome 
Tokens of Fear in the People ; but, it wrought 
a contrary Effect, No Tears of Women and 
Children, no compaſſionate Sighs for their 
flain Hasbands, - Fathers or other Relations ; 
no dowa-caſt Looks, or ominous ſhaking of 
Heads; no melancholy Whiſpers or porten- 
tous Stories, were murmur'd in the he of 
the Multitude : But, all Things appear'd 
lively and: proſperous ; the very Women ex- 
citing the Young Men to liſt themſelyes Sol- 
diers, and the Boys. in the Streets _ 
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all their Paſtime conſiſt, in imitating the Mer 
of Arms, and learning the Dz:/e:p!ine of War. 
There was noneed, to force Men to the Field. 
No ſooner was the King's Intention to raiſe 
New Forces divulg'd in the Provinces, but 
Thouſands came voluntarily and took up Arms ; 
chuſing rather to ſeek Honoucible Deaths in 
the Toils and Hazards of War, than 40 lead 
Inglorious Lives at Home, in the ſoft Enjoy- 
ments of Peace. 

Theſe Things appear'd to me, as certain Pre- 
ſages of the Riſing Greatneſs of this Moxarchy, 
and an Evident Sign, that the French Nation 
in this Age, ſhall out-do their Anceſtors in 
WWarlike Deeds. 

The Stage of that Bloody Combat , be- 
tween the Forces of the Duke of Bavaria, 
and thoſe under tte Command of Mareſchal 
Turenne, Was Mergentheim. Since which there 
has been a more tierce Encounter between the 
French and Imperialiſts at Allerſheim. Where- 
in the former, have recover d the Honour 
they ſeem'd to have loſt in the Spring, ow- 
ing much to the Bravery of the Land- 
grave of Heſi=Caſſel ; who, with his Regi- 
ments, had a conſiderable Share in the Acti- 
ons of this Day; and therefore, has been 
preſented with Magnificent Gifts by the 
Queen=-Regent. The Bavarians loſt in this 
Battel, nn Two Thouſand Common Sol- 
diers, beſides many Odicers of Note. Oa 
the French ſide, the Duke of Enguien foto 
had newly join'd his Forces to thoſe of Tu- 
renne) was wounded. in *he Arm, with Two 

4 other 
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other Commanders. Monſieur Grammond was 
taken Prifoner ; but, honourably treated and 
ſent away with Preſents by the Duke of Ba- 
waria, together - with Inſtructions about a Neu- 
rrality ; who is exchang'd for a German of 
equal Quality. 'Thes French have alſo loſt in 
this Batrel, above a Thouſand of the-Com- 
mon Soldiers ; ſo that their Victory coſt them 
dear. 

The Duke of Enguien, notwithſtanding his 
Wounds, marches on rhe next day with his 
Army to Norlinghen, offering to that Town a 
Neutrality, and Liberty for the .Gatriſon to 
march out, which conſiſted of Three Hundred 
Bavarians. But receiving a fierce Anſwer from 
the Governor, he cauſed the Approaches to be 
made in order to an Aſſault, which was begun 
that very Night, and a Breach made in the 
Walls; upon which, the Inhabitants were 
forc'd to intercede with the Dukz, that there 
might be a Ceſſation of Violence till the next 
Morning, promiſing that then the Soldiers 
ſhould turrender at Diſcretion; which was 
done accordingly. 

"There he tarried Eight Days , to reficth 
his Army. Then he marched to Dunkenſpule, 
which was defended by a Garriſon of Five 
Hundred Bavarians. He tooke this place by 
Storm, yet gave Quatter-to the Soldiers, who 
laid down their Arms, and yielded them- 
ſelves Prifoners. Leaving a Gartiſon of Three 
Hundred French in the Town, he remov'd 
his Forces, toward H-i/brun. But, in regard 
this Place was detenged by Fifteen Hundred 

Men, 
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Men, he forbore to afſault, and only Quar- 
terd his Army in the Neighbouring Vik 
lages. 

Since that time, which was abour the middle 
of the laſt Moor. there has keen no conſider= 
able Action kerween the Fren þ and the Ger- 
mans. Yet, thois who pretend to be vers'd in 
Military Afaus, laugh at the ill Condutt of 
the Arch-D:i:ke Leopold ; who, when he had 
the French ſhit up in a Narrow Sereizht, 
through which it was tnpotGble for rhzm to 
paſs, but by fingle +:!cs, nepletted that Op= 
portunity to cut them vt; deferring the Vt 
Ctory (wheteot he was tov ſecure) till the 
next day, by t«\-afon of the preſent Wearineſs 
of his Soidiers. Jn che mean time T.irenne, 


with his whole Army, paid the Str-zphe in 


the dead of the Night, and came to Fh:lipſ= 


bargh. 

This Overſight of the General, is much 
talk'd of ; becauſe, had he purſu'd his Advan- 
tage, he had. not only entirely defeated the 
French, but, in a!l Probability, falling with 
the whole Force of the Empire on the Suedes 
he had likewiſe vanquiſh'd them, and fo pur 
an. end to the War. But, it ſeems, as if 
the Inſcrutable Providence had determin'd to 


infatuate the Minds of the Germans, and, 


reſerve thoſe Two Potent Nations, their 

Enemies, to be a farther Scourge to the Em» 

ire.

T AM weary of writing News of Battels 
and Sieges to the Grandees ; and, I know, 
thou ſeldom troubleſt thy ſelf with the 
Care - of Foreign Tranſaftions. Beſides, I 
have no cettain, Intelligence of Moment to 
communicat. But, I can- acquaint the with 
ſomething more agreeable to thy Studies and 
Genius. 

Here is a Man in this City, who was not 
born Blind , but by ſome 11l Hap loſt the 
Uſe of his Eyes. Yet, Nature ſeems to have 
recompens'd that Misfortune, in the Exqui- 
fireneſs of his Feeling. -Thou wouldſt fay he 
earried Eyes in his Fingers Ends ; ſince he 
diſtinguiſhes thoſe things by his Touch, 
which are the only proper Objects of Sighe. 
Beheve me I think there can be no Deceit 
or Confederacy, whereby he might __ '0- 
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thers, inſtead of being (ſo himſelf, I ſaw him 


muffled up with a Napkin which cover'd all 
his Face, then divers Pieces of Eaſtern Silks. 


of various Colours, were laid on the Table be- 
fore him. Hefeir them atrentively; and told _ 
us the Colour of each Piece exaCtiy, I, who 


was nzver over-credulous of extraordinary 
Pretences, ſuſpeRing that either the Fineneſls 
of the Linen which veil'd his Face, might 
ive him ſome Glimpſe of the different Co- 
ours ; or, that ſome By-ſtander, with. ap- 
pointed Signs, might inform him ; caus'd all 
the Company to withdraw, excepr a Leained 
Derviſe, who was intimate with me. We 
threw a thick Velvet-Mantle over his Face, 
which reached down to his Navel, girding 
it about his Waſte, ſo as to leave his Arms at 
Liberty, Then I procur'd ſmall Shreds of 
Silks, ſuch as I could conceal in the Palm of 
my Hand : Theſe I causd him to touch 
with his Fingers, brought up as high as his 
Chin, ſo that *twas impoſſible for him to ſee 
them, had he had the Uſe of his Eyes: Yet; 


he made not the leaſt Miſtake in five (ceveral . 


Colours. We chang'd the Order of the Silks, 
and ſometimes gave him the ſame Picce four 
or five times together; yet, as ſoon as he 
had felt it, he readily told us, * I was the ſame 
Colour. 

I tell thee, O learned Ha/7, ſuch an un-- 
common Experiment, afforded me Matter 
both of delight and wonder. I concluded 
from hence, That Nature is no Niggard in 
her Gifts, but ſupplies the. defeRs lr” = 

ene, 
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Senſe, by the ſuperabundant Accuracy of ano- 
ther. We ask'd this blind Perſon, by what 
Diſtin&ion he thus knew one Colour from ano- 
ther, without the Help of his, Eyes. He was 
not able to. expreſs the particular Manner of this 
diſcriminating Senſation ; but only told us in 
General, that he felt as much Difference be- 


tween the Red Silk and Black, as he had for-- 


merly done, during the Enjoyment of his Eye- 


' Sight, between the Silks of Perſia, and the fine 


Linen of Ewope : Which, thou knowelt, are as 
different to the Touch, as fine Paper and Vel-

Thou that daily pryeſt into the Faculties of 
Humane Bodies, art beſt able to judge whether 
this Man's Excellency, lay in the Tenuity and 
Fineneſs of his Skin, the Subtlety of his Sp- 
rirs, ot. ſome unuſual powerful, yet delicate 
Energy of his Soul ; or, whether it conſiſted in 
all theſe together, 


The Derviſe who was with me, ſeemed not 


much to admire at this rare Quality of the Blind 
Man : Telling. me moreover, that about Ten 
Years ago, in his Travels, he had ſcen a Blind 
Statua”'y at Florence, who undertook to make 
the Reſemblance. of an Image, in the Chief 
Temple of that City; Which he finiſh'd ſo, 
much to the Life, that his Work could no 
otherwiſe be diftinguiſh'd from the Original 
than by rhe difference of the Materials, zbat 
being Alavalter, his white Clay ; which he ſq 
temper d and mowded with his Fingers, as he 
continually felt of the other, that no Lincament 
was teft uncxprels'd, 
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Indeed, when I reflefted on our Mutes in 
the Seraglio, and the 'unaccountable Sagacity 
with which © they. apprehend thoſe Word, 
which they never heard, I ceas'd to be ſur- 
priz'd at what I bad ſeen the Blind Man per- 
form, or what the Dervi/e had ſaid of the Sta- 
tuary. IT remember in Sultan Amurath's time, 
there was a Mute, in whom the Grand Signior 
took infinite Delight. For, Beſides a Thou- 
ſand pretty Geſtures and Tricks, with which 
ſhe uv'd to divert: that Prince, he often: made 
her his Secretary, employing her in Writing 
Letters to his Baſſa's and others, whilſt he di- 
(tated to her by Signs. Although the could ne- 
ver receive the Sound of Words, nor utter any 
that were atticulate; yet I have feen her 
tranſcribe a whole:Chapter in the Alcoran, con- 
taining a- Hundred and Seventy Verſicles, in as 
fine a. CharaGter, as the moſt celebrated Seribes 
of the Empire ; and, when the had done, would 
explain what ſhe had thus written, by Signs, 
which made it evident that ſhe perfectly un= 
derſlood the Alcoram. 

Theſe are rare Gifts, my Friend ; yer, were 


all the Mutes Educated with as much Dis: * 


lgence and Care, as was Saqueda, (iv was the 
call'd ) 'tis poſſible they would attain to 
Treater Perfeftion, I have been told, that 
er Tutor, one of the Learned'it -Men- in A4- 
abia, beſtowed twenty Years in Teaching her 
his Method of Reading, Underſtanding and

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This puts me in mind of a Man, who waz 
bred a Mahometan, but being taken Captive 
by the French, embrac'd their. Religion ; not 
in his Hearr, but only in outward ' Profeſ- 
fion, When 1 firſt -came to: Paris ,' I fell 
into his Company by accident , and under-_ 
ſtanding that he was an African, I defired to 
'ask him ſome Queſtions ; but he was Dumb, 
ſo that IT hald almoſt laid afide my Hopes 
of converſing with him ; till perceiving that 
he moy'd his Lips, and open'd his Mouth 
as one that was Talking, I offer'd him Pen, 
Ink and Paper; making Signs to him, that 
I would gladly know his Mind in Writing, 
He accordingly writ in More/co , That he 
was ſtruck Deaf and Dumb about Eigh- 
teen Years ſince ; telling. me alſo, the Place 
of his Nativity, and how he came hither,

Ottoman Empire. But, all this came to No: 
thing ; that wary Queen ſuſpe&ing that there 
was a deeper Deſign in the Courtſhip of this 
Old Fox : And, that by ſuch a Match, the 
Kingdom. of Suedeland, in Default of the Iſſue» 
Real, might be ſubjefted to a Foreign Crown. 
However, it is eaſie to apprehend from this, 
That if the Poles maintain at Preſent their Ac- 
cord with the Sublime Port, 'tis for want of 
Strength to break it ; and , that they only 
wait an Opportunity, to make ſome Potent 
and: Firm Alliance, which may ſecond the 
Deſigns formed by that Coure, againſt the Firſt

Remain firm in thy Szatzon ; and, Tet neither 
he Tempeſls of War, nor the Convulfions of 
State, which are the too frequent Products of 
Pezce, ſhake thy Conſtancy.

Such Tenderneſs is never ſhew'd to the In- 
vincible Ottoman Generals, neither would they 
eſteem it a Favour, but a Diſgrace. When 
they go to the Wars, they make no underhand 
Leagues with the Elements to ſpare their 
Bodies ; but, are refoly'd to combat with 
Cold, Heat, Hunger, Thirſt, and all the 
Hardſhips to which Soldiers are liable, as well 
as with the Swords of their Enemies.

People ſpeak variouſly of the Duke of Enr- 
2uien's Condutt in the Battel of Allerſheim. His 
Crearures extol his Valour and Experience 
with Hyperboles : Whilſt his Enemies endeavour 
to leſſen his Reputation. Some ſay, he owes 
his Revocation to the Queen's diſlike ; others 


attribute it to the extraordinary Concern ſhe has 


for his Health. But, ſuch as would ke eſteem'd

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the Wiſer Sort, ſay his Return is voluntary 
and ſought by himſelf, ſcorning to hold his 
Commiſſion any longer at the Pleaſure of Cards- 
dinal Mazarini; who, 'tis thought, firſt pro- 
cured him this Employment, only to have him 
out of the Way, and take off his Application 
trom the Domeſtick Aﬀaits of France. Thele 
are the Diſcourſes of the People at preſent, 
who yet perhaps may change their Opinions - 
before the Sun goes down. They will always be 
cenſuring and difcanting on the Actions of 
their Superiors; few being willing to think 
their Tongues were.given 'em to lie Idle. It 
is but a Little Member, but often does Great 
Miſchief by its Activity, One of the Ancrents 
.gave no good Character of it, when he call'd 
it a Demon. Yet, we are not bound to be» 
lieve all that the Philoſophers ſaid. op gave 
the moſt impartial Account of this Member, 
-when he ſaid, "zwas the Beſt and the Wotlt. 
Sometimes I fit filent many Hours together ; 
'not for want of Company ; (for here's a Glut 
of that in this Populous City) nor, becauſe I 
know not what to ſay, (for I could ſpeak a 
great Deal more than 'tis fir for others to hear) 
but,that I may ſtudy with leſs Interruption,how 
to ſerve my Great Maſter, For much talking 
enervates the :Judgment, and evaporates the 
Mind into Air. Beſides, by thus practifing Si- 
lence in Private, I-learn the Art of reſtraining 
my Words in Publick, when it is requiſite to 
promote the Ends'at which I aim, *Ti1s not for 
.a Man in my Station, to be open and talkative; 
ut to diſtinguiſh Perſons and Seaſons ; ro un- 

| derſtand 
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derſtand the due Stops and Adyances of my 
Tongue ; ſometimes to ſay Much in a Little, 
at other Times to ſay Little or Nothing at all ; 
but ever ſo to ſpeak, as not to lay my elf 
naked to the Hearers ; yer to ſeem a very frank, 
open=hearted Man, in what I Diſcourle of. 

* I would not have thee conclude from what: 
T have ſaid, That Mahmut uſes any Reſerve to 
the Miniſters of the Divan, who are Mines of 
Science and Wiſdom, and can eafily diſcern the 
Heart through the moſt artificial Veil of Words, 
But it is abſolutely neceſſary for, me, ro uſe Dit - 
ſimulation in this Cours ; teeming many times 
Ionorant of what I really know, that I may 
not be thought to know more than they would 
have me. I was never yet lo indifcreet, as to 
publiſh any Secret that was committed to my 
Charge 3 whereby I have gained great Conhfi- 
dence, with Men who delight to unboſome 
their Intelligence.” They eiteem me a Man of 
Integrity, and fit to be truſted. Thus am 1 made

That Night the deſigned Watch was 
firſt ſet, ir fortun'd, that the Card nal being in 
the Co:mteſſes Chamber, her Maid, (who was 
privy to this Amour) overheard theſe Spies, 
ralking to each other concerning her Lady 
which made her more attentive (being in a 
Place where ſhe could not be ſeen) till heh 
ſhe plainly diſcovered, That they lay in wait 
to find out who it was that had been ſeen com- 
ing out of the Chamber, She quickly ac- 
quaints the Coynteſs with this News. She con- 
ſuits the Cardina! what was belt to be done to 
avoid Diſcovery, In fine, it was agreed be- 
rween'em, That the Counteſs ſhould put on the 
Cardinal's Diſguiſe, and he a Suit of her Clothes; 
That ſhe ſhould go our at the uſual Hour of his 
Retreat, -and walk in the Gardens ; That, if 
examin'd, the ſhould pretend, this Diſguiſe was 
to guard her from the rude Attempts of Men, 
who if they found a Lady alone in the Night- 
Time, would nor fail to offer ſome Incivilities ; 
that ſoon after her Departure, the Cardinal 

ſhould 
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ſhould I forth in her Dreſs, and ſhift for him- 
ſelf. This was perform'd accordingly, The 
Gangs walk'd into the Gardens in the Cardi- 
naſ's Diſguiſe, followed by the Spres, whilſt he 

oes to an Intimate Friend's Houſe, (an Italian, 
whoſe Fortune depended on this Minsſter) and 
changes his Female Accoutrements, for the pro- 
per Apparel of his Sex. The Counteſs having 
walk'd about half an Hour in the Garden, was 
ſeiz'd on by ſome of the Guards, under ſuſp;ci- 
on of ſome ill Deſign. She was carried before 
the Queen, and examin'd. She then diſcover'd 
her ſelf, begging the Queens Pardon, and teb- 
ling her, That a particular Devotion, had oblig'd 
her to take that Courſe for ſeveral Mornings ; 
but, if it offended Her Majeſty, ſhe would ho!d 
ber ſelf ay oa with, and would forbear. 
The Queen ſeeming ſatisfied with this Anſwer, 
diſmifled her, Thus the Amours of the Cardi- 
nal and the Counteſs, remain'd a Secret; and 
there are but three Perſons (beſides themſelves) 
that know any thing of it; among which 
Mahmut is one. 

Thou ſeeſt, I!luſtrious Miniſter, that the Re- 
putation of my Secrecy, has gain'd me the Coi- 
fidence of one of the Cardinal's Privads's ;

when they were his Captives ; his [nviolable 
Friendſhip to Epheſtion, whillſt living, and- the 
affetionate Tears he ſhed for him, after his 
Death. Yet, they condemn: him of cruel [n- 
gratitude, for Sacrificing Clitus to his Choler, 
and the Fumes of Wine,: who was a Faithful 
Friend, a Valiant Soldier, and once had ſaved 
his Life in a Battle. They cannot paſs over the 
Burning of Perſepolis, without ſome RefleQi- 
ons on the unmanly Softneſs of this Warriour; 
who, to pleaſe his Concubine, gave Orders, 
that the Faireſt and: moſt _— City in 
Aſia, ſhould be ſet on Fire.

of the Fews, who was by other Princes thought 
to value himſelf too high, for building tae 
Temple: of Fernſalem*of the ſame Materials.

ſutn'd to Aſhes this Phanix of Aſia, the Con”

Tyrus was ſituated above Half a Mile 1n 
the Sea, when the Macedonian demanded a Sur- 
render. © The Citizens truſting to the Strength 
and Height: of the Rock whereon they lv'd 
(for, *twas a perfe&t TI/land) and to their Dt- 
ſtance from the Shore of the Conzinent 3 bid

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Defiance to him, whom God had ordained to 
ſubdue all Nations, between the. the Extremi- 
ties of India and the P:/qrs of Herculeg.. The 
Congierour, enflam'd at; their Refulal:ok offerd 
Peace, prepares for an Aﬀſault. He attempted, 
without the Mzracie of Moſes, to make a Path 
for his Army through the Sea. - He tollow'd the 
Steps of the Babylonian Monarch, who, not 
Three hs before, had joyned this'Proud Neſt 
of Merchants tothe Firm Land. Twice his 
Induſtrious Soldiers rais'd a Cauſey, -above the 
Waves, to the very Walls of Tyrus-;: and .as of- 
ten was their Labour defeated, by the Watch» 
ful Tyrians.

I tell thee, 
I not only read Plutarch, Livy, Tacitus, Jeno- 
phon, Polybius, with many other Hiſtorians that 
were Pagans, but I improve by their Writings. 
Such rare Examples of Vettue, fuch Illaſtrious 
Patterns of Juſtice, ſuch ſolid Precepts of Mo- 
rality, as theſe Authors abound with ; cannot, 
it my Opinion, hurt any Man, who deſires to 
ſquare his Life by the belt Rules. 

I read alſo the Poets, whoſe Fables and 
Parables, ſeem to me, but to veil many excel- 
lent and profitable Maxims of Human Life. 

The Story of the Birth of Typhen, his Warring: 
with Jupiter, and his final Qverthrow ; denotes 
the monſtrous Riſe of Fa&ions in a State, and 
their Ruin.

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The Tyelpe being employ'd by Jupiter in 


making Thunderbolts, and killing Zfculapivus, 
for which they themſelves were afterwards flain 
by 4pollo ; intimates the Uſe, which Sovereign 
Princes make of Cruel, Covetous and Unjuſt 
Officers : Who when they have fulfilld the 
Pleaſure of their Maſters, are abandon'd 
them, to the Reverge of "the Oppreſs'd Sub- 
jects. This is commonly experienc'd in all 
Monarchtes, and eſpecially in the Mighty Em- 
pire of the O/mans ; where the Baſſa's, though 
the Grand :Signior, for the Ends of State, cons 
nives a While at their unjuſt Oppreſlion of the 
Muſſulmans under their Government, yet in due 
time, to ſhew his Abhorrence of their Villa- 
nies, conſigns *em over to the Executioner. Thou 
knoweft, to whom the Bow-+ſtring was ſent laſt ; 
I wiſh his Succeſſor may not equally merit it. 
Afteon's being devoured by his Dogs, only 
for ſeeing Diana in a Bath ; might have ſerv'd 
asa Warning to V/eph, the Black Eunuch, who 
could not reſtrain his Tongue, from babling out 
the private Amours of Sultan Ibrahim. It was 
Danger enough to know the Secret ; but, ro 
divulge it, was a ſure way to incur the Re- 
venge of the Prince. 
ot much unlike was his Error, who tho” 
he did not report to others, yet had the Pre- 
ſumption ro check his Sovereign to his Face, 
and reproach Him with Luxury. Had he been 
acquainted with the Fable of Endymion and the 
Moon, it would perhaps have taught him, That 
it is not the Part of a Favourite, to take Notice 
of his Maſter's ſtol'n Pleaſures, but rather to in-

GEveral Diſpatches have been lately ſent be« 

tween this Court, and that of Suedeland ; 
containing rather Matter of Compliment, 
than any Thing of Great Importance. Queen 
Chriſtina has been very Il, which bas occa- 
!tion'd Lerrers of Condoleance trom rhe Queen- 
Regent of France. | 

Thoſe which come from that Part, fay, 
That General Torſtenſon is made a Cont ; and 
the Dignity entaild to his Poſterity, in Re- 
compence of his Eminent Services ro the Sye- 
diſh Croton. | 

Theſe Letters add, Thar there have paſsd 
ſome high Words, between Monſieur -Chanut, 
and the Suediſh Secretary -of State, And, 
that the latter, in going our of the Chamber 
where they diſcourled, laid his Hand upon 
his Sword , ' with thefe Words: Monſieur 
Chanut, Were it not for the Fence which the 
Law of Nations has rais'd about your 'Perſm, 
T would anſwer you 'in another Language, To 
which Monſieur Chan't replied, That the wore 
a Sword, to deferd himſelf and hn Private 
Honour, as well as any Suede in the King- 
dom. 

The Occafion of- this - Quarrel- was , the 
great Reſort of Roman Catholick Strangers to 
Monſicur Chan:t's Chapel, which gave = 

gu 
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guſt ro the Suedes, who allow not the Ex- 
erciſe of the Roman Religion within their 
Territories. They caſtrate all rhe' Prieſts of 
that Communion,” whom they find ; and pro- 
ſecute the Laity with rigorous Penalties. 
Bat, Monſieur Chanut pleaded the Law of 
Nations: And, when the Secretary rold him, 
That the Queen permitred him and his Fa- 
mily the Liberry of their Religion, bur defired 
him not ro admir any other Perſons of what 
Nations ſoeyer ; This Miniſter replied, Thas 
he could not receive as a Favour or Permiſſion 


from her Majeſty, the Liberty of Exercifing his 


Religion ; ſince, he held it only of his Maſter, 
the King of France, who had ſent him thither, 
and, that he would not Lg the Door of hs 
Chapel, againſt any that would come im ; 
That their Law, which according to their own 
Calcule, was made above Tivo Tho'ifand Tears 
after the Foundation of their Eſtate, could not 
abrogate the Law of Nations, which is Erer- 
nal: That this Perperual Law, gave on 
lar Privileges to certain Perſons, and eſpect= 
all to the Miniſters of Foreign Princes : That 
thiir New Law, ſuch as it was, being only 
made .to.-maintain the Publick' Worſhip, 7e- 
ſpefied .jnot what was done in the Houle of 2 
Foreign Miniſter, by 4 Special Privilege ; it 
' being of no Conſequence to the State, whether 
ſuch Foreigners ſerved God or not , or whether 


they worſhipped Him in a Right or Wron 
Wa: _—_— Suede OW his Chapet 
byt only ſome French who were Sojourners in 
the Land : That they did not uſe the Suedith 

> arr ©. | Ams 
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Ambaſſadors ſo in France, who admitted whom 
they pleaſed into their Chappels. That the Houſe 
wbere he now divelt, was the Houſe of 'the Kin 
of France; ' and that therefore, he could not fo 
Conſequence refuſe any Carholicks an Entrance 
2nto it, eſpecially ſuch as were born Subjefts of hy 
Maſter : And, in Fine, That it was very Rude, 
zo oblige him to be the Executioner of this ſevere 
Law, m requiring him to ſhut his Doors upon his 
Countrymen againſt the Common Laws 'ef 
Hoſpitaliry , zhe Honour of a Publick Mini- 
fter, and 'the Pleaſure of the King his Soye- 
reign, 

To this the Secretary made ſomething too 
tart a Reply. Whereupon, Words increa- 
ſing berween them, and the French Ambaſſa- 
doy being reſolute ro affert his Privilege , 
the Secretary. broke our into a Paſſion , as 
I have before mention'd; laying ' his Hand 
upon "his Sword, as he was leaving the 
Room. _ 

The Suedes, are Naturally a ruggid, ſurly 
People, as are all the Norebern Europeans. 
They are Strangers to Civility, and the Gen- 
rile Addreſs of the French. Yet, rhe Queen, 
when ſhe heard of this: Paſſage, ' was an 
with her Miniſter, and excuſed his Rullench 
ro Monſieur Chanut ; telling him, + That the 
Secretary was 4 Faithful Servant, but had ben 
educated among the Bears of the Forreit, 

This purs me in mind of a Szory, which the 
French tell of another Ambaſſador , whom 
Lewis XII. ſent-ro the Conrt of Spain. The 
Spaniards are of a hauglty Temper, expect- 

, 1ng 
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ing more than ordinary Submiſſions, from thoſe 
who approach the King's Preſence. ' his Am- 
baſſador, on the ſame Ground, was required to 
do ſeme Homage, which would nor confitt 
with the Inftrutions of his Maſter ;- and there- 
fore he refuſed ro comply. The King of Spazr; 
thinking to put him our Counteriance, ſaid 
aloud, What ! has the King of France, no other 
Men. in his Court, that 

Fool-as this? T o which the Ambaſſador replied, 
My - Maſter has many Wiſer Men than my ſelf 
about him , but, to'ſuch a King, ſuch-an Ame 
baflador. 

Thou wilt not perhaps approve ſuch Rail- 
lery as this ro Crown'd Heads, who ought ro 
be treated with Revyerence and Gravity. Yer, 
I belieye, thou wilr condemn the Cruelty of a 
Duke of Muſcovy, who, caulſed- the Hart of a 
Freich Ambaſſadour to' be nailed to his Head, 
for fitting covered before him.. This is con- 
rrary to the Genius of the Eaſt, who abhor to 
ſee a- Man bare-headed.

et HE Criticks , who ſpend their Time, 
and manifeſt their Wir, in diſcanting on 
the Court and the Grandees, find perpetual 
Matter of Diſcourſe concerning Cardinal Ma- 
zarini, His daily Actions, furniſh them 
with New Themes ; and ſometimes, they re- 
hearſe the'Old. They compare him wirh his 
Predeceſſbur Richlien, and with Cardinal Xi- 
menes, a Spaniſh Mmifter. They term theſe 
Three, the Trinity of Chriſtian Stateſmen ; 
Thus diſtinguifhing their: Perſond! Chara» 
ters: Richlieu, they ſay, was Crafty, Co- 
vetous, and Revyengeful ; Ximenes was Poli- 
rick, Severe, and Valiant 3 Mazarim is Wile, 
Merciful, and Liberal. 

The Firſt made good his Character, they 
fay, in heaping up ſuch: Prodigious "Freafares ; 
in railing all thoſe of his Fami!y or Depen- 
| dance ro the H#yheſt Honours; 1n occaſion- 
ing the Voluntary Baniſhment of the Queen- 
Mether ; in ruining whomſoever he ſuſpected ; 
and finally, in making himſelf ſo much the 
Maſter of all Secrets, that the King, how- 
ever diſguſted and averſe from him, yer could 
neither ' fit ſafe on his Throne without him 


when Living, nor venture the —— 
; 0 
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_ ofthe Publick ro-any of his Creatures when 


Dead. Thus ſpeak they of that Great M:- 
r:fter, 

As"to Cardinal Ximenes, they fay he diſco- 
ver'd rhe Qualities which they aſcribe to him, 
in the Method he took to raiſe himſelf ro thar 
envied Greatneſs ; which was, by ſeeming to 
ſhun rhe Honours at which he ſecretly aim'd. 
For, being 'a Devoted Derviſe, or Religious 
Friar, he appeared ro be the molt Mornty'd 
Man of the whole Order : Which being taken 
Notice of, he was made Provincial ; from 
which Dignity, he made bur one Step more to 
the Purple: And, growing Eminent for his 
Abilities, he was made the Firſt Miniſter in 
the Court of Sparn. 

He 'levy'd Sixteen Thouſand Men at his 
own Coſt, invaded Barbary, ftorm'd their: 
firongeft Cities, and reduc'd rhe whole King- 
dom of Tripols and Algiers ro his Mafter's 
Obedience. 

Whilt he was at the Head of his Army, 
one Day there happened a Muriny among his 
Soldters. A certain Fellow, running up and 
down between the Ranks, and exciting ther: 
to chaſe a New General, ſaying, It was a 
Shame to ſerrce a poor-ſpirited Friar : The 
Cardinal 'ving this, ſtepp'd to the Fellow, 
and, with one Blow, ſever'd his Head from 
his Body. This ftruck fuch a Terror into all, 
that from that time; there was not the lcait 
Tumutr or Diſorder in his Army. 

They fay, he was in the End poiſon'd by 
cating of a Fiſh, of _ a Friend of his re-

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ceiy'd Intimation on the Road, as he was riding | 
ro the Place where the Cardinal was at Dinner. 
Bur, he came too late, to prevent the Effects 
of the Poiſon: For, though the'Cardinal was 
bur 4ult riſen from the Table, yer he began to 
void Blood by his Ears, and the Extremirties 
of his Fingers ; and, in a few Days, drew his 
Laſt Breath.

His Iwo Fore-Teeth of .the Upper Jaw, 
grew fo {ar out of his Mouth, that he was 
call 'd, The Eccleſiaſtical Elephant. :T he Sutures 
of his Skull were fo cloſely indented , that 
there was no more room for 'Tranſpiration 
of rhe Grofſer Vapours, than through the 
1mo{t Sc:id Part of the Bone. On this Ac- 
count, he was ever troubled with the Head- 
ach ; contrary to Cardinal Richlieu, who never 
felt any Pain in that: Parr, -becauſe he had rwo 
little Holes in his Crown, | through which the

Theſe are the Remarks which are made 
on Cardinal Ximenes, As to Mazarins, they 
ay he ſurpaſſes both thele Miniſters, in the 
exquiſite. Moderation of his Temper : And, 
comes ſhorr of neirher, in the Contrivance or 
Succeſs of Afﬀairs ; - being, ſolid in his Coun- 
ſels, ſecret and ſwift in their Execution, He 
has this 'alſo peculiar in his- Conduct, thar 
none are more {ure of his Favour, than thoſe 
who bave done him Injuries. , He is Magni- 
fick in his Expences; buildmg Palaces, that 
may vie with the moſt Celebrated Structures 
of the Ancient Romans : A curious Collector of 
Choice Paintings and Sculptures ; __

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the Houſes, with Utenſils of Cedar, Ebony, 
Siler, . Gold and. other Ornaments befitting 
the Palace of a King : Liberal beyond the Ex- 
pectarion of his Friends and Servants ; yer, 
not to Profuſeneſs: He was a wonderſul Sas 
gacity 1n diſcovering Cheats and Impottors ; 
and, no leſs Dexterity, in diſcerning Men of 
Merit, though never ſa much obſcur'd - by 
Misforrune. | 

Nor long ago, he catch'd a Gentleman in a 
Crime, which expos'd him- to the Laughter 
and Contempr of the whole Cort, bur nor to 
| the Cardinals Hatred. He had been recom- 
mended to this Miniſter, by a Lady of the 
Court, for whom he had a great Eiteem. On 
which Account, :he had tree- Acceſs ro the 
Cardinal's Prefence, and would always mix 
With his Retznue. | 

Bur, his Curious Patron, had obſerv'd 
ſomething in his Carriage, which gave him 
Ground of Miltruſt.

The Parifiens give an odd Reaſon. for this 
Plague, They fay, That in former Ages, a 
certain Magician had undertaken to. free "this 
Cty from all Venomous Creatures; and, that 
accordingly, he had made ſeveral Images of 
thoſe Animals, annexing to them Enchant- 


ments, and hiding them in obſcure Places 


under the Earth ; promitfing alſo, that ſo long 
as thoſe Images remain'd untouch'd, Paris 
ſhould not be. moleſted with any Hurtful 
Thing. This ſucceeded according to his 
Words ; till, at a certain time, as they were 
digging up the Foundations of an Old Temple, 
the Work-men found ſeveral Brazen Images; 
fome reprefenting a Bat, ſome a Lizard. 
They making ſmall Account of theſe Magical 
Relaques, fold them to the next Brazier tor a 
piece of evan : Who, being ignorant allo 
of the bidden Force of theſe. Images, my 
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ed them down for his own Uſe. And, ever 
fince thar time, the Ciry has been ovyer-run 
with Bats and Lizards, | 

I relare this to thee , in regard I have often 
heard thee ſpeak of the Ancient Statues, that 
were in the Atmidan at Conſtantineple, and 
in other Parrs of the City; particularly of 
that Pillar, which had Three Brazen Serpents 
winding about'itz which, when Mahomet the 
Great beheld, the Conqueror ſtruck one of them 
with a Batele-Axe, and fmore off rhe Lower 
Jaw. Upon which, a Mulrirude of Serpents 
infeſted the Ciry 3; but were ſoon extermina- 
td, in Re the Sultan, being warned by 
the Citizens, forbore ro do any farther Injury 
to thoſe Images, which were the Guardians 
' of the Ciry. ; 

- The Amnals of the Mufſi _ make 
Menriori of theſe Searues, as alſo of a Horſe of 
Braſs, and a Bull of the ſame Metal: Fhe 
One ereCted as a Charm againſt the Peſtslence 3 
the Other, as an Oraculow Sign, that the Ene- 
mies of the Grecian Monarchy, ſhould in thar 
Place be repulſed, and drivew our of rhe'City. 
Yet, it proved otherwiſe : For, the Victor 
. ous Maſſulmans, againſt whom rhe Enchant 
ments of the Infidels could nor prevail, enrred 
the Market-Place, where this Image ſtood, and 
drove from thence the timorous Gretsans ; 
cutting in Pzeces all thar made Reſiſtance, and 
rendring- themſelves Lords of Conſtantinople, 
at that le the Richeſt City in the World. 
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The Romans were extremely addicted to ' 


theſe Superſtitious Vanities 5 Believing , the 
Safery of their City and Empire, canfifted in 
the Preſervation of the Palladium, an' Image 
which they thought fell down from Fupiter, 
and was tranſported from Troy to Italy by #« 
eas; being afterwards repoſited in the Temple 
of Veſta, but burnt in that dreadful Conflagra- 
210, Which happen'd in the Reign of Nero. 

They had in no leſs Peneration, the Buck- 
ter, which they were taught, drop'd down 
from Heaven, into the Hands of Numa Pors- 
pilius; whereon, the Fate of Rome was en- 
ograven, in CharaRers which none could read. 
Fearing left this Sacred Shield might. be ſtoln, 
caus'd Eleven ofhers of the ſame Figure 
to be made, and all to be hung up together 
in the Temple of Mars. | | 

And, to' the End the Guardian Genius of 
the City, ſhould not be entic'd from them by 
the Enchantments of their Enemies, the True 
Name of the Ciry of Rome was kepr Secrer, 
even from irs own Inhabitants : Inſomuch, 
that Valerius Soranus 'was put to Dearh, for 
publiſhing ir to one of his Friends. Many have 
guels'd ar this hidden Name; Some ſaying, it 
was Valencia; Others, rhat ir was Velia ; a 
Third Sorr, call ir Anthuſa, Bur, there is no 
Certainry in their Conjectures. For the Pagans 
were aboye all Things careful, ro conceal rhe. 
Names of their Cities and Patron-Gods :: know= 
ing, that thoſe Spirits. would nor forſake them, 
rill they were call'd forth by their Proper 
Names. ©

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They us'd alſo, to chain the Images of their 
Gods to the Altars, leaſt they -ſhould deparr 
from them by Stealth. Thus the Trians, 
when Alexander befieged their City, and they 
underſtood. from the Prieſts,- that Apollo, the 
Guardian of Tyre, was diſpleas'd with 'em, 
they faſftned his Image with ftrong Ferters of 
Irdn. So dealt the Spartans, with the Image 
of Mars. And this was the Common Practice, 
among thoſe Ido/atrous Nations,

and Intelligible, and believe in the Unity of 
the Divine Eſſence: We uſe no Charms our 
Selves, neither do we fear the Magick of the 
Uncircumciſed.

I went Backward 
and Forward, like the Planets : but had no 
Leiſure ro ſtand ſtill, as they do ſomerimes.. 
In a Word, I have run over the whole Xo4i-- 
ack of Policy, to ſeek fora New Houſe ; that: 
wherein I Lodg'd, being like ro prove too: 
hot for me. Ar Length I have found one, 
werein I hope ro meer with no Malevolent* 
Aſpets, but to remain, as before, ina Friend-- 
ly ConjunQion with the Mon ; behind whoſe- 
Splendors,: I may lie cover'd, from the Inqui-- 
fitions of peering Morrals. 

To ſpeak more intelligibly, I am for” the: 
preſent, remov'd ro other Lodgings- in this: 
Ciry, the better to ſhelter.my ſelf: from the - 
Storm which ſeems to hang over nry. Head; 
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fince E!iachim was ſeiz'd. Yeſterday,l wrote 
ro the Kaimacham, and ro Nathan Ben Sadadi, 


to give them an Account of this Accident. 


This goes along with the ſame Meſſenger ; 
for, 1 durſt not confide in the .Poſts, during 
the Preſent Diſorders of this Kingdom. 

T receiv'd a Letter from thee,wherein thou 
informelt me, of an Attempr that has been 
htely made, to rob the Treaſury of Venice: 
Which, according to thy Deſcription is ve- 
ry Rich and Magnificent ; not to be match'd 
in Eurep:. Perhaps, if thou had ſeen the 
Wealth thar is preſerv'd in the Church of St. 
Denis, a City not far from Parr, thou 
wouldſt be of another Mind. Bur neither of 
us can make proper Compariſons, having nor 
ſeen both Places. The French extol the Lat- 
ter, and ſay, it far exceeds that of Venice. 
Bur, they may ſpeak Partially ; it being the 
Humour of all People, ro magnify the Gran- 
deur of their own Nation : And, the French 
come nor fhort of the Reſt of the World in 
Vain-Glory. However it be, it: was a vaſt 


Arrempr, and full of Infinite Difficulties and 


Perils, ro Rob the Vaults of a Church, in the 
Hzaart of that Grear and Populous City, 
where all the Riches of the Seigniory were 
Repoſited. Ir is an Argument of the Great- 
neſs of their- Souls, who durſ undertake fo 
hazardous an Enterprize. 

Bur, this is not the Firſt Time rhe Venetians 
have been in Danger to loſe that Prodigious 
Maſs of Wealth. A Poor Grecian once found 
2 Way, through Marble Barricado's under- 

| Ground, 
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Ground, to enter thoſe Golden Cells ; from 
whence he carried away, to the Value of 
Twenty Hundred Thouſand Jechins in Jew- 
els. Bur, making one of his Countrymen 
acquainted with it, the Villain betray'd him 
ro the Doge, who cauſed him to be. Hang'd. 
-- That Commonwealth, has been all along ve- 
ry Happy in Diſcovery of Plots, and other 
Miſchiefs intended againſt Her. I know nor 
whether thou haſt heard, of the Famous C on- 
ſpiracy of Tiepoli ; who nor content with the 
Life and Eſtate of a Private Gentleman , 
ſoughr to render himſelf Sovereign of Venice. 
And, to this End, infinuated into the. Aﬀe- 
ions of many Thouſands of the Citizens ; 
whom he kept in conſtant Penſion for above 
Nine Years together, under the Notion of at- 
lifting him, to revenge certain Injuries he had 
receiv'd from a Roman Gentleman.

This King- 
dom of France, was in Old Times Inftructed 
by a Kind of Prophets or Philoſophers, whom 
they c21l'd Druids; who took up their Uſud 
Refidence under Oaks.

By all which it is Evident, That the rende 
Regard which the True Faithful have for the 
Brutes, is no Innovation, or ſingular Capric 
of Superſtition, bur the Primitive Prafice 0l 
the Ancients, the Univerſal Tradition of the 
Whole Earth. Nay, the Eaftern Chriſtian: 
for the moſt Parr, live an Abſtemious Life 
fuch as rhe Grecians, Armenians, Georgians, 
Mzingrelians, and orhers that are ſcatter'd u p 
and down in divers Parrs of Afia. The 
following the Examples and Traditions ( 
the _— and Primitive Fathers of thei 
Churches, either raſte nor at all, or yery ' ' 
r: £4, 
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ringly, the Fleſh of Beaſts, Birds and Fiſhes. 
Bur, the Nazarenes of the Weft, boaſt of I 
know not what Liberty they have, to Ear, 
withour Scruple, of all Things; having the 
Diſpenſation of the Reman Mufti, whom 
they call rhe Vicar of God. Hence it is, that 
e Religious Libertines, are not afraid to 
gorge themſelves, even with the Blood of 
Slaughter'd Beaſts, which their own Law 
forbids 'em to' taſte. And they prop them- 
ſelves up in their Impiety, by ſaying, That 
the Pope has Power, ro Change the Traditi- 
ens and Ordinances of the Apoſtles, and even 
of Feſus the Meſſiah himſelf. Hence pro- 
ceeds their Derifion of thoſe, who ſhew any 
Tenderneſs to the Brutes ; for, they are 
harden'd in their Glutronous Cruelty, arid 
are bur one Remove, from the moſt Salvage 
Cannibals.

Or, thou mayſt be Careening thy Fleer, 
in the fecurer Retreats of the Archipelago. 
Thou may'ſ be within a Minute of a Wreck, 
or juſt entring a Harbour: Where-ever thou 
art, may Heaven preſerve thee fromthe Dan-- 
gers, ' which always threaten fuch, as: truft 
their Lives to a Piece of Wood : | For, there 
will be great Need of thee, if our Intelligence 
be true in theſe Parrs. 

It is reported here, That the Co//ſacks, Cir- 
cafſians, Mzngrelians, and other People who- 
Border on the B/ack Sea, and Obey not thc 
Law brought down from Heaven, are entred' 
into a Leagu? againſt rhe Bleſſed Port, and-- 
have coyered thoſe Seas with'a Mighty Fleer ;

He was the Firft of that 
Name, and of the Per/ian Kings, ' that refus'd 
to obey the Orthodox Sncceſſors of rhe Sent 
of God. This Prince, was Valiant in the 
Field ; and no Coward at Wine, if we may 
believe one of his Conrtiers, who wrote Me- 
moirs of his Life. He records Sixteen Bat-

And, 
thy Remarks on the long Succeſſion and Se-- 
ries of rheir Kings, is an Argument, That 
thou arr no Stranger to their Chronology, which 
rakes in many Thonfands of Years before Ns- 


ahb's Flood. Thou art very exa& in enume-- 


rating their Pablick Tribunals and Courts of 
Fuſtice ; as alſo, in deſcribing ſome Remark-- 
able Bridges, Temples, Palaces, and other 
Structures. .;: 
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Structures: Which ſerves to give the Reader 
a true Idea, of the Magnificence and Gran- 
deat of rhe Chineſe Emperors ; and of the In- 
genuity of the People,, who ſeem to excel all 
others in Arts and Seiertes. In a Word, it is 
evident, That thou didſt not pafs thy Time 
with thy Arms folded , whilſt thou wert in 
that Kingdom.

- "Thus in a 
little time, he became Maſter of all that ſpa- 
cious Empire. : 

The Fame of his Succeſs, quickly brought 
Innumerable Tirtars out ; of . their -Native 
Country, to follow the Fortune of , their Em- 
perour. To theſe he gave the Chief Offices of 
his Army, and” continned the Chineſes in the 
Adminiſtration of Civi/ Aﬀairs. And, as a 
Token of their Subje&tion, he commanded 
all the Chrineſes, ro cur their Hair ſhorr, and 
to cloath themſelves after the Faſhion of the 
Tartars. | | 

_They give a High Character of this Young 

- Prince, who amidit ſo many Succeſſes and 
'Triumphs, diſcovers not rhe leaft vain Glory, 
bur contains himſelf within the Bounds of a 
vertuous Moderation, aſcribes all to the De-. 
crees of Deſtiny, and, is not in the leaſt pu 
fed up, with any of his Glorious : Actions ; 
which is an Argument, of a Spirit truly He-. 
roick. And yer, this Prince is an Idolater, 
as areall the Tartars of that Nation ; or ra- 
ther, they are Men of no Religion, which 
makes.their Mora/s the more admirable. For, 
according to the Relation of thoſe who came 
laſt from China, the Tartars are a very Tem- 
pore and Continent Pcople, abhorring rhoſe 
ices, which are but roo common in other 
Parts of the World, and from which the True

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Believers themſelves are not Free. They 
are Rigorouſly Juſt alſo, and puniſh all Man- 
ner of - Fraud and Deceit, with Immediate 
Death.

The 
Emperour of China, maintaining Five Hun- 
dred Thouſand Horſe, to atrend his Perſon, 
All this is, in Time of Peace. Bur, upon 
any Revolt or Invaſion, the Forces are Innu- 
merable. There are in China 331 Bridges, 
Remarkable for their Strength and Magnif- 
cence, beyond all others in the World ; 2099

*-. numents, erected in Honour of Yaliant and 


Learned Men ; 272 Libraries, abounding with 
all Manner of Excellent Books.

3036 Male-Sajnts, and 208 Female. All 
which have Temples dedicated to their Ho 
nour, beſides thoſe which are conſecrated to 
the Sun, Moon, and Stars, Fire, Air, Earth and 
Warer, and to the Heavens which compre- 
hend All, and to the Ce/eſtia! Gods who rule 
All, and to the Supreme God, Creator of the 
Worlds. In theſe Temples, they celebrate the 
Praiſes of their Gods and Heroes, with Mu- 
fick and Songs, Incenſe and Sacrifices; belie- 
ving, that all Things which are conſpicuous 
for the Excellency -of their Nature, 'or Fa

The Box of Letters T mention'd 
in my Laſt, is irrecoverably gone, and laid up 
in the Bowels of the Earth ; if we may be- 
lieve the Confeſſion of a Man, every Angle of 
whoſe Heart, has been ſearch'd withexquiſite 
Torments, even to Death. CY 
Eliachim's Slave, the Negro whom I ſpoke 
of, miſtook that Box, for one'very like it, our 
of which he had often ſeen his Maſter take 
Fewels: For, this'is the particular Merchan- 
diſe of that Few.

Iris an Indignity to the M- 
niſters of Supreme Fuſtice and Honour, Lights 
of the Imperial Divan, to whom is. commaitred 
the Cognizance of all Human Evenrs; The 
Illuſtriou/:77rs,who manage the Afﬀairs of the 
Mighty and Invincible Sultan Mahomet,whoſe 
Throne may God fortify, till the Moon ſhall 
no more appear in the Heavens.

And I have 
had very. wrong Notions of my Employment, 
if I deſerve on this Account, to. be reproy'd 
and threatn'd with ſuch Politick Circumlocu- 
tions: For, the Secretary charges me, with Un- 
willingneſs to continue in the Service of the 
Ever Happy Port: As if he thought my Fide- 
liry were corrupred, or thar I had an Incli-

Thou halt ſent me a large and farisfactory 
Account of thy Obſervations' in Aſia : YertTI 
am ſorry, thou hadſt nor Time to penetrate 
into the Re/;gon and Secrets of the Indian 
Bramins. IT am more ambitious, to pry into 
the /iſaom and Learning of thoſe Philoſophers, 
than into any otherSfecies of Knowledge whar- 
ſever. Methinks, 'tis pity the Records of ſo 
vaſt an Antiquity, ſhou'd be conceal'd from 
the Reſt of the M/orld, and only known to 
thoſe Happy Prieſts, I proteſt, 'tis impoſſible 


for me to think of it without Envy. Bur per- . 


haps, it is the F/7:/ of Heaven, to lock'up thoſe 
Myſteries in the Remoteſt Provinces of the 
Eaſt, as a Reward of their Conſtancy, in ad- 
hering tro the, Traditions of their Fathers, which 
know no Origin ; and as a Reproach to all 
other Nations, who in Matters of Rel:g:on, 
have been Mutable as the M/inds. 

I have convers'd with ſeveral Feſuits and 
others, who have been in the Indies; bur they 
ſeem to relate all things Partially, our of a 
Natural Averſion for the Manners of the Eaſt :

Land of the Curds. 

I depend much on thy Promiſe of ſending 
me a Fournal of thy Travels in Aftick. Ty 
tha. Quarter of the FPorld,T am much a Stran- 
ger ; nor having met with any Authentick 
Relation, of the Regions in the South. 

It ſeems, rhou haſt been in Arhropia, Li- 
bya, Egypt 3 and, in Fine, all over the Ty- 
rad Zone. 

Hiſtorians tell Wonderful Things of theſe 
Parts. Herodotus mentions a Sort of People in 
Africk, whoſe Bodies were more Venomous 
than Serpents. Theſe affronted once- at the 
IVinds, tor driving the Sands of Libya into 
their Country, and filling up all rheir Welk 
and: Streams, enter'd into a Mar againſt the 
Kingdom of Molus; bur the South Wind met 
'em in their March, and bury'd 'em under 
Mountains of Dutt. 

I do not repreſent this ro thee as a Truth, 
tho” related by that Learn'd Grecian.

The. Fir Invention of Ships, is by ſome 
aſcrib'd . ro theſe People, whom Neceffity 
taught ro ſcek Reſt on the Unquiet Ocean ;

not permit them to enjoy any Repoſe on the 
Land, having haraſs'd 'em from one Place ro 
another, till ar length they drove 'em ro the 
very Borders of the Earth. Burt, thou know'ſ|t, 
the Chineſes pretend to the U/e of Ships, ma- 
ny Thouſand Years before this Depredatien 
of the 1/raclires, Every Nation aims to be 
cſteem'd the moſt Ancient. And when there 
was formerly a Diſpute berween the Egypti- 
ans and Scythians on this Point, it was ad- 
juited in Favour of the Latrer ; but the Chre- 
nologies of the Chineſe and Indians, far exceed 
all others in the 7/or/d. For they ſeem to 
out-ſtrip Time it ſelf in Antiquity ; ar leaſt, 
they xranſcend the Common Date of the YPorld's

TI ſhould 
be glad ro hear of the Health of Abdel Melec 
Muli Omar, the Superiou? of the Magnife 
cent College in that City, buile by AP Habu 
Ennor, King of the Country. They fay, it 
coſt him Two Hundred and Forty Thouſand 
Sequins. 

Tis added, Thar in Fez there is a Moſque 
neat Half a League in Circuit : In which are 
as many Gates, as there be Days in the Rev- 
lution of a Moon.

Inſtead of Adam and Eve, or Al/ileth , they 
afſert the Names of the Original Parents of 
Mankind, to be P.mzon and Panzona : Whole 
Of-ſpring, they ſay, continu'd .Ten Millions 
of Years; but at length, were all de{troy'd 
from the Earth, by a Temp2ſt from. Heaven. 
Afrer whom, they tell us, God created L2z- 
ti71m, a Man with Two Horns, each as big 
and tall as a Tree in that Country, which 
they call the P/ant of God, beins the Largeſt 
and Firſt of all Vegetables. "This Mans 
Horn! 
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Horns being Prolifick , according to their 
Tradition; our of the Right, ſprang a Thou- 
ſand Men every Day for a Hundred Years ; 
and as many Women our of the Lef+, in the 
ſame Space. From whom deſcended all 


' Mortals of both Sexes to this Day; tho' we 


are much diminiſh'd in Bulk, through the 


General Decay of Human Nature. For, 


theſe People affirm, That the Firſt Race of 
Men, were all Gyants : Bur that through In- 


- temperance and other Vices, their Off-/pring 


ſhrunk by degrees into ſmaller Dimenſions, 
till ar Length rhey arrivd -at the preſent 
Stature,and appear'd like Pigmies in Compa- 
riſon of the Primitive Sons of Lontizam. In 
Confirmation of this the Indians ſhew to Tras 
velers, ſome of their Temples hewn our of 
vaſt Rocks, with the Images of thoſe Gigan- 
eick Men, who they ſay were employ'd in 


the Work. Theſe they honour, as Hero's or 


Demi-God's. 

I do nor relate this for Truth, bur only ro 
divert thee, in repreſenting the different O- 
pinions of Men. God only knows, how ro 
ſeparate the Truth from Falſhood in Hiſto-

But to return to D/-rbehir : This Country 
is Famous for the Tower of Babel, built by 
Nimrod and his Followers; at what Time,

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In a Word, both Parties ſerve themſelves

Ar lengrh, 
they had chas'd him into a Corner of the 
Land ; from whence it was Impofible for 
him to efcape, but by ſwimming o'er a ſmall 
Arm of the Sea. VVhat Riſques will not a 
Man run, for the Love of Liberty ? This Per- 
ſon, like an over-heated S-agg, perceiving his 
Hunters cloſe at his Heels, boldly leap'd on 
Horſe-back into the Sea ; chuſing rather to 
periſh in the Waters, than fall into his Enc- 
mies Hands. 

None were fo hardy, as - ro follow him 
through the Uncertain Waves. However, his 
Horſe - being of matchleſs Strength, carry'd 
him ſafe oyer tothe Oppoſite Shore.

And r9 complear the Happineſs 
of rhe Bz+/?,” he culF'd our ſome of the Beau- 
rifull'it M:res of A-abiz ro accompany him; 
charging alſo, that the Doors of rhe Srable 
ſhowed be always open, for the Horſe to go 
in or out, and range when and where he 
pleas'd. This was a Generofity worthy of an 
Eaſtern Monarch, whom, as thy Letter in- 
forms me, thott haſt 1h Parr imitared.

French King's Army,  endea- 
vour'd to difſuade him from the Siege of this 
Place; but Cardinal Mazarins over-:ul'd 
their Arguments, and having reprov'd their 
groundleſs Fears, caus'd it to beinveſted and 
atracqu'd the 22d, of, the 1oth. Moon. Some 
ſay, he had a Party. there. Yer it held our 
ril; rhe 27th. of rhe lalt Moor. at which Time 
ir was ſurrender'd upon Articles to the King, 
who was there in Perſon with his Brother, 
the young Duke of Anjon, the Queen, the Car- 
dinal and they. whole Court. They rerurned 
ro this Ciry, the Ninth of rhis preſenr 
Moon. 

They were receiv'd with great Acclama- 
tions and ſceming Joy, by thoſe who wou'd 
have triumph'd more heartily, had they been 
defeared, or forc'd toraiſe the Siege, For th- 
Cirizens of P:rx5, wiſh well to the Prince of 
Conde's Arms : Not ſo much our of Love r9 
him, as in Hatred of his Enemy, the Crd:- 
nal-Minifter. And they are ſenſible, rha: 
this Succcſsful Siege, will redound wholly ro 
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the Cardinal's Honour, by whoſe ſole Orders 
the Place was inveſted. | 
. Ir is. diſcours'd, as if this Miniſter has 
| fome new Deſign on Foot, ro conquer the 
Kingdom of Naples. This is certain, a Migh- 
ty Fleet is fitting-out to Sea : Whither bound 
no Man knows, but thoſe of the Cabinet, 
among whom the Cardinal is Chief. 
In the mean, while, the Common People 
liten after certain Prod?gzes, thar have been 
{cen in the Air. "They ſay, a Flaming Sword 
appcar'd lately ro riſe in the North, and rake 
its Courſe Scuth-Eaſtward : From whence 
People make various Progneſticks, as their 
Patons,or Intereſts inſpire 'em. Some are 
of Opinion, it preſages the Conque#t of Naples 
by this :K#ng's-Arms. Others apply it to the 
New Commou-wealth of England, and to the 
Victorious Sword of O/iver ; who from Gene- 
ral of the Engliſh Army, is now in this very 
Moen exalted to the Height of Sovereign Pow- 
er, Governing the Nations of England, Scot- 
[and and Ireland, under the Title of their Pro- 
tettor. | 
Here-are diyers of his SubjeRs in this Ci- 
ty.; and other Eng/iſh, Scots, and Iriſh, who 
embrace the Inrereſt of Charles; the Son of 
their late Murder'd K772, who has been fince 
Crown'd King of the Scots. © They givea dif- 
ferent Character of Oliver ; . yer all agree, 
that he is a H/iſe Stateſman, and a Great Ge- 
neral. | | 

 Fhe Scorch, King's Party, ſpeak contempri- 


bly of Olrver's Birth and Education : Yer 
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thou know'ſt this hinders not, but he may be 
a Man of Conrage and Vertue. They relate 
many odd Paſſages of his Touth, which ſeem 
tome ſo many Evidences of an extraordinary 
Genius, and that he is a Perſon of a deep 
Reach. 

He ramper'd with ſeveral Religious Fations 
in England, counterfeiting an Exquiſite Pi- 
ety ; whereby he firſt rais'd himſelf a Name 
among the Fealots of that Nation, who look'd 
upon'-him there,” as a very Holy Perſon, and 
one mark'd out by Deſtiny for great Under- 
takings. 

He ſoon got a Conſiderable Command, in 
the Army of the Revolters : where he ſigna- 
liz'd himſelf by many brave Actiors, which 
ſpoke'him a Man of an Invincible Courage, 
and Adqmirable Conduct. So that ar Length, 
none 'was thought more fit than he ro be Ge- 
neral, In fine, he acquitted himſelf fo gal- 
lantly in that Hizh Office, and has ſo wrought 
himſelf into the Aﬀections of the People, thar 
they now look upon him as a Fropher, or S4- 
Tiont; and the Divan or Parliament of” that 
Nation, have conferr'd on him the Sovereizn 
Atithority, | | 

Thoſe of the Eng/;/Þ which are Aﬀected to 
his Interet,ſpeak great Things in his Praiſe : 
They call him another M/s or Feſhua: They 
prefer him to Hannibal, Scipio, and even to 
the Great Alex inder. Ir is difficult for them, 
ro ſpeak of him withour 7yperbole's. "Tis faid, 
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the King of France will court his Friendſhip. | 


Indeed, all rhe Neighbouring Countries, 
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ſtand in Awe of rhis ſucceſsful Hero. And the 
Hollanders, who are the only People that 
durit engage in a Y/zr with the Engliſh Com- 
mon-wealth, now ſeek for Peace, fince he is in- 
veſted with the Supream Authorzty. | 

In the mean Time, the Poor Exil'd King 
of the Scots, takes Sanfuary in this Court, 
with his Mother the Late Queen of England, 
and his Brother, whom they call the Duke of 
York, The French King allows them all very 
Conſiderable. Penſions. And the Latter has! 
ſome Command in the Army in Flanders. There 
is another Brother alſo ; bur, lirrle ralk'd of as 
yer, being the Youngeſt of the Three. 

They are Generoufly entertain'd here, ir be- 
ing the peculiar Honour of this Court, to be a 
Hoſpitable Refuge ro. Princes in Diſtreſs. Yet 
Obſerving Men ſay, The K;ng will in Time 
- grow Weary of his Roya/ Gueſt : It being very 
Chargeable ro maintain them, 2nd their 
Burden{ome Retinue. Beſides, he will have 
ſome Reaſon of State ro diſcard them, if he 
enters into a League with Oliver, the New 
Engliſh Sovereign, "who is courted on all 
Hands. 

Eliachim the Few (of whom thou wilt 
hear in the Divan) 1s jaſt come into my 
Chamber, and brings me Word, that there is 
an Expreſs newly arrivd, who informs. the 
Qr1een of a Defeat given to the Spaniards 
near a City call'd Rezes,: which they had be- 
fieg'd in Catalonia, *The' French were going 
tothe Relicf of rhis Place, and the Spaniards 
ſet upon them in rheir' March, bur were 
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i # . 
"beaten into their -Trenches; from whence 


they fled by Night, leaving Three Hundred 
Spaniards on the Spot, almoſt 'T'wo Thouſand 
Priſoners, and all their Cannon and Baggage. 

This has pur the Court into a Jolly Hu- 
mour. Nothing bur reveHing and dancing, 
employs their Time: The Young King taking 
great Delight in Balls, Maſques and ſuch Re- 
creations ; having lefr off Hunting, ever fince 
his Horſe ran away with him in the Tenth 
Moon of this Year, after he had ſhot a Par- 
triage. Whereof I have ſpoken already in one 
of my Letrters.

The Commands with which thou haſt ho- 
nour'd me, came in an Acceptable Hour. I. 
have receiv'd them with a Complacency 
which I cannot expreſs. My Eyes were ſo 
fix'd on the Lines of Great Purity, - that I 
could nor for a long Time take them off. Thou 
haſt hit the Mark of my Aﬀection, in em- 
ploying me to write what the moſt Impxrrial 
Hiſtorians ſay of Feſus, the Son of Mary, the 
Chriſtians Meſſias. | 

Thar Holy Prephet, was Horour'd by his 
very Enemies. Foſephus a Learned Few, who 
tivd im his Time,. and-wrote the Hiſtory of 
that Nation, makes worthy Mention of 
him. —_ 

So did many of the Genti/e Phileſophers, 
though they oppos'd his Dzſcrples and Follow- 
ers. Porphyry, whom the Chriſtians commonly 
repute as a)birrer.. Enemy. to ' their Profeſſion, 
ret calls Feſus, Wiſe, Bleſſed and Divine. . 
Thar Sage was exaſperated againſt a certain 
Sea of Nazarenes in his, Time, whom. they 
call'd Gnoftickhs, Theſe corrupred the Do- 
Arines of Plato, and the Theology of the An- 
cients; wantonly mixing Human Fables with 
Dzvine Truths. Againft theſe , Porphyry 
fharpen'd his Pen, and not making 'a Dif- 
ference berwcen them and other Chriſtians, 

drew 
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drew upon himſelf rhe 11l-will of them all. 
Yer he retaind a Profound Atrach for thc 
Meſſias. | 

Wouldft thou know the Circumſtances of 
this Holy Prophet's Birth ? They were Glori- 
ous, even in Obſcurity. For, though his Fa- 
ther and Mother were then upon the Road 
ro Feruſalem, Strangers at Bethlehem, and 
forc'd for want of Room in the Carvanſera, 
to lodge in a Stable with an Ox and an Aſs, 
where the Meſſias was born, and laid in a 
Manger; Yer in this Contemprible Stare, there 
came ſome of the Mag? out of P-»/ia and 
Chaldea, who brought Preſents to the Holy 
Infant ; And having laid at his Feet Gold, 
Myrrh and Incenſe, they proftrared themſelves 
on the Ground, and praiſed Grd, rhe Moft 
High King of. All, in that he had honour'd 
them: with a Sight of the Meſſias. 

This was in the 43d Year of the Reign of 
Auguſtus Ceſar, the Roman Emperour. Ar 


which Time, one Herod was Preſident of Fu- 


dea. This Man being inform'd Thar certain 
Noble Strangers were come our of the Exſ# to 
Fernſalem, he ſent for them, and enquiring the 
Occaſion of ſo tedious a Journey, they gave 
him” this' Anfwer. 
« Peace be to thee, O Sultan ; There was 
* of Old Time, a Prophet of Great Fame in 
* our Nation, who, among other Predi&icns 
** that have fince come'to paſs, left alſc rhis in 
* Writing. 
* 'Thart in Pa/eſtize ſhould be born a Ch: 
-* of Heavenly Race, who ſhould Rule over 
: () 3 ” the 
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HH av « the Greateſt Part of the World. And by 
my 00! * this Sign, ye ſhall know the Time and 
MK If! * Place of his Birth: A ſtrange Star ſhall ap- 
* pear in the Firmament, which ſhall direct 
* you to the yery Houſe where you may find 
* him. - When therefore Ye ſhall behold rhis 
&* $tar, take Gold, Myrrh and Incenſe ; and 
« following the Conduct of the Star, goand 
** offer theſe Gifts ro the Young Chzld ; then 
< return immediately ro your Own Country, 
< left ſome Grizvous Calamity- befal you. 

* Now this Sar has appeared to Us, We 
« _ come to perform what was commanded 
« Us. 

Herod (aid to them, 7+ have done well. Go 
therefore and ſeek diligently for the Infant; and 
when Te have found him, come and tell me,that 
T may go and pay him Homage alſo. 

Bur they never retarn'd ro him again. 
Wherefore, Herod in his Anger and Jealouſy, 
commanded all the Inf:iuts in Bethlehemrto be 
ftrangl'd, that had not been Born above Four 
and Twenty Moons. Bur the Father and the 
Mother of the Holy Infant, fled away with him 
into the Land where ir never Rains, the ſame 
Nighr that the Magz came, 

Whar I here relate to thee, Sage Bedyedin, 
is taken our of approv'd Hiſtorians : For, 
many among the Gentiles, wrote of theſe 
"Things beſides the Chriſtians. 

There was a Roman Philoſopher, mach a- 
| bour the ſame time; a Man in great Eſteem 
| with C.e/ar. To whom he wrote a Lerter, 
. wherein he mentions the coming of the Mags 

afrer 
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afrer this manner. © Certain:Oriental Per- 
«* fians, ſays he, have ſer Foot within the Li- 
«* mits-of thy Empire, bringing Preſents fir 
* only for Kings, to a certain Child, newly 
« born in the Country of the Fews. Burt who 
* this Infant 1s, or whole Son, We are yet 
* Ignorant. 

Thou fſeeſt, O Pious Dervich, that the 
Mzſſias appear'd with no ſmall Luſtre, even 
in his Cradle. And in his Early Years, he'en- 
ter'd into the Temple, and difputcd with the 
Hebrew Rabbi's, convincing them of an Uni= 


yerſal -Defection from the Primitive Law: of 


Moſes: declaring himſelf the M-//ias, and 
yet in Profound Humility acknowledging, 
Thar a Prophet ſhould come afrer him, who 
ſhould be preferred before him, the Dutt of 
whoſe Feet he was nor worthy to kiſs. 
This Paſſage th2 Chri/#ians have perverted to 
another Senſe ; but the True Faithful, know 
it was ſpoken only of Mahomee, the SE A L 
of the PROPHETS. 

The Time would fail me, to recount alt 
the Stupendous Actions of this Mars Life : 
And in calling him MAN, TI imitate his 
own Example-; Since throughout rhe Gy/pel, 
he nevercall'd himſelf God, or the S-n of God, 
as the 'Chriſtians do, but mo#t frequently 
gave himſelf rhe Title, of the Son of Man. 
He rurn'd Water into Wine, fed Five Thou- 
ſand People with Five Cakes and Two ſmalt 
Tenches : Heal'd all Difeafes, reitor'd S'ighrro 
them thar' were bora Blind, Rais'd the Dead, 


went Invifibly through Crowds of bis Ene- 
| MuUCS,, 
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mies, and Finally, was taken up into Para- 
diſc. 

If thou wouldſt know more of this Holy 
Prophet ; - There are Hiſtorians who ſay, he 
was Initiated in the Myſteries of. che Eſjenes, 
a certain Set among the Fews. | 

Thar Nation, 'ir ſeems, was then divided 
into Seven Claſſes. Among which, this of 
the Eſſenes was none of the leaſt conſide- 
rable, as being the moſt Religious Obſervers 
of the Law. Their Converſation was full of 
Humanity, both among themſelves, and to- 
ward: Strangers: Avoiding Pleaſures, as Ene- 
mies to the Mind, andeſteeming Chaſtiry the 
very Cement of all Vertnes. Therefore they 
deſpis'd Marriage, as an Entanglement ro Men 
deyoted ro Contemplation. They had alſo 
an Equal- Contempt for Riches. No-Man of 
this Set call'd any Thing his Own, though 
*twere his Lawful Inheritance : But their 
Pofſeſſions were in Common, and Equally 
diſtribured. 

Ir was among their Myſterzes, to Anoint 
rheir Bodies frequently with Oyl, and as 
o'ren ro waſh 'em with Running Wzter. 
They neither bought, nor ſold ; nor frequen- 
ted rhe Publick Places: Bur every one com- 
munieated freely ſuch Things as he poſleſs'd, 
| to him that ſtood in Need. Thus there was 
114'f a Reciprocal Exchange of Kindnefſes and Afſi- 

: ſtance, according to every ones. Faculty and 
Power. They were very Afiduous;in Watch- 
ing. Fafting and Prayer: Curious in obſerving. 
the Varians.Names of the Ang?/s,:which they, 

| frequently 
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frequently repeated, Invocating thoſe Happy 
Beings, as the Miniſters of the King Eternal. 
And thoſe who were exercis'd in this Kind of 
Religious Life, arriv'd to ſo great a Conſtancy 
of Mind, that neither Racks, Fire, Sword, or 
any other 'Tortures could ever move 'em to 
Renounce their Law, or ſpeak the leaſt Word 
in Contempr of their Inſtitution. Nay, they 
would rather ſuffer Martyzdom, than be pre- 
vail'd on to taſte of any "Thing rhat had Life 
in it. For they were ſtrict Obſeryers of the 
Law, which commands Perpetual Abſtinence 
from the Fleſh of Animals. 

It was an Eftabliſh'd Article of their Faith, 
Thar as ſoon as the Union of Soul and Body 
was diffoly'd by Death, the Former by a Na- 
tural Inclination aſcends to the Skies ; even as 
Sparks fly upward, when freed from the Groſs 
Earthly Matter in which they lay Impriſon'd. 

I have here given thee a ſhort and trueCha- 
racter of the Eſſenes. Of which Se&, all 
Chriſtians own the Meſſias to be a Favcurer, 
if not a Member ; in regard he no where is 
Recorded to' have upbraided them, as he of- 
ten did the- Phariſees, Sadducees,. Herodians and 
the Reſt.. 

Time will not permit me to fay more at 
Preſent, concerning that Venerable» Prophet. 
Bur if thou would'it have a Perfect Idea of all 
his Vertues and Sanctiry of Life,turn rhy Eyes 
Inward, and fix 'cm on thy ſelf. For tio, 
att a Lively Tranſcript of the Holy Feſus.

This Forgery is believ'd here by thoſe, who 
never examine any Thing their Prieſts tell 
'em, bur rake all on Truſt. Fhe Common 
People blefs themſelves, in thar they were 
born of Chri/tian Parents, and not of the 
Diſciples of that Wicked Impoſtor : | So they 
blaſpheme the Man, in whom the Promiſes of 
their Meſſias are verified, when he ſaid, He 
wou'd Intercede with God to ſend a Propher, 
who ſhou'd lead 'em into all Truth. 

They wou'd never beat the Painsor Coſt to 
examine; whether the Fottndation of this Sro- 
ry be true or fafſe.

Dormitories of the Great : Only with this 
Difference, Thar ir ſurpaſſes all the Monu- 
ments of the Wearld, in the. Invaluable Rich- 
neſs of 'irs Ornaments, the Gifrs of devour 
Muſſulman Princes. There appears always, 
fuch an Inſupportable Luftre of Gold and Pre- 
cious Stones, in every Angle of that Myſteri-

The Agyptians Form'd the Images of their 
Gods, .in the Similitude of Beaſts, or Birds, 
or Fiſhes. So the Grecians fix'd the Horns of 
2 Ram on the Head of Fupiter's Statue, and 
thoſeof a Bull on the Image of Bacchus. They 
compounded the Image of Pan of a _ 
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and a Goat, and painted the Muſes and Grace? 
with ings : And the Poct Pindar makes all 
the Gods Winged, and diſguiſes them in the 
Shapes of ſeveral Beaſts, when in his Hymns 
he introduces them chas'd by Tryphon. Thou 
knoweſt alſo, That our Holy Doors affirm 
the Angel Gabriel to have Wings, with One 
of which he once gave a Mark ro the Moon. 

When the Poets bring in Fupiter courting 
Paſiphae, he appears in the Form of a Bul. 
And in his cther Amnmurs, if we may believe 
them, he changd. himſelf ſometimes into a 
Swan, then into an Eag/e. They report allo, 
Thar he was ſnck1'd by a Goar. | 

For theſe and other Reaſons, the Ancients 
not only forbore to injure their Fellow-An:- 
mals, bur entertain'd them with fingular Af. 
fection and Friendſhip. A Dove was the 
Darling of Semirams. A Dog was the Joy 
of Cyrus. Philip, King of Macedon, made a 
Swan his Companion. And our Ho!y Law- 
giver, was often wont to ſport himſelf with 
a Cat. He lov'd this Creature, for its Clean- 
lineſs and Activity; and therefore we Mu/- 
ſulmans, generally have a Cat in greatEſteem 
and Venerat ion. | 

That Favcurite of God, : underitood the 
Languages of Beaſts, and convers'd as far 
miliarly with rhem as with Men. So it 1s 
fam'd of Melampus and Tyre/ins of Old, as 


alſo of Apollonius Tyanenus, who affirm'd ta 


his Friend fitting by him, that a Sparrow 

which he heard chirping to his Fellows, told

Place. Ir is alſo recorded of a Boy, whoun- 
derſtood all the Vorces of Birds, and by that 
Means could foretel things ro come : + Thar 
his Mother, by pouring Urine into his Ears 
when he was afleep, deprived him of this In- 
comparable Gifr, for Fear he ſhould be taken 
from her, and preſented ro the King. There 
is no Queſtion, bur ſeveral Nations have a cer- 
tain Knowledge of the Speech of ſome Animals. 
My Comuntrymen, by a peculiar Gift beſtow'd 
on our 'Fathers and their Poſterity for ever, 
underſtand rhe Language of Crows and Eagles. 
And the Ancients were ſo well vers'd in this 
Knowledge,that when they convers'd with the 
Birds, or at leaſt when they heard them in 
their Language utrer Preſages of what ſhou'd 
ſhortly happen on Earth, they perſwaded 
themſelves, that rhoſe Birds were the Meſſen- 
gers of rhe” Gods. Therefore the Eagle was ſup- 
posd ro be the Meſſenger of Fupiter, the 
Crow and Hawk of Apollo, the "Stork of Fun, 
the Ow/ of Minerva, and fo of others. 

Ir is evident, thar our Common Huntſmen 
underſtand the different Vorces of their Dogs, 
when ar a Diſtance they fignifie by Oxe Kind 
of Cry, that they are queſting after the Hare ; 
| by Another, that they have found her; by a 
Third, that they have taken her, or that ſhe 
Is turn'd to the Right Hand or to the Left. So 
thoſe who look afrer Catrel, know by the 
Voice of the Bull, when he is Hungry, Thirſty 
or Weary, or when he is ſtung with Luſt. So 
by the Roaring of the Lyon, the Howling of 

| Wolves, 
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Wolves, the Baaing of Sheep, Men are made 

ſenfible of rhe various Wants, Inclinarians 

and- Paſſions of thoſe Creartures..: ': '\. - 
Nor : are theſe Animals Ignorant of : our 


Language, bur by our Voice and Words they 


know when we are angty or pleas'd,when we 
call them to us, or drive-them from us : And 
our Domeſtick Animals obey accordingly, 
with as much Promptneſs and. Alacrity, as a 
Man or Maid-Servant. All which. cou'd. nor 
be, if they were not endu'd with Facwltics 
conformable to ours. They alſo reach their 
Young ones to ſing Artificially. 
of Dogs, Huntſmen chuſe the Beſt by this 
They take all the /pelps from 
the Bitch, and carry them ro ſome Place a 
little diftant ; Then they obſerve, which ſhe 
firſt carries back again, and rhoſe always proye 
the Beſt Dogs. "What is this Diſtinguiſhing 
Faculty in the Bitch, bur Reaſon, or ſomething 
like it ? 

We ſee apparently, that every Living Crea- 
ture knows its own Weakneſs or Strengrh, 
and knows how to uſe mot dextrouſly thoſe 
Weapons with which Nature has furniſh'd 
it for irs Own Defence. They are alſo ſenſi- 
ble, what Places are moft Convenient for 
them to dwell in, and which not. Thus the 
Ieakeſt Creatures, as Dogs and Cats, live al- 
rogether in Houſes and Cities with Men : 
Whilſt the Lyons,” Tygers and ſuch Fierce Ani- 
mals, | dwell in' the Deſerre. Thus Sparrows 
and Swallows - make themſelves . almoſt Do- 
meſtick with Men, whilſt Eagles,” Hawks, 
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Vultures 
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Vultures and other Birds of Prey, build their 
Nefts in Woods or Rocks, remote from Hu- 
mane Society. Some Bzrds change their Ha- 
birations at certain Seaſons of the Year,as beſt 
fuirs with-their Convenience : Others always 
remain in the ſame Place. The ſame is ob- 
ſery'd in Fiſhes. And in all Living Creatures, 
© is caſie ro trace theFootſteps of Prudence and 
Forecaſt, in order to their Own Preſervaricn. 
Let Men call rhis what they pleaſe, Inſtin& 
or Nature, or Senſe ;' it is evident, that there 
is an Exact Conformity and Reſemblance be- 
ween theſe Faculties in Brutes, and whar we 


call Reaſon, Wiſdom or Prudence in Men. And 


we have no more Ground to conclude them 
void of R:aſon, becaulſe-rhey do nor enjoy it 
in thar Perfection as our (elves; than we have 
ro conclude our ſelves blind or deaf, becauſe 
we ſee nor ſo clearly, and hear nor fo readi- 
h as the Brutes : And, thar we have no Legs, 
becauſe we run not ſo /wiftly as ſome of them 
do. | 
Doubtleſs, ' the Brutes are endu'd with a 
Faculty of Reaſonas well as we; bur this Fa- 
culty in them, is Weak and Imperfect for 
want of Diſcipline rand Art, which poliſh all 
things. This is manifeſt, - from thoſe Crea- 
tures which are Taughr ro dance, and play a 
Thouſand Tricks; tro tell Mony, to ſhoot 
off Guns, to find our hidden Things, and 
bring them ſome Miles ro their Maſters, as 
well Educated Sparziels will do. What can 
greater Argument,of rhe Proficiency they 
mIke in Reaſon and XKyowled2e? Are not E- 
lephanty 
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lephants raughrall the Arts of War,and plac'd 
in-the very Front of the Batte/ 2 Do nor. the 
Indian Princes repoſe'as much Truft in their 
Carriage and Conduct, as in the Service of 
rheir Stouteſt and Wiſekt- Commanders This 
Creature is as tractable and prompr to learn 
any Thing when Young, 'as a Boy at School ; 
which- cannor be done ,- without the Uſe of 
Reaſon. | 
| Teo conclude,] have omitted Five Hundred 

Arguments, which might be brought to prove 
the Brute Animals to have Souls as well as We, 
to have Faculties and Afﬀe#tions conform to 
Ours. And therefore, it is lirtle leſs Injuftice

Bur Ex- 
perience reaches us, That Misfortunes ſeldom 
ſet upon any Man ſigly; but aſſault him in 
Troops, whom Fate has mark'd out for 
Ruin. 

Yer this Prince owes his Sufferings chiefly to 
his own Inconftancy, whilit he has all along 
play'd faſt and looſe with the Kings of France 
and Spain ; taking up Arms by ſucceſſive 
Turns for One, and at the ſame Time under- 
hand prattifing with the Other ; always Un- 
faithful ro Both ; and only driving on an In- 
deperdent Intereſt of his Own.

| D not faſpe&t me of Partiality, or that I 

— am fond 'of making Proſeh#es, becauſe I 
take fuch Pains to reſtore thee to Rexfon, and 
make thee ſenſible thon art a Man. IT have no 
Defign or Self-Intereſt, in doing thee this Good 
Office: And 'tis remote from my Humour, ro 
buly my ſelf in gaining Converzs. © Only 
the Love of Truth, fets my Pen at Work in 
this manner ; being eyerof the Mind, That 
a free Di{quifition in Matrets either of Re/:- 
210n or Philoſophy, is the only way to gerquit 
of Errors. Perhaps 'mry - Cafe may be; the 
. fame as thine; and, for ought rhou knoweſt, 
I ſeek nor more to: undeceive thee, than to 
ſatisfie my ſelf, by thus frankly venting my 
Thoughts: Since Nothing is more commonly 
obſerv'd, than that whilſt a Man 1s teaching 
another, he improves himſelf. Our Memories 
are frail and treacherous ; and we Think ma- 
ny Excellent Things, which for Want of 
making a deep Imprefſion,we can never reco- 
ver afterwards. In vain we hunt for the ſtrag- 
ting Idea, and rummage allthe Solirudes and 
Retirements of our So#/ for a loſt Thought, 
Which has left-no Track or Footſteps behind 
is, The ſwift Of-/pring of the Minds gone ; 
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'tis dead as ſoon as born ; nay, often proves 
Aborrive, in the Moment it was Conceiv'd. 
The - only Way therefore to retain our 
Thoughts, is' to faſten them -in Words, and 
chain rhem in Writing. This is one Cauſe 
that T trouble rhee with Letrers of this Na- 
rure, that whilſt T am inftructing thee , 
I may eſtabliſh my own Reaſon, and confirm 
my ſelf in rhe Method I have taken, To. live 
according -to-my Natzre ; that is, by nor-ſuf- 
fering 'my Rational Faculties to fall afleep, 
whilft my Paſſions are Active and Vigorous 
in working my Ruin. For I reckon no 
grcater Shame or Misforrune can befal a Man, 
than to be depriv'd of his Humanity, that is, 


his Reaſon. 


What I have ſaid concerning the Peridiou(ſ- 
neſs of our Memories, may ſerve as a proper 
Introduction to the Objections I ſhall make 
againſt your Traditionary Laws. 

If one ask you, Mhy theſe Laws were not 
Written, as well as the other ; You anſwer, 
That God took Care in ths, left the Genriles 
getting Copies of them, ſhould corrupt and per- 
vert their Senſe, even as they have done the 
Written Laws. But how then came he to 
ſuffer any ro be Mritren ? Had he not equal 
Care of one Parr, as of the Other 2 Or, could 
the Gentiles do more harm,by altering and cor- 
rupting the leſs Subſtantial Traditions, than 
the very Fundamental Statutes? For,thar theſe 
Unwritten Laws contain'd only Circumftan- 
tials, your Dofors themſelves confeſs. What 


Man of Common Senſe then, can fit down

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contented ' with-ſo trivial an. Anſwer ? Or, 
will you ſay, That God rook more Care to 
preſerve theſe Traditions Incorrupt from the 
Gentiles, than'to retain.them in their Purity 
among the Fews? For, 'thar committing 
them ro Wriring, had been the ſureſt Way 
ro retain them in their Or:g7nal Purity, is e- 
vident by the Preſervation of the Mitten 
Law ; of which there was ſo great Care'taken 
4n Tranſcribing ir, that if bur a: Letrer or a 


Poizr were added, diminiſh'd or miſplac'd, 
they took it for a Fatal Omen of ſome Cala-” 


miry, and rhe Faulry Scribes were ſeverely 
puniſh'd; Nay, the whole Congregation , 
were bound to expiare the Offence by Faſting, 
Prayers, and Alms. Sorthat it wasin a Man- 
ner Impoſlible, thar with all this Circumſpe- 
Ction, the leaſt Corruprion or Alteration ſhou'd 
creep into the Yritten Lav. 

] appeal now to thy own Reaſon, Whe- 
ther this was_not a much ſecurer Way of pre- 
ſerving the Laws Uncorrupt, than by truſt- 
ing them to the ſickle Memories of Men? 

Befides, I wou'd fain know, What became 
of theſe Traditions during the VariousCapti- 
vities of the Fews, and Depopulations of the 
Holy Land ? Wo took. Care to deliver theſe 
Traditione Ulnalrer'd ro Poſterity, when they 
were without Prieſts, Prophets. or Synagogues ? 
When they were diſpers'd over the Remote 
Provinces of Media, Perſia, Egypt and Ba- 
bylen ? In thoſe Days, your Fathers were 
Slaves to the Gentile Kings of Aſia;There were 
then no Serzors fitring in Sanhedrim, . who 

might 
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might take Care of theſe Things. Neither 
do I find, that Eſdras the Scribe was any 
Ways:cancern'd fortheſc Traditions, when he 
with his Brethren the Fews, ' rerurn'd from 
their Long Captivity in Perſia and Babylon. 
All his mot ftrenuous Endeavours, were 
employ'd in recovering the-Loft Books of the 
Written Law, without ſo much as regarding 
or mentioning the Other.

tings of your Rabb7's are full of them. Thus 
thou confounde'!t thy ſelf,and runneit blind- 

fold round in. a Circle of Abſurdiries. 
Row2ze up therefore thy Reaſen, and ſuf- 
fer not thy ſclf ro be hood-wink'd by the Fa- 
bles of your Rabbi”s, thoſe Induſtrions Mzd- 
wives of Old - Womens Tales. Denbtleſs 
theſe Traditions, about which you make fuch 
a Buſtle, are no other than the Z/pimjics of 
your Cabbaliſts,, who pretend to ſpie more 
"Myſteries in the Order of Twoor Three He- 
brew Letters or Points, than they ' are able ro

unfold in whole Volumes. They crack their 
Brains, in Conjuring up far-ferch'd Interpre- 
tations, from the patricular Faſhion and Pla- 
cing of one ſingle Daſh of a Pen. They puzzle 
and amuſe their D:c:ples,with teaching them 
more knotty and Romantick Divinity out of 
the Four and Twenty Letters, than ever Py- 
thagoras did with all his Myſtick Numbers. 
The Alphabet to them, is the Oracle 'of The- 
ology. They have turn'd the Law into a per- 
fect R:ddle. 

Believe nor therefore, theſe Religious Moun- 
gebanks, theſe Holy Fugglers, who with their 
fancify'd Legerdemain, wou'd rurn you into 
Apes, that they may laugh in Secret at your 
Folly ; while they behold, how precitely de- 
vour yeu are ir: critging, jumping, dancing, 
howling, braying, and all your other: An- 
rick Poſtures and Actions in the Synagogue ; 
in the Practice of which, you have be- 
flow'd ſo mucl} Care, and are fo exact, rhar 
you quitc neglet the eighty Points of the 
Law. 

I hope whatT have ſaid,is ſufficient to con- 
vince thee,that thoſe Traditions, which you are 
raught ro believe were deliver'd ro Moſes in 
the Mount of God, are no other, than the Im- 
Poſitions of your Blind Guides;who are ſtudi- 
ous of Nothing more, than to entangle you 
in a perperual Labyrinth of Superſtition and 
Error. 

It will not be a greater Difficulry to de- 
 mion{trate, That the YPrieten Law it (elf, 
thatgh-Divine in. its Original, is not of Vni- 

verſal 
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verſal Obligation to all People ; bur only cal- 
culated for yout Particular Nation, and ſuch 
as were willing to enter into your Intereſts, 
among the Nations adjacent tro the Holy 
Land. 

And becauſe my Time haſtens me, I will 
only fuggeft one Argument for all, and 
leave iz to thy Deliberation; Whether it was 
poſſible for all Markind to repair once aYear 
wo Feru/elem, to ſacrifice in Solomon's Temple, 
as.is requir'd in your Law? For, that it was 
not lawful ro ſacrifice any where elſe, is evi- 
dent, both from the Law ir ſelf, which ex- 
preſsly forbids ir ; and fromthe Examples of 
your Fathers in their ſeveral 'Captivitres ; and 
from your own Praf#ice at this Day, who 
have gnade no Sacrifice fince the Days of T:- 
tus Veſpaſian, the Roman Emperour, who laid 
waſte your Ciry, and burnt your Temple to 
Aſhes. | 
And this alſo may ſerve to convince thee, 
thar the Law of Mz/es was nor of Perpetual 
Obligation even to the Fews themſelves; fince 
"tis evident from Martrers of Fact, thar for theſe 
Sixteen Hundred Years, you have nor been 
in a Capacity to keep it : And doubtleſs, God 
wou'd never ' require any Thing of Men, 
which he foreſaw, they wou'd not be able ro 
perform. f 

Ceaſe then to think ſo highly of thy Na- 
tion, as if none bur they were the Ele& of 
God,or Capable of his Favours:Ceaſe to inſult 
over the'Reſt of Mankind, and to curſe thy 
Broz#hren;the Sons of Ont Father, even Noah 
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the Fu. Man, and Prophet of God. Behold 
' the Sun and Moon, with all the Conſtellations 
in Heaven : Their Influences are equally di- 
ſpers'd to all of Human Race. Behold: the 
Elements, they ſerve all the Sons of Adam a- 
like ; they are nor Partial ro Mortals, nei- 
ther does any Fa#ion byaſs the Yinds and: 
Rain. Theſe happen all at their Appointed. 
Time and Place. And the -Feur Seaſons of 
\ the Nar.return with even Courſes ro the In- 
habitants of the Four Quarters of the World. 
The Þlants know no Difference berween the 
Circnmcis'd and the -Uncireumcisd ; but 
yield their Encreaſe with Equal Indifferency, 
r9 the One and the Other : And the Brute A- 
nima's, equally acknowledge both for their 
{.ords, Fhe Birds of the Air, areas ſoon 

caughr by a Heathen, Chriſtian, or Mahome- 
tan Fowler, as by one thar is a Few. And the 
Fiſh ef the Sea when they ſwallow the Hook, 

or plung themſelves into,the Net, regard nor 

the Difference of Re/igion in thoſe rhaticarch 

them. All Things happen to every Man 
according to their Nature, and the Pleaſure 
of Deſtiny : Only Min himſelf rranſgreſfes 
— the Condition of kis Being. * But thoſe thar 

obey the Internal Lawziver, ter them be of 

what Nation or Religion ſoever, doubtleſs they 

live Happily, and die in Peace. 

However, leſt Men ſhou'd err for Want of 
Knowl/edge.a Light 1s ſprung forth in the Eaft, 
even the Book of Glory, which confirms the 
VVritten Law, and inſtructs Men in the[Trurh.

People, Mens Perſonal Diſpofitions and 
Coaularities, with the Humours and Cuſtoms 
Peculiar to this or that Nation. For thele things 
depend many Times on the Difference of the 
Cl:mate, the Nature of the Soz/, the Qualities 
of the Air, and the Manner of their Dier. 

But neither Hiſtory, Logick or Philoſophy , 
wereable to efface the Impreflions of my Ear-.

ed fo low, that my Har fell off from my 
Head, before I was ſenſible of my Error.

To the Reis Effendi, or Principal Se- 
cretary of the Ottoman Empire. 


Am at this Time poſſeſs'd with more A 
prehenfions and Jealouſies, than an O 
Infidel Uſurer. My Lodging affects me with 
greater Melancholy, than would a Priſon. 
And my Uneaſineſs is the ſame when I go out 
of Doors. Every Body that meers me, looks 
either as my Accuſer or my Fudge : And ſome 
appear as terrible as Executioners. By Day, 
my Imagination torments me like a Fary ; 
and by Night, I am afrighred with Melan- 
choly Viſions. I dream of _—— bur Racks, 
Wheels, Saws, Gibbers, and ſuch like Inftru- 
ments of Humane Cruelty, Or that I am 
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in. ſome dark Dungeon, condemn'd to more 
Unſufterable Tortures, by -Order of the State ; 
with Cardinal Mazarinz, fitting by me like 
a Spaniſh Inquiſitor, andin the moſt Tyran- 
nical Manner, threatning me with Pains, to. 
which the Damn'd themſelves are wholly 
Strangers, if I will not confeſs what I am, 
and .reyeal the Secrets with which I am en-

The Occaſion of theſe Terrors which haraſs 
me Night and Day, is this : I have for Four 
or Five Days together, found my ſelf dogg'd 
up and down Pars, by a Man whoſe Face I 
never ſaw before in my Life.

T H E News which thy Letter imparts, 
wou'd affect me with Incredible De- 
light, were ſuch a Thing poflible to come to 
paſs, Ir is a long Time fince I have been 
weary of dwelling in Paris, and of conver- 
fng only with Infidels. There is a perfe&t 
Antipathy berween their Humour mine, 
And tis no ſmall Violence a Man does to- his 
Nature in ſuch a Cafe, when all his Actions 
and Words are counterfeited. This goes mi 

ily againſt the Grain. Bur I have thought 
nothing roo much ro do or ſuffer, for our Great 
Mafter's Intereſt. And I'm ftill of rhe fame 
Reſolurion. Yer Nature it ſelf abhors Force 
and Reitraint. Therefore *'rwoud be a vaſt 
Comfort to be recall'd from this difagreeable

an Account of my Agency in theſe Part, 
though it were to the Loſs of my Head, if [ 
deſery'd it. 

I perceive that generous Baſ/a took Com- 
paſſion on my Sufferings, and has done his 
urmoſt to relieve me. *'Tis ro him I owe the 
Propoſal that was made in the Divan, of ſend- 
ing me to the Court of the Grand Mogul, there 
to Negotiate ſome Private Afairs K Impor- 
rance for the Sultan. 

There is nothing thar I have had a greater 
Paſſion for theſe many Years, than the Hap- 
pineſs of viſiting thoſe remote Parts of t 
Earth, ſo venerable for the Antiquity of 
their Inhabitants, and the Excellency of their 
Laws, Cuſtoms, Religion and Government ;

Ever fince I read-the Fournal of thy Tra- 
vels in the Eaſt, I was" inflam'd with an ar- 
dent Defire- ro ſee that Renowned. Natzon 
ro conyerle with the Bramins, and pry into 
the' Myſteries of their Unknown bes or 
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which occaſions ſo much Diſcourſe in the 
Wirld. 

I know not what ails me, bur I promiſe 
my ſelf more Satisfaction from their Books, 
were I capable of underſtanding the Lay- 

ape in Which they are writ, or from the 
fin of thoſe Prieſts who have 'em in their 
Cuſtody ; than from all the Prophets and 
Sages in the World, 1 fancy I ſhoud 
find ſomething prodigiouſly ſtrange. and 
amazing in their Hiſtory, yer {quaring with 
Human Reaſon, and Probability of Truth, 
Iſhou'd meer with Arguments which I cannor 
yer ſtarr, to prove the Eternity of the Horld ; 
Arguments clear and demonſtrariye : ſuch 
as wou'd eſtabliſh rhis Do&rin , againſt all 
Objections that have ot can be made to the 
contrary. 

The Idea which I already entertain of fo 
unmeaſurable a Duration, 1s only founded 
on my own Natural Thoughts, and fupporr-- 
ed by the Concurrent Opinion of ſeveral 
Ancient Phzloſophers. Bur I ſhou'd hope ra 
ſee it dioverd: by thele Indian Records, to 
bea Truth as brighr as the Sun, and fixed as 
the Center of the Earth. 

There is another Thing, for which I migh- 
tily admire rhe Indians; and wherein I en- 
deayour to imitate them ro the urmoſt of 
my Power : That is, the Juſtice and Ten- 
derneſs they ſhew towards the Beaſts, *Tis a 
Thing which needs a conſiderable Expiation, 
it by chance they =- any living Co. 

ur, 
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Bur, if they doit wilfully, - cut of Cruel 
Wantonneſs or Malice, and not in their own 
Defence ; *tis puniſh' d with Death, no leſs 
than if they had murder d a Man. No care 
of Health, or Fear of Diſſolution by Sickneſs, 
can tempr one of the Brachman Race, to 
taſte a Bir of Fleſh: Much leſs cou'd they 
be induc'd by the meer pleaſure of their Ap- 
petites, to commir that which they eſteem 
ſo enormous a Sin, and the very Fountain 
of all other Vices. They count ir-the great. 
eſt Injuſtice that can be, to ſuſtain rheir own 
Lives, by the Death of any of their Fellow- 
Animals ; and they eſteem it a Pufillanimiry 
unbecoming a Man, when he dares not ven- 
rure his Life on the Fruits of the Earth, 
and the Milk of Cattel, which he may en- 
Joy in Innocence, and Nature affords him 
more than enough, of all Sorts of lawful 
Nouriſhment, . 

This Religious Abſtinence, is the Mother 
of Heroick Verrues ; and thoſe who practice 
it inviolably, are always in a State to contemn 
rhe World, Death, and all Momentary 
Things. Hence it is, that the Indians go 19 
the Inviſible World as cheerfully, as they 
wou'd rake a” Journey to China; and Perſia. 
Turky, or any other Part of the Earth. For 
they eſteem Death no other - than a fſerring 
out, or Voyage of the Soul ro a more agree- 
able Religion. 

Bur, I need not infift fo much on theſe 


Things to rhee, who haſt been among . 
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and art familiarly acquainted. with their Ge. 
nius and inclination. I flide into this Dil- 
courſe inſentibly, by the Pleaſure I rake in 
thinking of theſe People and their admira- 
ble Verrues, as a Man falls in Love with a 
Beautiful Woman, by artenrtively gazing on 
her, and many Times forgers himfelf, and 


the Bnſineſs he was abour, commits Errors 


and Indecencies, and through the Contufion 
of his Spirits, 15 quire lolt, like one in a 
Wood. 

To rerurn therefore ro my Purpoſe; a 
Journey ro the Indies would be very plea- 
lant to me on. ſeveral -orher Accounts. The

and Self.Preſervation ranght me immediate- 
ly ro ſeize on him, and grapple as cloſe as I 
could, extending his Arms with mine at 4 
good Diftance Ann our Bodies. I am bur 
lirtle and ſhorr, yer I have a ſtrong Spring 
with my Body,when I am once rouz'd,asrhou 
wilt imagine I was now. Beſides, I have ge- 


nerally a certain Preſence of Mind 1n pe 
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of Danger, which fails not ro- prompr me 
with the readieft and moſt proper Courſe o 
eſcape. In a Word, I wreſted the Ponyard 
out of the Ruffian's Hand, and ftabb'd him 
dead wirh ir, not thinking ir ſafe to make a 
Noiſe, bur chafing rather rodie if my Strength 
faild me, than by crying our for Help, run 
the Riſque of worſe Conſequences: For I had 
long expected ſome ſuch Arrempt as this 
upon my Life, from my Enemies ar the Pore. 
And concluding this Fellow to be one em- 
ploy'd by them for that Purpoſe, I rhonghr 
ir no Prudence to have him ſeiz'd 'by the 
Watch, and puniſh'd by the Law, Ieft he 
ſhonid in Revenge diſcover me and my Bu. 
fines to theſe Infidels. Therefore T play'd 
the Executioner my ſelf, and ſent him our of 
Hand to another World, ro prevent his ret- 
ling Tales in this.

] Sent thee a Letter ſome Days agoe, where- 

in I expos'd the General Nakedneſs, Im- 
becilliry, and languiſhing State of the Ger- 
man Empire in this Age. My Diſpatch a- 
bounded with Characters of their Vices : Ir 
deſcrib'd exactly the preſent Eclipſe of An- 
cient Imperial Majeſty, Power and Strength, 
the Revolr of many Principalities and States, 
the Feuds and Diſcord:of thoſe that yet re- 
main in Obedience, and pay a ſeeming Ho- 
mage to Ceſar ; with many other Things, 
which being well confider'd, may for 'the 
Furure 'preyent, or at leaſt, diminiſh that 
Conſternation and Panick Terror, which 
uſes ro ſeize the Hearts of Muſſulmans, when 
we are in War with the Emperour. 

Now as a farther Incentive and Encou- 
ragement to rake up Arms againſt the In- 
fidels ; as a Spur to certain Victory and 
Conqueſt, I will unlock the TART

of the Country, without taking Notice of 
the Inhabirants. And, fince nothing more 
excites the Reſolution and Valour of Mili 
Men, than the Hopes of Plunder, and paſ- 
ſing away a Campaign in \Plenty of all ne-

The Auſtrian Grape is ſweer and luſcious. 


Several Roman Emperours have peferr'd the 


Fruits of the German Vintage, ro thoſe of 
Italy and Greece. And fuch is the ſuperabun- 
dant Plenry of Vineyards, that at a Place call'd 
Stutgard, there is a Proverb currant, That 
they have more Wine than Water. If our 
FaniZaries knew this, they wou'd be for an 
Expedirion into Germany. Nay they tem- 
per their Mortar with Wine in ſome Places, 

and flack rhetr Lime with ir. | 
They have ftrong Beverages alſo made of 
Barley, VVhear, and -other Grain, which 
they tranſport from Brunſwick, Breſlaw, 
Delph, Dantzick, Lubeck, and other Places, 
ro moſt Countries in the North and Wt of 
Europe. 
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Europe. They likewiſe make a Sort of Wine 
of Honey, as firong and Sweet as the Wine 
of Canay. 

- There is abundance of Frankincenſe and 
Myrrh in Morav3a, of Saffron. in Auſtria, of 
Licorice it Franconia, of Medder for Dyers 
in Sileſia, of Amber in Thuringia.

Beſides their Native and Domeſtick Riches, 
they have mightily improv'd their Stock, by 
' Foreign Commerce; exchanging their Super- 
fluiries for things more precious and of great- 
er Value : VVhich in a conſtant Courſe of 
Bartering, brings into the German Coffers ma 
ny Hundred Millions of Crowns in a Year. 
In a Word, their Ciries are ſo Rich, that when 
they have been pillag'd by an Enemy, the 
booty of one Ciry, has been valu'd ar Two 
Millions of Crewns,in ready Money, beſides 
Plate and Tewels. The Common Souldiers 
have made Hilrs for their Swords and Dag- 
gers of Gold and Silver; nay, ſome would 
have their very Helmets of the ſame Merals.

Certainly, rhoſe, who ont of an Averfion 
for Puriry, Prayer, and Faſting , turn them- 
ſelves from Humane Bodies ro Swine ; and 
from Religious Abſtinence ro Salvage Gur- 
mundizing on Fleſh, ſeem ro derive their 
Pedigree .from a Race of Devi/s: Eſpecially 
ſuch as afrer the manner of Spiders, gathe- 
ring Poiſon from the Flowers of Piety , 
Blaſpheme this Sacred Virtue of Abſtinence, 
and call ir by the Infamous Name of Super- 
ſition. ' 

For, if the Veneration we pay to God con- 
fiſt in the Knowledge, Love and Fear of his 
- Divine Majeſty, with Adoration and Praiſe 
of his Erernal Attributes ; ir follws, Thar 
we ought to worſhip him with the moſt 
Fervent Application of our Spirits. - Bur 
this Re/izirous Ardour cannor ſubſiſt in any 
Soul, whoſe Body is not mortified ; nor can 
the Body be morrified withour Auſterity, 
which always is accompany'd with Rigorous 
Faſting and Abſtinence from Fleſh, Where- 
fore if we aſcend to God, by the- very ſame-

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Degrees as we -fall from him, it follows, 
Thar Abſtinence is the Firſt Step to Immor- 

rality and Supreme Happineſs. | 
I do not mean by Abſtinence, that Natu- 
ral Averfion which ſome Men have for Fleſh, 
who never durſt to - taſte of any in' their 
Lives, compell'd to this by ſome Occult 
Antipathy in their Stomachs. For ſuch a 
Neceſſity cannot make a Vertue, it being 
common to Men and Brures ; there being 
many Animals, who faſt from all Provender 
ar certain Seaſons of the Year, and others 
that taſte nor ſome Kinds of Food, during 
their Lives. So thereare ſome Men to whom 
Wine, Fleſh, Cheeſe, Apples, Herbs and 
other Things, are an Abominarion from their 
Credics. There have been others, who, by a 
Prerernaturat Neceflity.have liv'd ſomeDays, 
Veeks, Months and Years without either 
Meat or Drink. So Plato records, Thar 
Herus Pamply/ins lay Ten whole Days 
among the Dead Carcaſes of Soldiers flain 
in Bartel ; and, when he was taken up to be 
laid cn rhe Funeral Pile, they perceiv'd} him 
wo be alive. - Laertins tells us, That Pythago- 
ras faited Forty Days and Forty Nights from 
Mear and Drink. From whom Apollonius 
Thyancns learn'd the Art off keeping almoit 
a perpetual Faſt. And rheſe Modern, Times 
afford us rhe Example of a Spaniard, whem 
they call A/cantare, who every Mo:n us'd to 
Faſt for Seven or Eight Days rogether. So 
a famous German Maid was diligently -ob- 
fery'd and warch'd, whilſt the pals'd v_ 
wal 
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fut Seven Years Time without Meat, Drink, 

Sleep or Excrements. France alſo boatts 
another Virgin, who: fated” . above, "Three 
Yeats together. _, 

Such, Abltinencies as rheſe, afe not to be 
put--ro the -Accounr” ' of Vertue, .in regard 
they were n& the Effects of Humane Choice, 
but the Decrees of Fate,, So wou'd our Ab- 
ſtinence be depray'd,; if we ſhou'd only 
Ctiſe it, as rhe old Gentiles did, who frbo 
to kill or eat ſome certain Beaſts, Haan 
they held them conſecrated to their Gdds, 
As the. Dog to Diana-; the' Tyger to Bacchus; 
the Horſe to Neptune; the olf ro Mars ; - 
the Eagle to Fupzter ; the Peacock ro Funo ; 


the Swan. ro Apollo; the Dove to Venns ; 


the Ow/ ro- Minerva, Nor need .we abftain 
on the Account of the Soul's Tranſmigrarion; 
for, ſo we ought to forbear the Vegetable: 
Products of the Earth, as well as: Animals, 
Gince the Soul is Indifferent” to all Bodies, in 
its ſeparate State. 

Burt our Reaſon in this Pajnt, ought. to 


take its [Riſe from the Fundamental Law of 


Nature, the Original Juſtice of .the World, 
which reaches us, Not to do that to. another, 
which we wou'd not have another do to us. 
Now, ſince 'ris evident, That no Man wou'd 


willingly become rhe Food of Beaſts 5 therc-- 


fore, by the ſame Rule, heought not to prey 
on them. Next to. this Foundation of our 


- Abſtinence, we ought to build our: Aims a 


the Perfection of our Nature,.. which cannot 


be acquir'd. bur by 2% as We muft ett 
H. 4 deavout-. 
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deavour to abate the Aliment of our Con- 
cupiſcences, by exhaling the ſuperfluons and

Then we ſhou'd re- 
freſh, our fainting Bodies, with Food affor- 
ding little Nouriſhment and Pleaſure. Thar 
ſo our vain AﬀeCtions, Appetites and Lufts, 
may gradually die : Whilſt the pure Mind 
revives, and being free from the groſs Va= 
pours, ariſing from. r0o' much, and roo fat- 
ning Meats and Drinks, the Films which 
darken'd her Sight, fall of ; and ſhe can 
better now . diſcern the Naked Forms of 
Things, by her own fimple Inſtitution, than 
before ſhe cou'd through all the borrow'd 
Spectacles and other Opricks of Book-Philoſo- 
?75y.... Alſo.ſhe will more eafily raiſe her. ſelf 
ro the Contemplation and Science of Divine 
Erernal. Things. He therefore that in Ear- 
neſt will apply himſelf to the Study of ac- 
compliſh'd Sanctiry, muſt firſt by Faſting 
exhauſt rhe Marrow from his Bones, the Far- 
neſs. from his Fleſh, the Wild and Rampant 
Spirits from his Nerves, and then he mu{t 
purge the Words and Actions of his Life 
from Vice. When this is done, the Soul 
becoming a pure Tabula Raſa, is fit for the 
Impreſſions of Celeſtial Vertue. 

Thoſe who labour under acute Diſeaſes, 
run great Hazard of their Lives, according 
to Hipocrates, ,unleſs their Diet be aceom- 
modated with propottionate Regard ra the 
Quality and Time of ,the . Critical Firs or 
Paroxiſms. Bur, ' thoſe who are ngyd 

| wit 
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with Vice; do labour under far more dange- 
rous Diftempers, than ſuch as afflict the 
Body. Wherefore the Propher, our Holy - 
Law-giver, like a Wife Phylician, appoin- 
ted certain Seaſons of the Year, for Sacred 
Abſtinences, Faſtings, Pilgrimages, V-:gils, 
and other Holy Exerciſes, eſpecially the 
Mighty Faſt and Vigil of Ramazen, where- 
in, tho' it be not forbid to ear of Fleſh after 
the Stazs appear ar Night, yet none but 
loole and indeycur Believers, take rhat Li. 
berty ; whereas the berrer Sort conrent rhem- 
ſelves with an Aſcetick Diet.

T Hou may'it Regiſter inr the Archives of 
the: Sacred Empire ; That Dom Fohn of 
Auftria, is made perpernal Governouy of the 
Low-Conntries, under the Spaniſh King's 
Obedience. He is alſo Viceroy,” and Vicar- 
General of Arragon, Catalonia, and Valencia. 
Bar it is fit for thee to know alſo, That this 
is ſo far from being eſteem'd by thar Prince 
a Happineſs, that he counts ir his Greareft 
Misfortune, in Regard 'tis no better than an. 
Honourable and + Irrevocable Baniſhmenr 
from the Court of Spain 5 where his Royal 
Blood and Merits, are out-maſter'd by the 
Genius of a ecrtain Prieſt, whom they call 
Father Nitard. This Man is verv Ambirious, 
always aiming at High Matters, yet admir'd 
by no body for his Learning, Beauty, or any 
other good” Qualities. ''Only the Queer of 

Spain, 1s pleas'd tro make him her Favourite. 
He cou'd never buckle to the Humour of 
Dom Fohn ;\and hence aroſe a ſecrer Envy be-. 
tween 'em ; which afterwards burſt forth in- 
to open Animoſities, Feuds and Quarrels, 
So that 'at laſt, rhe Favourite got the Day, 

and Dom Folm was forc'd to quit the Field. 
Tr is impoſſible ro trace the Spvereigns of 
the Earth in the Foot-ſteps 'of* their Royal 
Conduct : Or c!ſe, one wou'd of Courſe 
X canclude, 
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conclude, That tho' ſo great a Prince as 
this, of the ſame Lineage as the Queen her 
ſelf, ſhou'd haveealily eclips'd the borrow'd 
Luſtre of an Upſtart Minion.

Yer this is true of Fohn Caſimir, late King 
of Poland, who from .a Sovereign Monarch 
is become an Humble Subje#, and having 


forſaken the Pleaſures and Magniticences - 
is.

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his Royal Palace , voluntarily confines him. 
ſelf to the Narrow Circumſtances and Au. 
ſterities of a Monaſtich Life. 

He choſe France for the Place of his Re- 
treat from +. his own Kingdom ; and the Abby 


| of Sr. Germazns near Paris, as his Sanfuary 


fiom all Worldly Afairs. He was magni- 
ficenrly recety'd and entertain'd in every Ci- 


»,ry through which he paſs'd. And cn the 4th. 
of the 11th. Moon, he made his firſt Entry 


into: the Moſque or Church of the Cenvent, 
where he made his vows, in Quality of 
Abbot, or Superior of that Houſe : For 
which they ſolemnly ſung their Te Deum, 
ora Song. of Praiſe to God. And the Court 
of France ſcems to be proud of the Honour 
this Prince has done ir, in retiring hither, 
and making ir the Theatre» of ſuch Pious 
Reſolves, the laſt Stage of his P#s/primage 
on Earth, where he will bid Adieu to 
the vain Pageantries of Honour, Wealth 
and Empire ; and having ſhaken of the 
Glittering Burden of a Crown, with all the 
other Clogs of elevated Mortality, he will 
the eaſier climb ro Parad:/c. 

Abſtracting from the Particular Super- 
fitions of the Naxzarenes, T cannot but 
commend the Sage Undertaking of King 
Caſimir ; who, in this, ſeems ro outgoe the 
noifie oftentous Action of Adrian, one of the 
Roman Emperors : For he only once cele- 
brated in outward Pomp his own Funerals, 
by way of Type or Figure ; making a ſplen- 
did Cayalcade, before which his Coffin. was 


carried 
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carried in a kind of Mock-Triumph : As if 
after all his other Victories, ar laſt he had 
lead Death himfelf Captive : "Whereas 
this hinder'd nor, but that he return'd again 
ro the Vanities which in this Publick Emblem 
he ſeem'd ro deſpiſe ; And from a Drama- 
rich Conqueror, -he became a real Slave. His 
perſonated Mortifcarion in the Streets , en- 
dedin his ordinary Paſſions ar Home. And 
he had a ſtronger Inclination to the Bed of 
pen wor onrgn at Night, than he ſeem'd to 
have by Day to his Grave. 

Bur this Heroick King of the Poles, is 
really gone into his Sepulchre. ( For no bet- 
ter is a Monaſtery in my Opinion.) Hehas 
tranſlated the Seat and Throne of his Kng- 
dom, to a Tomb ; not for Three or Four 
Hours, to make a ſhew, but there really ro 
lead a dy.ng Life, or living Death; and 
reigtt in Funeral Majeſty all the Reſt of his 
Days. For, to be thus Recluſe from the 

VVorld, is to be buried alive. 

_ ._ O Venerable and Benign Dervich, pardon 
the Favourable Opinion I have of this Chri- 
ftian Monarch , I do not patronize his Er- 
ors in applauding his Vertue. Beſides, it 
1s the General Faith of  Mu/ſſu/mans, Thar, 
let a Man be a Chri#1an, a- Few, or Pagan, 
provided he lives up to the beſt Light he has, 
he ſhall be ſaved. And the Holy Prophet 
_— gave us Encouragement to beheve 
0. 

Thou wilt at leaſt conclude this King to 
be more Pipus and worthy of Praiſe, than 
one 
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one of his Predeceſſors, who uſurp'd the 
Poliſh. Crown. This was Uladiſlaus V. who 
having enter'd into a ſolemn Leauge with 
one of our Former Sultans, living in- his 
Time, and taken an Oath thereupon, giving 
alſo rhe - Euchariſt (or, that which they 
eſteem rhe Body of Chriſt) in Hoſtage ; yet 
ſoon afrer broke the Articles that he had 
Sign'd, Seal'd, and Sworn to, and for the 
Performance of which he had pawn'd his God.

Bur, 
juſt as they were going to give Bartel, the 
Sultan took ont of. his Boſom, the paw- 
ned Euchariſt, with the Capitulations agreed 
upon, and ſworn to between 'em. "Then 
holding the Wafer in One Hand, and the 
Articles in the Other, he cryed out, in the 
Hearing of both Armies ; © O thou Cruci- 

* fd God of the Chiſtians, behold thy Per- 
\  * fidious Adorers, who have given thee to 
* me as a Pledge of their Faith and Truth 
* in what they have ſworn ; yet in a moſt 
* Impious Manner they have violated their 
* Oath. If thou art a God chaſtiſe them 
* now by my means, for their Abominable 
** Perjury, and Prophanation of thy Name. 
His Prayer was heard of Heaven : For the 
ViRtorious Oſmans gave a Total Overthrow 
to the Infide/s; and that Blafphemous Prince 
was himſelf kill'd in the Bartel.

hes among, the .. Philoſophers, - and - Aſtrone- 


'mers of that, Age, mention'd in the Perſian 
Chronicles. For they obſerving , that nor 


only- rhe Sun, bur the whole Planetary Sy- 
ſtem, and all the Fixed Stars went back at 
the ſame Time, or at leaſt ſcem'd to. do ſo, 


began to revive that curious Queſtion, about 


the Motion of the Earth, which, the , Chal- 


deans, 
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deans, and Gymnoſophiſts of India had ſtars 
ted before, when the Sun and Moon—ftood 
ſtill ar the burning of 14a. And it was con- 
chuded by ſome of 'em, Thar the Motion of 
the Earth "being granted, its ſtanding till, 
. or going back at theſe extraordinary Times, 
would folye all rhe 4ftronomical Appearan« 
ces betrer, and.in 4 nyore Natural Way, 
than by ſuppoſing -ſuch a -Prodigious Stop 
to be put ro the whole: Czleſtia/ Frame art 
one time, or that the Everlaſting Spheres 
ſrou'd be Rowld backwards at the 0- 
ther. - 

This Difpure was the Occaſion of that 
famous Conflux of the Eaſtern Sages to 
Babylon, mention'd in the Perſian Poets , 
and Hiftorzans, For Baladan being very In 
quiſitive after Rnowledge, and particularly 
deſirous to be inform'd in the Grounds of 
this Preternarural Appearance, ſent Meſſen- 
gers into India, Egypt, Perſia, and all King- 
doms, where Learning flouriſh'd ; inviting 
the Aſtrologers, Priefts, Magicians, Prophets, 
and all that had the Character of M/:/e Men, 
ro come to his Court at Babylon , where 
they were -magnificently entertain'd ; and 
when they had fully ſatisfied all the King's 
Demands , he ſent them away laden with 
Gifts and Preſents, every Man to his own 
Country. 

Arkianus ſucceeded Baladan in the King- 
dom of Babylon, in whoſe time Echatan: 
was built. To him ſucceeded; Belithrs, 
Apbronadius , Rigibelus, Meſſiſſimordacus 
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-afrer whom the Kingdom was again tranſla. | 


- .ted-to the Aſſhrians, in the Reign of Eſchar- 
haddon,in the 3323d, Year of rhe World, and 
the 24th. O/ympiad. During the Empire of 
this Eſcharhaddon the Aſſyrian Monarch , 
Chalcedon thar lies over againſt rhe Imperial 
City, was built by the Thracians, in the 
25th. Olympiad, and 3329th. Year of the 
World. | 

To #Eſcharhaddon ſucceeded Saoſduchinus, 
*Chyladanus, Nabopolaſſar ; in the Reign of 
which 'laſt, Necho King of Egypt , attempt- 
ted ro-cut a Cane! from the Nzle to the Red- 


Sea, wherein he employed an Hundred and 


"Twenty Thouſand Egyptians ; but diſcou- 
rag'd by the flow Progreſs they made, and 
the vaſt Expences he was at, he gave it 
over. 

This Nabobolaſſar, once more rais'd' the 
Kingdom of .Babylonto an Univerſal Monar- 


cby ; for before his Time it had been for ſome \ 


Years in the Hands of the Af5rians ; bur he 
fubdu'd all' Syria, Phenicia, Fudea, and 


Egypt, and expell'd the Scythians our of -- 


Aſia. 

To him fucceeded his SonNebuchadnez4ar, 
who dream'rt of the Four Univerſal Monar- 
chies, that were to ſucceed one another. In 
his Reign was born the Grand Cyrus, who 
Tais'd the Perſian Monarchy, Of him it 5 
Recorded, Thar one Night he dreamed, The 
Sun ſtood at hi Feet, whom when Cyrus Thric® 
atrempted to lay hold on, the Sun as often+ dif: 
asppear'd :; Which the Magi interpreted, - a 

ure 
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fure Sign that he ſhould Reign Thirty Years 
-which came to pals accordingly. 
During this Reign, there was a Notable 
Dnel fought berween Pittacus, one of the 
Seven Wiſe Men of Greece, and Phrynon the 
moſt Renowned Combatant of thoſe Days ; 
for he always won the Prize at the O/ympick 
Games. He was General of the Athenians, 
and being puffd up with his conftant Sucs 
ceſſes, he befy'd any Man ro a fingle Com- 
bat. Pittacus the Sage, accepted the Chal- 
lenge ; and when they were hotly engag'd in 
the Field, he ſuddenly threw a filken Net 0- 
ver Phrynon's Head, and having thus entang- 
led him, thruſt him through with his Lance. 
This was that great Nebuchadnezzar, who 
having befieg'd and raken Fernſalgm, burnt it 
down to the Ground, raz'd the Walls, and 
carry'd away all the Fews with their Riches 
into Captivity to Babylon. BL 
- Afﬀeerwards having Conquer'd all the 
Neighbouring Nations, he new-built Baby 
lon, and enclos'd it wirh Three Walls: He 
alſo built thoſe Pendulous Gardens, Renow- 
ned throughout the Earth ; and made thoſe 
Brazen' Gates which were reckoned among 
the Meonders of the 2/orld. Bur art length , 
being puff'd up with the Thought of his 
Magnificent Works, he was Metamorphos'd 
into a Satyr or S:/van,and dwelr Seven Years . 
in the Deſarts of Arabia, being a Compa- 
nion of rhe Brutes. My Country-men ſhew 
the Places of his wild Haunt, to rhis Day ; 
having receiv'd it by Tradition from theirF4« 
2 thers, 
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-#hers. * They ſay alſo, that Paremzel, the 


Angel -of the Hoods, when the Term of Se- 


en Years wasexpir'd, interceeded wirh God 


for Nebuchadnezzer, who thereupon -rurn'd 
him into a Man again, and reiior'd him to 


"his Empire: He dyed peace the 3442d 


Year of the H/orld,and the 43d of his Rergn. 

Tohim ſucceeded Evz/-Merodach, Ner:- 
gliſſor, Laborsſoarchod, and Labynitus, in 
whole Time there was War between the Ba- 


bylonians and Perſians , when Cyrus after ma- 


ny Victorious Campaigns, at laſt laid Siege 
to Babylon, took the City, and tranſlated the 
Empire to the Perſians ; and having ſubdu'd 
all the Mef of Aſia, even to the Red Sea, he 


died ar Seventy Years of Age ; Commanding 


his Servants nor to Embalm his Body, nor 


uſe any coſtly Pomp at his Funeral, but by- 


rying him decently like a Man, -ſhou'd- cauſe 


.this Epitaph to be writ on- his Tomb, 


O Mortals,T am Cyrus who 
laid the Foundation of the 
Perſian Monarchy , and 
was Emperour of all A- 
ſla : Therefore envy me 
not a Grave. 


To him ' ſucceeded Camby/es his 'Eldeft 


"Son,:who marching with his Army into #- 


8!) 
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Egypt,and laying Siege 'to ' Peluſium, caus'd 
a'great Number of Cows, Apes, Birds and 
other Animals to'be plac'd in the Front of 
his Army ; knowing, thar the Egyptians 
worſhip'd ſuch for Gods, and conſequently 
wou'd forbear ro ſhoot their Arrows that; 
way : By which Stratagem he took the City, 
and afterward Conquer'd all 'Ezypr, carrying 
away many Thouſands of rhe Ezyptians, with 
Foreigners refiding there, into Captivity, a- 
mong whom was Py/hagoras the Philoſopher. 

Afrer this, Cambyſes ſent Spies under the | 
Notion of Embaſſadors to the King of /Ethi- 
opia, with Rich Prefents. Bur the King ſu- 
ſpe&ting _ what was _ their Bufineſs, rook a 
Bow in his Hand and benr irt,as tho' he wou'd* 
ſhoot; and giving ir the Spies, he bid 
them carry it to rheir Ne gs tell him, - 
That when he and hu Perfians had learn'd to 
bend Bows of that Strength, he might think, of 
invading Ethiopia, and not before,for that the 
Mrhiopians were Gyants in Vigor, And when | 
the Spies rerurn'd to Cambyſes, there was no 
Man found among his Soldiers which was a- 
ble to bend rhat B»w. Yet he march'd di- 
retly rowards Ethiopia with a great Army; 
Part of which was oyerwhelm'd in the Sands 


_ - of rhe Deſarrs, ro the Number of Fifty 


Thouſand, and the Reſt being reduc'd, for 
Want of Proviſions, to a Neceſlity of eating 
one another, he rerurned in a Freat Rage to 
Memphs, where he ſlew Aps rhe God of the 
Egyptians, and caus'd his Prieſts to be Maſ- 
ſacred, He alſo flew his own Brother, and- 
EY K 3 kill'd: 


* commanded . 
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Ne his Wife pacguls ſhe mourned for” him, 
ſhot Prexaſpes through with anArrow,and 
Twelve w—_ Nobles to be 
bury'd: Alive : He fer Fire to.. the Temples, 
blaſphem'd the Gods, and at laſt kilfd him- 
ſelf by an Accident with. his own Sword. 
After his Death, the Magi Crown'd one of 
their own Order, and ſethim on the Throne 


of Perſia, giving out that he was Smerdes, 


the Younger. Son of Cyrus, who had been 
murder'd by .the Command of. his Brother 
Cambyſes. And it was eaſy tq carry on the 
Frand, in regard the Perſian Kings rarely 
fuffer themſelves to be ſeen ; which is a Cu- 
ſtom, rhow-know'ſt, obſerv'd by all rhe Meo- 
14s.chs 1n the. Eaſt. | 
One Oſtan, a, Perſian . Prince, firſt  diſco- 
ver'd the Cheat by Means of - his Daughter, 
a, Concubine. of the King's: For ſhe, by his 
Inſtruction, found our, that the King bad 
no Ears : Which was a. convincing Argument 
thar he was one. of the Magz, whoſe Ears 
Cambyſes had: commanded to be cut off. 
This, Otan, drawing.Six other Pringes 18: 
to. a Conſpzracy, they ruſhid into the Pa- 
lace, and kill'd all the Mags, and fingl'd our 
of their own Number, one. Darius, the Son 
of Hy/taſpes, to ſucceed in the Throve. This. 
was not done by Election; but by Lot + For 
they.agreed ro meer all rogether, one Mor-. 
ning, before the Palace, Gates on Horſeback ; 
and, thax he whoſe Horle-firſk Neigh'd: after 
the. $7. was up, ſhou'd be King. This fell 
to, Darins's. = , by the Stratagem of his 
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Squire, or Maiter of the Horſe. Then the 
other Princes, Crown'd him, and made him 
ſwear by the Sin and the Fire, that he wou'd 
never put them ro Death or. deny them his 
Preſence. 

Bur Darius finding himſelf cnrb'd by theſe 
Princes, was reſolv'd to rid himſelf of fuch 
dangerous Companions. Wherefore he cau- 
fed a Stove to be built on purpoſe for a Ban- 
_. quetting-Houſe, and fo arrificially contriv'd 

that the Fire-place being under —_ 
ting-Chamber, ſhould in ſo many Hours burn 
aſunder the Pillars that ſupported the ſaid 
Chamber, and cauſe the Floor to fall down 
into the Fire. Then he invited theſe Princes 
roa Feaft, which he held in his Banquetting- 
Houſe, and was merry with them till che 
Signal was given for him to depart : Ar 
which Time he left them in 'the midſt of 
their Mirthz and within a while afrer he 
was gone, the Floor of the Chamber fell 
down, with all thar were in ir, into the Fire 
anderneath, where the Princes were ſoon 
conſum'd ro Aſhes. | 

After this, Darius manag'd all the Afﬀairs 
of his Empire without Controul. He rutd _ 
over all the Provinces of Aſia, frony India to 
Ethiopia, containing above a Hundred 
Kingdoms. He extended his Congue#ts ro the 
Provinces of Greece ; and ſerting forth a pro- 
digious Fleet, he ſaid into the Mediterra- 
nean and Archipelago : He conquer'd the [- 
flands of the Agean Sea, reducd Chalcedon, 
and all rhe Cities along the He/leſpont "and 
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Propontis, even Byzantium it ſelf, the pre- 
fent Seat. of our Auguſt Emperours. | At 
length, devind Reſoach proſperouſly "Thirty 
fix Years, he died, and left Xerxes his Son to 
fucceed him in the Throne. 

Thon ſeeft Great Guide of the Faithful, 
that T' have not yet reach'd to the End of the 
Perſian Monarchy ; whereas I thought ro have 
comprehended all rhe Four in one Letrer ; 
For I have only rouch'd npon the moſt Re- 
markable Paſſages, omitting the main Body 
of the HiNtory, which. it wou'd be too tedious 
for thee to.peruſe.

Inthe Beginning of May, the King took 
kis- Journey to Flanders, to viſit his New- 
Conqueſts there. 'This put his Enemies in-- 
to a great Conſternarion, fearing that he had 
ſome Deſign . uponon them. They began- 
to. he upon their. Guard, and prepare for. 2: 
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ſudden Surprize. Bur the King perceiving 
their Alarm by his Spies ; ſent them Afſu- 
rance, on his Royal Word, That he would 
do them no Violence at this Time. 

However, he ſoon after ſentthe Mareſchal 
de Crequi into Lorrain, with a force conſi- 
derable enough to reduce that Prince to. 
Reaſon, who had not kept his Parole with 
him in- ſeveral | Inſtances. The Effet of 
this Expedition, was the Reducing Pont- 
a«Mouſſon, Eſpinal, Chaite, Longwy, and all - 
the Principality ob Larrain, to the French 
King's Obedience : So that the poor Duke- 
is fore'd to ſeek his Refuge in Foreign 
Courts. 

Noble: 4ga, this Duke is.not tobe Piried, 
being. very. Ungrateful, and a perfedt Mad- 
man. He owes his. Liberty and* Life to the 
King of France; yet could nor. forbear Plot- 
ting againſt him. Now» he is: deſery 
Chaſtis'd for. his Folly. So may. all thoſe 
ſuffer, who abuſe their Benefactors.

HE< has happen'd an Accident of late, 
which teſtifies the Zeal of rhe ' French 
for their Religion, as well as ir diſcovers the 
Raſh and Unwarrantable Fury of a Bigotred 
Deſperado. This Perſon was one of that 
Sef they call Huguenots, of whom there are 
great Mulritudes in France 3 and they are 
Diametrically Oppoſite to. thoſe of the Rs- 
man Faith in their Principles, 'and the Man- 
ner of Worſhipping God; yet are tolerated 
by the State, to prevent the Inconyeniencies 
of a Civil War, and the Effufion of Humane 
Blood. The King chufing rather by Cle- 
mency to win them to his Party, than by a 
ſevere Execution of the Laws in Force 
againſt 
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againſt rhem, ro compel their Conſciences 
in Matter relating to God. 

Yet many Men are of Opinion, Thar this 
Royal Condeſcenfion will nor have its defir'd 
Effect, upon a Stubborn and Ungrareful fort 
of People ; who inſtead of being oblig'd to. 
Fideliry and Obedience by ſuch Indulgenr 
Favours, are apt to interpret them as Ar- 
guments of rhe Kng's Importance and Diſa- 
bility ro punyſh thoſe that refift his Authori- 
ty, and to harden theraſelves the ,more in 
their Factious Infolence : As it will appear 
by what I am going to relate of a certain 
Religious Furioſo, a Huguenot by Profefion. 
This Fellow coming one Day into the Grear === 
Temple in Pars, which they call No#re 
Dame, makes up diredly roward the Prieſ? 
who. was celebrating the Maſs; and waning 
a convenient Seaſon to execute his Purpoſe, 
juſt as the Prieſt was elevating thar which 
they eſteem the Sacramental Body of Feſus , 
the Meſſias, above his Head, according ro 
Cuſtom, that irmight be Ador'd by all the 
Congregation ; this Ruffian ſtept to him, 
and ſtriking the Wafer out of his Hand, 
rrampl'd it under Foot, and then affaflinated 
the Prieſt with his Dagger. 

The whole Afﬀembly were aſtoniſh'd at 
ſuch an unexampl'd Artrempt. They ſtood 
ſtill like Statues for a while, and ſuffer'd the 
Villain to paſs through the Throng, till he 
came tothe very Gate of the Temple : When . 
beginning to rouze our of their Srupefacti- 
on, ſome run after him, and ſo he was fiez'd,

and carried. before the next Cads, or Fudge of 
Eriminal Cauſes, who condemn'd him' ro 
have his Right Hand firſt cur off before the 
Gate of the ſame Temple, where he had 
been guilty of this Aſaſſine and Prophana- 
tion,' and his Body preſently afrerwards-to 
be burnt alive. Which was accordingly exe- 
cuted. 

Bur not thinking this a ſufficient Expia- 
tion of the Diſhonour done to God , the 
Archbiſhop of Paris commanded Publick 


. Prayers to be made which they call the Orai- 


ſons of Forty Hours. He appointed alſo 
a Solemn Proceſſion of all the Clergy to the 
Temple of Noſtre Dame, to cleanſe it: from 
the Defilzment (which,according ro their Be- 
licf)-ir had contrated by this Impious Acti- 
en. Fhe Soveraigr Companies of the City 
Fkewiſe, arrended' theſe Ceremonies in their 
Rcbes of Honour, ro teſtifie their Devo- 
tion. 

Thou wilt not conclude me an Iafidel, or 
fay thar I undertake the Patronage-of the 
Reman Religion, if Icondemn this Fellow as: 
a Martyr ts his own Prefumprion and' Ar- 
rogance. The Romansand Huguenots are all 
atike ro me, ſo long as they are equally Ene- 
nemics ro the Meſſenger of God. Bur it is 
not- decent or wiſe, neither Good Manners 
nor Policy to affront the Eftabliſh'd Reli- 
2ien of the Country where a Maa lives. 
Twas. ſufficient that this Ruffian, and all 
'his Brethren, had the Liberty: of ſerving God 
after their own. Way., It was an SR 
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ble Immortality to diſturb the lawful Priefs 
of the Natian, eſpecially in ſo  barbarous a 
Manner, in the very Height "of their Myſte- 
ries, the mid{t of their Daily Sacrifice ar the 
Altar of their - God, where they profeſs ro 
immolate after a tranſcendent Manner, no 
leſs than the Body and Blood of the Meſſias. 
Doubtleſs,all Nations are Zealous for their: 
Religion , and we Muſſulmens ſhou'd nor 
Fruple to put ro Death a Head-firong Gia- 
fer, 'who wou'd preſume but ro pollute our 
Sacred Meſques by his TJacircumcifed Pre- 
ſence ; much leſs ſhould we ſpare him, if he 
attempted to offer any Violence to a True Be- 
liever, as he was Adoring the Eternal Unrty, 
after the way. obſerved by our Fathers, and 
commanded. by yhe Propher. And tho' theſe 
Nazarenes are Worſhippers of Images and Pi- 
Gures ; tho they Adore that, which to all 
outward Appearance is but a Piece of Bread; 
yer the Preceprt of Moſes ought to be regarded, 
which ſays, Te ſhail not' Bla/pheme the Gods 
of the Nations whither ye go to dwell... 
Venerable Succeſſor of Moſes and the Pro- 
phets, vouchſafe to pray for Mahmut, that 
whilſt he dwells among theſe Infidels , he 
may neither make Shipwreck of his Faith, 
by embracing their Vanities, nor yer forfeir 
his Diſcretion by any Rude, Unteemly, or- 
Violent Carriage againſt-them»

T Here are a ſort of Men among the Na- 

zarene Eccleſiaſticks whom they call 
Caſuiſts, Theſe are prefoundly Vers'd in the 
Learning of the Schoo/s, which ( if thou 
remembreſt ) Honeſt Father Antonro , the 
Old Szciltian Prieft, our Friend, us'd to term 
The Science of Husks, A dry, chaffy Sort 
of Knowledge, conſiſting only of empty, 
vapid Notions, .windy Idea's, Diſtinctions 
made in Sand; which may be effac'd,alter'd, 
or form'd at Pleaſure.

of the Prince or De-JYit, ought to. be a. 
Thing Indifferent to the” States. In regard 
the Common=-wealth appear'd in their fight 
{ſufficiently to. flouriſh, under the Protection 
of her own Arms and Riches, without having 
any Need of either the Prince of Orange's As- 
fſtance, or De77t6s, 
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However, notwitbftanding theſe Animo- 
fties of the Hollanders among themſelves ; 
as {gon as found themſelves engag'd in 
a War, with Two ſuch Potent Monarchs, 
They all Unanimouſly choſe the Prince af 
Orange, as Geveral of their Army ; Remem- 
bring the Famous Actions of his. Fathers, 
the Princes of the Houſe of Naſſaw ; by 
whoſe.Valour and Conduct, they had gain'd: 


. and sonferv'd. their Liberties. On: the other: 
* fide, De-Fit having rendred himſelf Odious 


ro the Vulgar, was by them torn in pieces : 
Such a Deitiny oft happening to thoſe who 
aſpire to. riſe themſelves ay Unlawful Me- 
thads, and who are Ambitious to be the 
Ringleaders of a Fattion.

However, 
I feel a Spiric wirkin me, checking my 'Stu- 
pid Mind, in that I was not before feniible 
of my Error, bur muft make fo late a Re- 
cantation. tr is mupoſfible for me 'to refle&t 
on the vain and tritling Subjects I have all 
along entertain'd thee with, and nor to bhafh 
ar fo grand an Overſight; Since I then 
© - ſeem'd not fo much 25 ro regard thy  Know- 
lodge and Practice im Med3eines, which has 
exalred thee to the Honour of being plac'd 
in the Front of thoſe who rake Care of- the 
Grand Signior's Health. Much leſs did I pre- 
ſent thee with Marrs fairable to thy more 
Interiour Knowledge, and that hidden Wil- 
dom, which deſervedly ranks thee among 
the moſt Perfect and Accompliſh'd Mor- 
tals. 

In Ancient Times, Theolozy and + Phyſick 
were counted Sciences of ſuch a near Rela- 
tion and mutual -Dependance, that one 
cou'd not ſubſfiſt without the other. By 
Phyſick they meant the General Science of 
Nature, 
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Kature, otherwiſe rermed Magick: Which

"Theſe contemplated the Secret Force and 
Virtne of Celeftial and Sublunary Thinys ; 
the 
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the hidden Sympathy berween them,. and 
the Myſterious Powers of Nature. Then 
having by a curious and . painful Scrutiny 
trac'd out the true Genealogies of Things ; 
caſt their Nativities ; and diſcover all their 
Kindred, Allies, Friends and Enemies ; knew 
by applying in due Seaſons, A&ives to pro- 


| per Paſſives, how to produce Effects ap- 


pearing ſtupendious Prodigies to tne Vulgar, 
and no leſs then Miracles: Whereas, all_this 
is bur a pure Reſult of Nature, help'd by 
Humane Art. . So Watches, Dyals, Clocks, 
and Mirrours, appear'd ar firſt to th' Igno- 
rant World, the Effects of Magick : Eſpe- 
cially the Simple Natives of America, ſhew'd 
little more Wir than Apes or Cats, which 
look behind the.

It always falls our fo, when this Monarch 
goes in Perfon-to the Campaign as he'did 
this-Yeear. , It '@ very, little. Time he took 
Bhr#ch , Orfoxy. Remberg, Kezel;) Recs, Em- 
mmerich, and. many other.'. Places; Yet. this 
Succeſs was allay'd® with - rhe. Death'of -the 
- Duke of Longueville, who fell a Victim, ei- 
ther ro his Dullneſs 'or Temeriry, ; in not 
hearing or not receiving the. Cries of the 
Enemy, who demanded Quarter as the 
French were paſſing the Rhine. He was ſhot 
with a Musket-Buller: And the Duke of 
Enguien, his Couſin, very narrowly eſcap'd ; 
for they were both jointly engag'd in the 
ſame Action. 

"The Death of this Prince is much lamen- 
ted, not only by theſe of his Family. bur 
by the whole Court and Ciry, as being the

VVorld is rul'd. And fuch was the Efteem 
which Pope Clement had for this Mcnarchy, 
that he granted a Hundred Days Indulgence.

France; to which Pope Innocent TV. addcd 
Ten Days more.

the Bridle of Servirude, neighs for Joy at his 
Native Liberty, ſcampering at large through 
the ſolitary VVaſte ; nor can he be wheeld'd 
by Humane Crafr, to loſe his beloved Free- 
dom, orchange ir for a Tame Caprivity. 

I have revolvd in my Mind the Apes thar 
are Paſt, and the Years of Unrraceable 'Ori- 
gin. IT have examin'd the Times and Sea- 
fons of the VVorld, recorded in Hiſtory ; 
from Adam to Moſes, from Moſes ro Feſus, 
and from! Feſus/to theſe preſent Days where- 
Mm we live. Afrer all, I fnd that rhe Afe- 
moirs of Former Tranſactions 'are cover'd 
with-great Darkneſs; yer there are nor want- 
ing ſome Glimmerings of Light, to _ 
a dili- 
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a diligent Mind , an Impartial Lover of 
Truth. | 
Feſus the Son of Mary, was of the Stock 
of Abraham, Iſaac, and Facob. He was e- 
ducated in the Law of Moſes, which he ob. 
ſery'd in all Things to a Tittle: And in his 
. Life time he ſaid,- Thinknot that I come to de- 
ſtroy the Law, but to perfeFt it. His Apo#tles 
obſerv'd the -ſame Rule, and in all Things 
were ſtrict Obſervers of the Stated Precepts. 
So were the Primitive Chriſtsans, even to 
the keeping of the Fewiſh Sabbath ; befides 
the Firſt Day of the YYeek, appointed for the 
Publick Celebration of their own Myſteries. 
They abſtain'd from Blood, and from Things 
ftrangl'd, and from all VUnclean Meats , and 
fuch as were Sacrific'd to Idols. .» They had 
no Images or Piftures in their Churches, Cha- 
pels, or Oratories. In fine, they obſerv'd all 
the Neceſſary Purifications, and Ador'd One 
God with Uniry of Heart, and Lively Faith, 
and Good Works. Whereas thou ſeeſt, 
the preſent Roman Church follows quite con- 
trary Maxims. They give the Lye to our 
Lord's own Declaration ; and poflitively ſay, 
That he came on purpoſe to Aboliſh the Law; 
and introduce an Univerſal Liberty ; That 
we may now as freely banquet on the Blood 
of ſlain Beafts, as on the M:/k of the Living ; 
and Ear of Swines Fleſh, and other Abomi- 
nable Food; with as little Detriment to- our 
Souls, as on. the Fleſh of Lambs, or ather 
clean Creatures allaw'd by the Law af God. 


How 
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How can this hang together, or be credi- 
red by any Rational Man ? "Tis no wonder 
there are ſo many Libertines and Atheiſts in 
the World, when they find Chriſtianity to 
bea mere Head of palpable Contradictions. 

To this thou wilt anſwer, according to 
the common Rule ' of Divines, That during 
the Primitive Times , the Apoſtles and all 
other Chriſtians obſerv'd. the Law of Moſes, 
for tear of giving Scandal to the Fews, of 
whom great Numbers were converted to 
the Chriſtian Faith ,, when. they ſaw thar 
the Followers of Feſus did not deviate from 
the Inſtztutions of the Seniors, the Statutes 
of the Houſe of Facob : Burt that afterwards, 
when the Goſpe/ was preach'd far and wide 
on the Face of the Earth, and that many of 
the Gentile Nations were brought over to 
the Church ; it was no longer neceſſary, for 
the ſake of ſo Contemprible a People as the 
Fews , to ſcandalize all the Reſt of the

Ir retain'd this Name many Yeats 'and 
Ages, flouriſhing in a. high Degree ' among 
the other Cities of Greece and Thrace, being 
efteem'd the Gate of Europe and Aſie, 
which the Murual Commerce of both-rho 
Quarters of the Earth was interchangeably 
held np. 

Bur afrer the Days of the Meſſias, there 
aroſe an Emperor of Rome, whoſe Name was 
Conflantine, This Prince, as i is Recorded 
in Reman Fliftories, faw a Viſien in the Air, 


when

when he was at the Head of his Army, 


marching againſt Licimius, and: preparing ro 
give Bartle. - He and all his Soldiers bebeld 
the Figure of a Croſs, with theſe Words 
plainly engraven in the Firmament :: In hoc 
Signo vinces, Conſtantine took this for a 
Good Omen, and'caus'd a Standard of Sit- 
ver to be made exactly after the ſame Form: 
To which he appointed Fifry Standard- 
bearers, to.catry it by Turns, and ro guard 
it : For it was exceeding: Rich, being em- 
boſs'd all over - with Rubies, Diamonds, 
Pearls, and other Precious Jewels of the 
Orient, He built a Pavilion alſo for the Glo- 
rious Idol ; and being inſtructed in the Chrj- 
ftian Law by Euſebrus Pamphilus, and other 
Learned Mollah's,, be was ar laſt Bapriz'd by 
Sylveſter the Pope. 

"This Great Monarch, as the Story goes, 
being very Pious, and having conceivd a 


Profound Veneration for Pope Sylveſter, left 


him the Dominion of Rome, and a Great 
Part of Italy, whilſt he remov'd the Impe- 
rial Court to the EaF, and took up his Re- 
fidence at Byzantium, which he augmented 
with Innumerable Stately Edifices-; ſtriving, 
if poTible, ro equal it with-the Majeſty and 
Grandeur of Rome. He collected: wharſo+ 
ever was Precious and Beauritul in all the 
Ea#, to adorn the City withal : Witneſs 
the Palaces. of Superb Architedture , the 
Admirable Heighth and Form of Diverſe 
Obelisks. and Pillars, all- made of Marble, 

Porphyry, 
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Porphyry, or Jaſper. Nor to inſiſt on the 
Prodigious Strerigth and- Firmneſs. of; .the 
Walls; the Coltly Aquedudts, with: other 
Serviceable Things. Ar laſt, that he mighr 
conſecrare himſelf ro Immortal Renown, he 
call'd rhis Ciry by his own Name, Conſtant :- 
nople, or, the City of Conſtantine : By which 
Name ir is known even to this Day. Ir 
was alſo called New Rome, after it. once be- 
came the Seat of the Chriſtian Emperours : 
In whoſe Poſſeflion ic remain'd;: till it was ta- 
ken by. Mahomet IE Invincible Emperour of 
the Ottomans, in the Year '1453, according 
to, the Epocha of the Naxarenes ; on the 
ary Day of the Week which they call Per- 
tecoſt. | | 
It had been a Grand Neglect .and Over- 
ſight in any Prince ſo Potent and Politick as 
thomet was, 'to ſuffer fuch an Opportuni- 
ty to eſcape as Fortune offer'd hin), of ta- 
king the moſt Opulent and -Glorions Ciry.

'J Hi has been a Terrible Campagne to 

the Germans and their Confederates: For 
when they firſt rook the Field in rhe Spring, 
their Forces amourited to Sixry Thouland 


| Men, bur now at the breaking up, and going 


ro their Minter Quarters, they could nor 
number aboye Twenty Thouſand, So thar 
they have loſt Two Parts in Three of their 
Army, Whilſt the French proſper and are 
victorious ; raking their Towns and Caſtles, 
lubdying whole Prayinces to the GE__ 
0 
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of this Invincible Monarch, and extending his 
Conqueſts far and wide through the Franche» 
Compte , Lorrain, Alſace ,' Brabant, Flanders,, 
Catalenia, and even to the Iſ/tes of the Sea.. 

I have formerly given an Account to. the 
Miniſters of the Port ,” of all the moſt Re- 
markable Actions perform'd in theſe ſeveral 
Quarters; there remains only a late famous 
Victory gain'd by the Mareſchal de Turenne, 
near Strasbourg, of which I cannot give thee 
the Particulars, neirher is it. very Material. 
Bur, in brief I ſhall acquaint thee, that through 
the Connivance of the Eleftor of Mayence, 
and the Citizens of Szrasbourg , the Confede- 
rate Forces, amounting to Forty Thouſand 
Men, got paſſage over the Rhine, and had. 
like to have ſurpriz'd the French, . who were 
not aboye Twenry Five Thouſand ſtrong. 
But rhe Vigilance and good Conduct of 
Monſieur Turenne, prevented their Deſign, and 
turn'd the Fortune of War to his own fide.

Yer, for ought I 
know, all this may be but Hypocrifie and 
pious Artifice, to attract the greater Reve- 
rence from. the People, who are preſent ar 
their Ceremonies. I my ſelf was aſtoniſbed 
once, when being there , I aw a Beauritul 
Youth approach the Altar with a Golden 
Cenſer , hanging at a Chain which he held 
in one Hand 3 Whilſt with the other he watft- 
ed the. Rich Perfume toward the Statues, 
which ſtood on high behind the Altar. He 
had rhe very Signature of Vertue in his Face.

and having done ſo, he rakes it down again; 
when pronouncing a Benediction on it, in the 
Name of the Saint, he reſtores it to the 
Party whoſe it is. 

They believe - that Linnen or any Thin 
elſe belonging ro the Body, being ſo rouch' 
and bleſs'd, has Power to chaſe away Mala- 
dies, to preſerve them from Dangers, ro caſe 
Women in Childbirth, and to make them 
proſper in all Things.

So Hermes bt op ficft 
raught the - Egyprians; Meliſſus the Foſter-

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of Crete ; Faunus and Fanus, the Latins; Nu- 
na Pompilius, the Romans ; Orpheus, the Gre- 


cians ; Or, as ſome ſay, Cadmus the Son of | 


Agenor, firſt inſtructed that Nation in the 
Solemnities which were counted Divine, and 
which he himſelf learn'd in Phanicia. He in- 
ſtitured the Conſecration of Images and Sta- 
rues, the Burning of Incenſe, the Building of 
Temples and Alrars, with rhe Hymns, Sa- 
crifices, and other magnificent Rites, by 
which they honour'd the Powers Above. 


Now thar all this Religious Pageantry was # 
eſtabliſh'd only for rhe Ends of Policy and | 


State, 1s evident from hence, That the Chief 
Magiſtrates took the Liberry of making what 
Gods they pleas'd ; and of encreating or di- 
miniſhing rheir Number ar Diſcretion. So 
that in Proceſs of Time there were reckon'd 
no leſs than Thirry Thouſand Gods in the Ro- 
man Catalogue, though ar firſt their Calendar 
cou'd ſhew but Twenty Five Divinitics, But 
when once they had found out a way ro di- 
ſtinguiſh theſe Divinities into ſeveral Claſles 
or Ranks, rerming ſome Gods of the Greater 
Nartions, others of the Lefler; having allo 
their, Turelar Genzz, rheir Demigods, rheir Riu 
ral and Houſhold Gods, &c.. there was no limit- 
ing the crafty Devices of the Pries and Ru- 
lers in impoling ; or the Superſtition of the 
credulous People in believing and adoring an 
infinite Rabble of New, Young, and Un- 
heard-nf Divinzties. | 
They rook allo the ſame Freedom to 
change and alter the eſtabliſh'd _ and 
ere- 
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.Ceremonies ; ſometimes aboliſhing the old 


and Primitive Inſtitutions, and ſuperinducing 


new ones in 'their ſtead ; or ar leaſt adding 
to the Heap of inſignificant Ceremonies, in 
every Age, ſome myſterious Novelty, which 
might pleaſe the People, and faſten them in 
a deyouter Obedience and Veneration of their 
Pious Guides and Leaders. 

Hence ſprung the Dedication of Temples, 
Fanes, Chapels, Oratories, and certain Days 
in the Year to the Service of particular Gods ; 
hence aroſe rhe Invention and Uſe of fo ma- 
ny ſorts of Veſſels of Silver and Gold, and 
other Materials in their Sacrifices ; of Lights, 
Flowers, and Perfumes; of Muſick, Pictures, 
and other Decorations ; beſides rhe Rich and 
Majeſtick Veſtments of the Pries, their 
grave and composd Carriage, Looks and 
Geſtures : All defign'd purely to catch the 
rude and unpoliſhd Mulrirude in the Snares 
of Prieſt-crafr ; to ſtrike their unwary Minds 
with an Awe and profound Attach for Reli- 
gion ; thar ſo being once made rims flexible, 
they might warp them to what Bent they 
pleasd , and for ever lead 'em in a blind 
implicite Admiration of they knew nor whar. 

"Tis certain, that Religion ns Effect 
on the Vulgar, to make them mbre Obedien: 
ro their Governours, Juft ro one another, and 
Zealous for the Publick Welfare: I mean rhe 
Religion allow'd by the State : For, where 
the Subjefs dare ro make Innovations and 
Schiſms, to ſer up new Sets and Parties ;

Alexander, as the Greeks and Latins call 
him, with all the Nations of the VF*# ; or 
Scander, Aſeander, and Zuikarnek,, according 
ro the Style of the A4rabians, Perſians, Indi- 
ars, Tartars, and other People of the Ea#, 
was born in the CVIth Olympiad ;: 398 Years 
aſter the Building of Rome, and in the Year 
of the V/orld 3628, on the 6th Day of the 
Moon Loo, or Hecatombzon, according to the 
Style of the Grecians, The fame Night was 
the Temple of Diana at Epbefas ſer on Fire. 
And on the-fame Day rwo Eagles came and 
pearch'd on the Top of bis Fathers Houſe, 
where they fat all the Day z which was ta- 
ken as an Omen of the Daukle Empire he was 
ro have over Europe and Afia. 

Phitsp King of Macedon and Husband to 
Olympias, was the Repured Father of Alexan- 
der, as ſhe wag his Knawn Mother. Bur 
ſome Hiſtorians ſay, Thar a certain Magician 
eall'd Nectanebus, by his Enchantments ditf- 
guiſng himſelf in the Form af Fupiter Ammon, 
lay with O/ymfras, and begor Alexander, 
Others affirm, That Ohmpias ber ſelf confeſ- 
ted ro Pizlip, That Mexander was not his 
Son, but thar'ſhe had conceiv'd him of a pro- - 
digious: great Serpent, Whence it came to

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not his Son- And for the fame. Reaſon, he 
divorc'> Olympia, as an.

Theſe Reporrs were ſo. common ar that 
Thom LA — afterwards. hearing, ' 
the St - his *d Serpentine Genealog 1, 
and that other of NeBlanehnq in the Maſiue- 
rade of a Goed': When he march'd through 
E2ypt, rook Advantage of the latter, ro. im- 
oy the Creduliry and Superſtition of 
is Soldiers, For-being ro paſs by rhe Temp/* 
of Fupiter Ammon, he made a Halr to viſit 
the Oracle. Bur he had privarely ſent before 
ſome of his Trufty Friends ro acquainr rhe 
Prieſts with his Deſign, and'ro reff them whar 
manner of Words and: Addreſs they ſtou!d 
uſe to- him as he enter'> the Temple, in the 
Hearing of his Followers. | 
Having this prepar'd thoſe Holy Cheats, he 
with- much Ceremony and ſeeming, Devorion 
made his Approaches to the Temple. As foon 
as he fer his Foot within the Portico, the Se- . 
»zors of: the Prieſts mer him in their Pontifical 
Robes, with Cenſers in their Hands, and thus 
ſalured him ; 41 Hail, Sox of Fupiter Ammon. 
Alexander being pleas'd at this, ask'd them 
farther, If all bs Fathers Murderers were pu- 
mſh'd; or, If any yet ſurvived? To which it 
was an{wer'd, © Son of the Immortal Gods ! 
Thy Father cannot be murder 'd or dye. As for 
King Philip, his Blood ts fully reveng'd on them 
that had a Hand in ſhedding it. Then he add- 
ed anorher- Queſtion concerning his future 
Succeſs, To which rhe Oracle replied, The 
G5 Vittory 
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Viftory ſhall be thine in all Battels ; Thou ſhalt 
become Lord of all the Eaſt. The fame Mouth 
alſo gave in Charge to the Retinue of Alex- 
ander , That they ſhould adore him not as a King, 
but 45 4 God. Returning from thence, he 
built Alexandria, calling ir after hjs own 
Name, | 

I have not obſerv'd a due Method in rela- 
ting this Story' ſo ſoon ; whilſt I was bur re- 

ſenting the New-born Hero in his Cradle, 

ar I did ir to convince thee, That the vari- 
ous Opinions concerning Alexander's Father, 
are not the Fictions of Wanton MHriters, but 
fuch as Employ'd. the Care and Diligence of 
Alexander himſelf to improve them to his 
ewn Intereſt, 'and his Mothers'Honour : For 
tx was accounted a Glorious Thing, to be Im- 
pregnate by a God. 

To return therefore to the Infant-Prophet ; 
He grew apace, and diſcover'd early Signs 
of a prodigious Wit and Courage. Ar the 
Age of fifteen Years, he was committed to 
the Care and Turelage of Ariſtotle, under 
whom he Rudied the Sciences five Years ; and 
then his Farher Ph:/;p being murder'd, he ſuc- 
' Ceeded in the Throne. The ſame Year allo, 
Darius Codomanus obtaired the Empire of 
Perſia. _ whom Alexander, with the 
Common Conſent of almolt all Greece, prepa- 
red to go with a well-diſciplin'd Army, that 
he might carry on the Y/ar which his Father 
had begun. Only the Lacedemonians, The- 
bans, and Athenians thwarted his Deſign ; 
being corrupted by Demoſthenes the gs 
who 


, 
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who for that- purpeſe had received vaſt Sums 
of Gold from Darius. Bur Alexander foon 
reduc'd theſe FaCtious States and Kingdoms 
tro their Duty ; urterly- deſtroying the City 
of Thebes, with the Slaughter of 90000 of the 
Cirizens, beſides 30000 Caprives. This was 
execured on the 15th of the Moox# Boedromion, 
in the 2d Year of the CXIth Olympiad. He 
only ſpar'd the Ho#t of Philip his Father, 
when he was left as a Pledge in that City, 
whoſe Houſe was left untouch'd, as alſo rhar 
of Pindar's Poſterity. 

From thence pafling the Helleſpont, he 
march'd into Afia, in the Year of the H/orld 
3650; and in the 3d Year of his Reign. He 
had in his 30000 Feor and 4500 Horſe. 
As ſoon as he ſer Foot on the Ground of 4/ia; 
he made the Royal Corban and Vows for Vittc- 
ry. Then he darred a Javelin into the Earth, 
in Token of Defiance. After which, when 


he came to Troy, he perform'd certain Holy- 


Rites and Myſteries at the Tombs of Defunct 
Heroes, who fell in the Trojan War. When 


theſe Ceremonies were accomplith'd, he march- 
ed'directly againſt rhe Perſizns, who: were ir

Add to this, his. barbarous Uſage of 
Caliſthenes the Philoſopher, who was broughr 
up with him under Ariſtotle, This poor 
nfortunare Man refuſing to flatter -the 
King's Pride in calling him a God; ſo diſguſt- 
ed Alexander, that feigning himſelf very An- 
gry, he charg'd him with being Acceſſary ro 
the Plots and Corfpiracies that were formed 
againſt him. Then he caus'd all his Limbs 
ro be mangl'd and chopd, after an inhuman 
Faſhion. He commanded alſo his Ears, Noſe; 
and Lips, ro be cur off ; which not only gave 
the Poor Wretch infinite Torment, bur alfo 
render d him a moſt Deform'd and Mifera- 
ble Spectacle ro others. And to complear 
his Revenge, he caus'd him'in this Doleful

The Mace- 
donians inwardly ryejoyc'd, as- if they were 
now rid of ſome great and formidable Ene- 
my ; curling his Severiry and reſtleſs Temper, 
which - had -expos'd them to ſo- many Toils 
and Perils of War, Beſides, the Prinees _ 
rer 
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ter'd themſelves with a proſpect of enjoying 
every one . his Share in, ſo vaſt an Empire. 
And the private Soldiers had their Eyes in- 
tently fix'd hn the Immenſe Treaſures of Gold, 
which Alexander left behind him, and which 
they hop'd ro ſhare among them.

Vang Horatius nor-preſuming roo much on his. 
own Strength againſt ſuch an Unequal Num--. 
ber of Enemies, added Policy tro his Cou- - 
rage, and made ule of this Scratagem: 

- He counterfeired a Flight, rhat fo he mighr 
ſeparate his Adverſaries, and Engage with 
them Singly, one after another, according 
as they cvertook him. His Plor rook, and 

e Vanquiſh'd all Three, Bur he ſullied his 
Victory with the Blood of his Siſter ; whom 
t his return he killed, becauſe ſhe mer him 
not with Joy, and Triumph, bur with Grief 
and Tears, for the Loſs of her Spouſe, who 
was one of the Three Albaz-Brethren, He 
was call'd in queſtion for the Bloody Fact : 
But his Merit fuperſeded: his Crime; =_ 70,

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Fa&t which would at another time have coſt 
him his'Head, now ferved bur to. Angmery 
his Glory. it C7708 
 Nor'long after this, there broke out a War 
between the Romans and rhe Fidenates, a Peo- 
ple 'of Latin, or Toſexny. The Albans, ac- 
cording to their late League, were obliged wh c. 
Aid the Romans in their Wars. Wherefore :- 
they ſenr Auxiliary Forces, under.the-Com-f| .. 
mand- of Mevins Tfetins, Bur this Capran® 1, 
prov'd. Treacherous : For, juſt as rhe Two 
Armies were going to enter into Batrel, h:W q; 
withdrew his Albans to the Top of an Hill; 
where they ſtood Newters, ro: behold the For- 
rune of the Fight, that ſo they might joyn the 
Strongeſt Parry. Which, when Trltns per 
cery*d, he politickly cried our, with a Loud 
Voice, in the Hearing of both Armies, Tha 
Merius had done thy by by Command. The 
the Rom-tms rook Courage ;' and their Ene 
mies being ftruck with 'Terrour, were ſoot 
Roured, and Overcome. After which, 
Roman King cauſed the Traytor Metius Tufe- 
zi4s tro be tied with Cords to Two Charior, 
and torn in Pieces by Wild Horſes. He al 
ruin'd, and quite demoliſh'd 4/ba ; nor look 
ing on- that Ciry now, as the' Parent, but 
rhe Rival of Rome. However, he firſt rrank 
ported ro Rome all the Riches of Alba, with 
the Inhabirantrs ; rhar fo thar Ciry might not 
ſeem ro port, bur only to remove tits Situ 
tion, and be Thcorporated with Rome. 

- Aneus Mareins \ucceeded Tylles Hoftilin: 
being'theGrandchitd of Numa, by his Daugh 
wo a 
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ter. He inherited his Qualities alſo, as well 
as his Blood. He encompaſs'd the Ciry with 
Walls, and joyn'd the Banks of Tyber, which 
ran through the Middle of ir, with a Bridge. 
He likewiſe built rhe Port Oftsa, juſt by the 
Mouth of the River, where ir flows into the 
Sea ; planting there a Colony of Romans, as 
if he had' then Preſag'd what afterwards 
came to paſs; That the Merchandizes of 
the World ſhould be brought in thither, as in- 
tothe Maritime Store-houſe of rhe 'Ciry de- 
ſtd ro conquer all Things. | 

Him fucceeded Tarquinzns, afterwards ſur- 
nam'd Priſcus, He was of Foreign Extra- 
tion, yer obrain'd the Sovereignty by his 
Elegance and , Wir. For, being the Son of 
'Littumo, a Corinthian, who abandon'd his 
Country, and fled into Toſc.amy, where he 
was made King ; this Tarquinzus, poliſhing 
his Greek Nature with Ialian Arts, infinua- 
ted” fo far with rhe Romans, rhar they choſe 
him for their Kg. He augmented the Num- 
ber of Senators, and added Three Hundred 
Soldiers to the Troops that were already eſta- 
bliſh'd: Which was all he durſt do, in Re- 
gard- Atrius Navius, an Arwzur, in High Re- 
queſt am rhe Romans , had forbid a- 
ny greater Number to be added. Thete 
urs were a ſort of Dzviners, who fore- 
rold Things to come, from rhe Chirping, 
Flying, Feeding, and other Actions of Birds, 
| Tarquinius, one Day, askd this Attius Na- 
"NY wins, Whether the Thang could poſſibly be done, 
, wivch he bad ther thought upon > The Auzur 
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conſulring his Arr, anſwer'd, It might be done. 
Then faid the King, I was conſidering, whether 
I could cut ths Wnet-ſftone with a Razor. | Nes, 
You may ; rephed Attins, And rhe King: did 
ir. From that Time, the College of Augurs, 
firſt Founded by Romm/us, was had in Sacred 
Eſteem by the Romans. I ſhould have call'd 
them the Triumvirate of Augurs ; for, there 
were bur Three ar fr't, one our ' of every 
Tribe. Bur Servius Tullius, the next King, 
added a Fourth. Theſe were: all Nobles, 
Bur afterwards, they were increas'd ro Nine ; 
and laſt of all, to Fifteen, in the Di&atorſhrp 
of $2la. 

To return to Tarquinius : He was no leſs 
proſperous in War, than in Peace ; for, he 
ſubdued Twelve Cities of the Teſcans, with 
the Territories belonging to them. He ity 
- vented Robes,” and Entigns of State ; the Ivo- 
ry-Seats ot Chariots, wherein the Senators 
were carried to the Counc:! ; the Gold-Rings, 
and Magnificent Horſe-Trappings, which 
were given to the Roman Kmphts, as Badges 
of Honour : Alſo, the Purple and Scarlet- 
Robes ; the Triumphal- Charior of - Gold ; 
rhe Painted Phrygian Robe, worn by a Victo 
 r10us General, when he celebrated a Triumph: 
With many other Ornaments, and Publick 
Decorations, ro ſer forth rhe Majeſty and 
Grandeur of the Roman State. 

Tarquinius being mortally wounded. hisWife 
Tanaquil perſuaded the People, that all: was 
well with him ; that his Wounds were not 


dangerous ; that he was only laid in.a _ 
r, 
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ber, and that in a little [Time they ſhould feE 
him Well again : In the Mean while, ſhe ſaid, 
It was his Will and Pleaſure, thar they ſhould 
obey Servius Tuliius, a Favourite of hers ; who 
would adminiſter Juſtice, and govern the Peo- 
ple wiſely, during the Kzng's Illneſs, 

This Servius Tull;us was the Son of a Prince 
in Latium; Who being kill'd in a Bartel with 
the Romans, his Wife was carried Captive 
to Rome ; and being preſented ro Pucen Ta- 
naquil, liv'd free from- Servitude, under her 
Protection : And, being with Child, was de- 
liver'd of Servins Tullius, in Tanaquil's Palace. 
The Lueen took a Singular Fancy to rhe 
Noble Infant, and. gave him Royal Educa- 
tion 3 preſaging, from a Flame which. ſhe 
ſaw environing bis Head, that he would be 
a Famous. Man in Time, *'Twas. for this 
Reaſon, ſhe. perſuaded the People to receive 
him as'the King's Subſtitute, or Deputy, for: 
a While : Not doubring, but that after they 
had rated the Sweernels of his Governmenr, 
and rhe Death of Tarquin ſhould be known, 
they would eafily ſubmir-to him, as Tarquin's 
Succeflor, | Her Stratagem had. its defir'd: Ef- 
fect: For, Servins Tullius improv'd his Time, 
{o well in pleaſing the People, rhar the K;ng- 
dom, Which he obtain'd by Craft, .was ac- 
knowledg'd by all, as due to his Merits and 
Vertues. He firſt brought the People - of 
Rome under- an Aſſeſſment, whereby every 
Man's Eſtate was valu'd :. He divided. then 
into Claſſes, Wards, and Calleges. And the 
Commonwealth was brought ito ſuch Order, 
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by the Exquifite Policy of this Wiſe Ky, 
that the Difference of every Man's Parrimo- 
ny, Dignity, Age, Trade, and Office, was 
Regiſter'd-in Publick Tables ; Which render'd 
the Oeconomy of this Great Stare- as regular 
and ealie, as thar of a Private Family, or 
Houſe. 

The Laſt of all rhe Kings, was Tarquinius, 
Surnam'd The Proud, for the Moroſe and DY\- 
dainful Haughrineſs of bis Temper. He mar- 
ried the Daughter of Servins Tultiws, in Hopes 
of Sneceeding m'the-X1mpdom.' Bur he not ha- 
ving Patience to wair for the Natural Death 
of his Father-in-Law, hired Ruffians ro Mur- 
der him, and then ſeiz'd upon the Kingdom 
by Violence. Neither did he govern the Szate 


with leſs Wickedneſs and Cruelty, than rhar - 


by which he obrain'd ir : For, he denied Bu- 
rial to his Murder'd Father-7n-Law ; Saying, 
That he deſerv'd not Better Uſage than Romu» 
lus, who periſh'd without a Sepnlchre. He allo 
{lew the Chiefs of the Nobles, whom he ſul- 
pected to be of Serviws Intereft. And his 
Wife Tulia was as bad as he:: For, as ſoon as 
ſhe had falured her Husband by the Title of 
King, the caus'd her felf ro be driven in a 
-Chariot, over-the Dead Carcaſe of her Fa- 
ther. -Both of them exercis'd Grear Cruelty, 
and maffacred many of the Senators. . Bur the 
Pride of Tarqrin was intolerable to all, Till, 
ar-Lengrh, when he had fpent enough of his 
Rage ar Home, he rurn'd it againſt his Foreign 
Enemies Abroad 3 and took many Strong 
Towns in Latiunm, However, Nortwithftand- 
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ing all his Vices, he gave the World this Proof 
of his Piety 3 Thar, our of rhe Spoils which 
he rook from his Enemies, he rais'd Mony, 
and finiſh'd therewith the Temple of Fupiter 
in the Cepytol, which his Father, Targuinins 
Priſcus, had begun. The Story ſays, Thar, as 
they were Laying the Foundarions of this 
Temple, they found the Head of a Man ; 
which they interpreted as a Gocd Omen, 
That Rome ſhould be the Sear of a Vaſi Em- 
pire, and Miſtreſs of the whole Earth ; as ir 
afterwards came to paſs. 

The People of Rome bore with rhe. Pride of 
Tarquin, but would nor bear with the Lult 
and Tyranny of his Sons ; one of which ra- 
viſh'd Lucretsa, a Woman of Admirable Beau- 
ry-and Vertue. The Chafte Matron expia- 


ted the Diſgrace, by Stabbing . her ſelf : And, 
as ſhe þreath'd. her Laſt, ſhe Charg'd Bruzus 


and Collatinus, Two Princes, to revenge her 
Cauſe. Wherefore they ſtir'd np the People 
ro afſert their Liberty, and abrogare the Kng- 
ly Government : Which was as readily done, 
as mention'd. And here was an End put to 
the Tyranny of Kings. 

In my Next I will relate the Increaſe and 
Progreſs of the Roman State, under the Gc- 
vernment of Conſuls, and Emperors : Which 
will comprehend rhe moſt Memorable Events 
of Peace and War, even to the Cataſtrophe of

'Empire, thuu wilt fiod ſome of my Letr- 
ters, wherein I have deſcrib'd rhe Ciry of 
Venice, according to the Beſt Information I 
had from Adonaz, a Few, Reſiding there as a 
Private Agent for the Grand Signior. There- 
fore, avoiding all Parriculariries. concerning 
the Incredible Magnificence of the Palaces, 
Temples, Bridges, Colleges, and other Publick 
Buildings ; where nothing is to be ſeen, bur 
Marble, Faſper, Porphyry, Silver, Gold, and 
other Precious Ornaments, which ev 
where dazzle the Eyes of Strangers : I will 
only rake Notice of ſuch Things relaring ro 
this City and Republick, as I formerly 0+ 
mirred, 

The Venetians poſſeſs ſeveral moſt Ample, 
Rich, and Flouriſhing Cities in 1taly ; beſides 
Abundance of Smaller Towns, Caftles, and 
Fortrefſes. The Names of thoſe Cities which 
are of Chiefeſt Norte, are, Bergamo, Crema, 
Brixia, Verona, Trent, Aquileia, Vicenza, Pa- 
dua, and Terviſo, As for the Towns, they 
are too many to inſert in a Letrer,

- — 
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Toward the North of their City, rhey are 
Maſters of almoft all Friul;; with Iſtria, 
which is the Urmoſt Province of Italy, on that 
Side. They are alſo Lords of the Greateſt 
Part of Dalmatia, with the I/tes belonging to 
it, In the Mouth of the Adriatick Sea, they 
poſſeſs Corfu, Cephalonia, Zante, Cerigo ; with 
many more of Leſs Note. Nor ro ſpeak of 
Candia, ſo well known to the Muſſulmans. 

From all theſe Territories, the Republick has 
a Yearly Income of Two Millions in Gold: 
Which is nor treaſur'd up for any long Time, 
bur is Epploy 'd in the Publick Expences ; 
as, in Maintaining Military Forces, by Sea 
and Land; in Building and Rigging up thelr 
Fleets ; in Raifing and Repairing Forrs and 
Caftles:in Paying the Stipends of Magiſtrates, 
and Publick Miaiſters z with other .Expences, 
too tedious ro be nam'd. 

They have other Ways to raiſe Mony in 
Extraordinary Caſes ; as, in Time of War, 
or the like. For, then they double or treble 


the Taxes, Tyrhes, and Impoſts. And All 


are liable ro anſwer the Demands of the Re- 
publick ; the Noble, as well as the Vulgar. 
Neuher do they ſeem unwilling, when the 
Extream Neceflities of the State require it. 
Bur, if this be not ſufficient ro defray. rhe 
Publick Charges ; then the Magiſtrates, and 
Publick Minitters, are oblig'd ro wait for 
their Salaries and Stipends, till the Common- 
wealth is in a Condition to pay them.

As for the Strength, an ilitary Forces 
of the Venet;ans, it may be faid, Thar there is 
ſcarce a Prince in Europe, who has Better and 
Larger Forrifications than rhis Republick. To 
defend which,- and all her other Poſſeflions, 
ſhe makes ufe of rhe Inhabitants ; every Pre- 
vince being oblig'd to fiirniſh ſo many Thou- 
ſand Soldiers, as are ſufficient to fill. the Gari- 
ſons, and guard the Country from Foreign 
Invaſion. Thus, in the Province of Lombard) 
alone, there are Twenty Five Thouſand Foot 
kept conſtantly in Arms. Beſides theſe, in 
Time of War rhey raiſe Extraordinary Ar- 
mies, both in their —_— Territories, x in 
Germany, or among Swiſ-Cantons : From 
which Laſt, they Reang o an Aid of 
Thirty or Five. and Thirty Thouſand Merce- 
naries : Who are partly beſtaw'd on Board 
their Fleer, and partly in their Forts and Ca- 
ſtles ; whilſt ſome of them guard the Bridges, 
and other Paſſes of rhe Country.
